‘OUT OF 
JOINT 


It was a case of Bill Weld’s right lung 
not knowing what the left lung was doing. 

On August 31, the Governor’s Alliance 
Against Drugs held a press conference to 
warn parents about the latest officially de- 
clared scourge: T-shirts with pro-marijua- 
na messages. “It’s not just a pretty green 
leaf that they’re wearing,” charged state 
drug czar Georgette Watson. 

Watson’s press event came a week after 
the state’s Department of Public Health 
revealed that it has petitioned the federal 
government for permission to grow those 
pretty green leaves at UMass/Amherst — 
to provide medical marijuana. “We have 
been exploring various options,” wrote 
Nancy Ridley. director of DPH’s Division 
of Food and Drugs, in an August 24 letter 
to State Representative Patricia Jehlen (D- 
Somerville), “whereby the state might en- 
ter into a. . . contractual arrangement to 
have the marihuana grown. No other state 

| has attempted this.” 

Some of Watson’s least favorite T-shirts 
will be on display in front of the State 
House this Saturday, September 11, for 
the fifth annual Hemp Freedom Rally, or- 
ganized by MassCann, an anti-prohibi- 
tionist group working for the decriminal- 
ization of pot. Last year’s rally drew 3000 
people. This year’s features Dick Cowan, 
the 53-year-old Texan Republican who re- 
cently became the president of NORML, 
the National Organization for Reform of 
the Marijuana Laws, and local rock bands, 
including the 360’s, Sam Black Church, 
Letters to Cleo, Stompbox, and Tree. 

MassCann is also hosting a $100-a- 
head dinner this Friday, September 10, at 


6 p.m. at Legal Seafoods in Brookline (call 
944-CANN to RSVP). There, Cowan will 
present a certificate of appreciation to Dr. 
Lester Grinspoon, of Harvard Medical 
School, co-author (with James Bakalar) of 
Marihuana: The Forbidden Medicine. 
Grinspoon’s 20-year battle to allow the le- 
gal use of this medicine by patients with 
glaucoma, cancer, AIDS, and spasticity, 
among other illnesses, has won the sup- 
port of at least part of the Weld adminis- 
tration. 

And this Sunday at 6 p.m., the Middle 
East, in Cambridge, hosts a six-hour 
marathon benefit for MassCann featuring 
Orangutang, Chum, the Sugar Bitches, 
August Spies, and Carnal Carnival.

The Boston Herald/WCVB-TV poll — 
published last Wednesday only hours be- 
fore the crucial televised debate, which 
occurred after the Phoenix went to press 
— confirmed what many had suspected: 
the Boston mayor’s race remains a virtual 
dead heat. City Councilor Rosaria Salerno 
— the front-runner in all the published 
polls to date — was clinging to the lead 
with 19 percent, followed by Acting May- 
or Tom Menino (17 percent), Suffolk 
County Sheriff Robert Rufo (16 percent), 
and State Representative Jim Brett (15 
percent). 

Though the spinmasters can put forth a 
strong case for any member of that pack 
making the final, several neutral observers 
believe the candidate who could be most 
cheered by the numbers was fourth-place 
finisher Brett.

caveats, here are a few reasons why: 

* Maybe a state-rep campaign works. 
Salerno is the most ideological candidate, 
the only woman in the top tier, and a high- 
profile three-term city councilor. Menino 
has been acting mayor, generating head- 
lines and exploiting the perks of power, 
since July. And Rufo has dominated the 
advertising airwaves and worked tirelessly 
to make the hot-button crime issue his 
own. 

Meanwhile, Brett has run a low-key 
handshaking campaign that’s relied almost 
completely on yard signs and standouts. 
The fact that he’s stayed this close employ- 
ing what has thus far been a low-voltage 
strategy may bode well — especially if he 
can turn it up a notch during the last two 
weeks. 

¢ The hidden vote. As the only Irish- 
American and anti-abortion-rights candi- 
date among the gang of four, Brett could 
benefit from a big Election Day surge from 
the high-voting, conservative wards that 
traditionally dominate Boston elections. 
And if the city’s cultural conservatives ulti- 
mately decide that longshot Mickey 
Roache — lagging with five percent in the 
Herald/WCVB poll — represents a wasted 
vote, they may migrate to Brett on 
September 21.

GIVING GETS 
SOME TAX HELP 


Nonprofit organizations hard up for 
contributions got a much-needed boost in 
Bill Clinton’s recently enacted budget. 
Donors will now be able to deduct from 
their tax bills the full market value of char- 
itable gifts of tangible property (a painting 
or a car, for instance), intangible property 
(such as securities), and real estate. 

The federal tax provision, which repeals 
1986 restrictions allowing taxpayers to 
deduct only the original purchase price of 
gifts, is expected to benefit educational, 
human-service, cultural, and conservation 
organizations. 

Under the 1986 law, people interested 
in donating property had little incentive to 
do so. Because they could write off only 
the original cost of an asset (such as the 
$1000 for a Jackson Pollock purchased in 
1960 or the few dollars Grandpa paid for 
AT&T stock), many potential donors sim- 
ply sold their holdings at market value. 

The impact on museums is expected to 
be particularly dramatic. Gifts to museums 
declined by 60 percent between 1986 and 
1988, according to the American Associa- 
tion of Museums. After Congress enacted 
an 18-month relaxation on the restriction 
in 1991, they rose by 500 percent. 


EHILLING. 
FFFECT 


Since when is selling coolant for car air- 
conditioners a federal offense? That’s the 
question auto-supply and hardware-store 
owners may be asking now that the US 
Environmental Protection Agency is 
putting the brakes on the illegal sale of 
auto air-conditioning refrigerants that 
contain ozone-depleting chlorofluorocar- 
bons (CFCs). 

In the past nine months, the EPA has 
filed administrative enforcement actions 
against 28 alleged violators. And accord- 
ing to EPA documents, a disproportionate 
share of those actions was filed against 
Bay State companies. Ten Massachusetts 
firms accounted for about $118,000 of the 
$456,000 in fines being sought by the 
agency, which says the proposed fines are 
part of a stepped-up effort to compel com- 
pliance with the 1990 Clean Air Act. (The

companies have the right to appeal.) 


Last year the EPA banned the sale of | 
small containers of CFCs used in motor- | 


vehicle air-conditioning systems except to 
EPA-certified technicians, who use ap- 
proved refrigerant-recycling equipment. 
The idea was to discourage do-it-your- 
selfers. 

The Massachusetts businesses caught in 
the agency’s sights were: Palmer Auto 
Parts, of Palmer ($16,130); HAPCO Auto 
Parts, of Palmer ($3510); Round’s True 
Value Hardware, of Peabody ($4800); 
M&S Auto, of Fitchburg ($400); Eagle 
Automotive Supply, of Ludlow ($12,021); 
T-W Automotive Parts and Equipment, of 
West Springfield ($12,043); Central Paint 
and Supply Company, of Hyde Park 
($15,025); Fair Department Stores, of 
Worcester and Southbridge ($30,051); 
L.H. Hart Hardware, of Wakefield 
($12,021); and Union Auto Parts, of West 
Springfield ($12,046). 

Whether the relatively large number of 
Massachusetts companies being fined re- 
flects a greater number of violators in the 
area or a more aggressive regional head- 
quarters is uncertain. Officials at the agen- 
cy’s New England branch could not be 
reached for comment. 

John Kasper, director of the EPA’s 
press-services division in Washington, says 
many of the complaints are the result of 
phone tips called in to the agency’s Strato- 
spheric Ozone Hotline (800-296-1996). 

“Because of the extremely localized and 
personal impact of these regulations,” 
Kasper says, “the success of national en- 
forcement depends heavily on tips from 
private citizens.”

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Handler’s cancer triumph 
is a stage triumph, too

TIME ON FIRE, written and performed 
by Evan Handler.

or actor Evan Handler, the 
sword of Nicol Williamson 
was nothing compared to the 
sword of Hippocrates. Before 
the creation of Time on Fire, 
his piercingly casual one-man play about 
surviving cancer, Handler was 
probably best known for having 
gotten mad as hell at William- 
son and vowing not to take it anymore, 
storming off the stage of the Broadway 
comedy I Hate Hamlet when the big, 
brooding Englishman got overzealous in a 
fencing match. Now we understand that 
Williamson’s may not have been the un- 
kindest cut of all, but simply one too many. 
In Time on Fire — which was developed 
at Naked Angels and unveiled earlier this 
year at New York’s Second Stage — the 
zippy, talented Handler takes us on a four- 
year tunnel tour of cancer hell, which 
turns out to be a pretty funny place. Eight 
years ago Handler, who is 32, was snooz- 
ing along in a bed of youth and health and 
burgeoning success when he got a rude 
wake-up call from the Reaper. Seems the 
scythe-bearing one wanted to torture him 
with callous medics and iridescent chemi- 


| cals and then, the statistics would suggest, 
| carry him off anyway. What Handler (who 
| must have been too busy doing Neil Simon 


on Broadway to tread much in the fields of 


| Beckett) then learned, he says, is that the 


“truly horrible” and “hysterically funny” 
can be conjoined like the Lakeberg twins. 
Time on Fire is not grim; nor is it an 
overlong Helen Keller joke or an on-stage 
movie of the week. What’s refreshing 
about the show is that, although Handler is 
able not only to recognize but also to 
evoke the humor in what’s gruesome, he’s 
straight-on candid, and often eloquent, 
about wanting to live. A self-proclaimed 
rebel in a johnny (who, in this show, takes 
a machete to the medical establishment, as 
represented by Manhattan’s Memorial 
Sloane-Kettering Cancer Hospital, with a 
gusto that would make Williamson drop 
his sword and skitter), Handler paints 
himself as a cross between McMurphy in 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest and a

somewhat impish and ironic noodge. 

Even as he’s fighting for his life, not to 
mention for the right to ride shotgun on 
his own medical journey, Handler has the 
wherewithal to turn himself into a human 
video camera, recording the heartbreaking 
absurdity around him. Some of his impres- 
sions (meaning both observations and 
mimicry) are hilarious, others nigh poetic 
(one of the “blue patient people,” as he 
calls the milling hordes awaiting tests in 
their cerulean scrubs and paper slippers, 
“staring into that middle distance only the 
truly abandoned seem able to see”). 

Everyone mentions the performer’s 
sidesplitting account of sperm banking on 
Madison Avenue (and I personally loved 
the fact that he had the guts 
to take a girl along), a precau- 
tion against the sterility al- 
most sure to be induced by the Day Glo 
chemicals brought to his Sloane-Kettering 
bedside in “a radioactive metal picnic bas- 
ket” (gee, that sounds festive). But equally 
funny is Handler’s rather loving account of 
the Johns Hopkins doc who saved his life 
with a bone-marrow transplant, a little guy 
who wobbled like a weebil and seemed 
glazedly in love with platelets. 

It’s odd how we want, and don’t want, 
to know about this stuff — the chemother- 
apy that, Handler states simply, were it not 
for ego, “the body would not allow”; the 
fever-and-chill-driven infection-fighting 
technique the nurses cutely call “shake ’n’ 
bake”; the irritating white noise of suffer- 
ing. But if you’re going to open one ear to 
the unimaginable, you could do worse than 
to let Handler blow into it. As an actor, 
he’s easy-going, anecdotal, tongue-in- 
cheeky, but capable of both great passion | 
and the great zetz. (His scathing portraits 
of the impersonal physician who had the | 
nerve to complain about dead people both- | 
ering him with malpractice suits and of the 
deadpan ghoul-nurse whose nocturnal vis- 
its Handler finally interpreted as a heaven- 
ly message to vamoose are priceless.) And 
for an actor, he’s a hell of a writer. 

For the most part, Time on Fire is dis- 
armingly low-key (though it contains two 
coups de théatre, the lesser of which fea- 
tures Handler wryly jogging the 35-foot 
length of his first hospital bill — which 
arrived home before he did, complete 
with the threat of a collection agency). 
But toward the end, the actor, having 
mightily entertained us with the tale of his 
trip through the medical funhouse, waxes 
eloquent and direct about what’s gained, 
and what’s shot forever, by such an expe- 
rience — among the latter the innocent 
belief that competition’s what it’s all 
about. As Handler once said to William- 
son, ending a matter of far less import: 
point taken.

Power shift 





Bolling’s implosion hands black 
voters the keys to the election 


by Al Giordano 


n the 1983 race for mayor — Bos- 

ton’s last watershed election — the 

white candidates largely ignored 

African-American voters, deferring 

to what was widely thought to be 
the coming of age of the city’s black politi- 
cal leadership. 

White politicians conceded the black 
vote that year to former state representa- 
tive Mel King, who rode the crest of a 
wave started by Harold Washington in 
Chicago and Wilson Goode in Philadel- 
phia. For black Bostonians, the question 
was this: if those cities, their histories as 
steeped in racism as that of Boston, could 
put an African-American in City Hall, then 
why not this city? 

King and his Rainbow Coalition united 
and inspired black voters as never before. 
Their 60 percent turnout in the September 
preliminary election for the first time 
equalled that of white voters. King re- 
ceived about 90 percent of the black vote 


| and 15 percent of the white vote, winning

Even Bolling’s own campaign staff isn’t | 


predicting a result quite that positive. 

“I think we’re going to get somewhere 
between 60 and 70 percent of the vote 
here,” says Bolling-campaign manager 
Mukiya Baker-Gomez. “Our community is 
not outwardly excited, like when Mel King 
ran. Ours is more of a whisper campaign.” 

To those who follow Boston politics, 
Bolling’s implosion comes as no surprise. 
The councilor has long been considered 
stronger on policy than on electioneering 
(see “City Hall,” News, May 7), and his 


career nearly ended in 1991, when he rana | 


lackluster, losing campaign in a bid to 
move up from his district councilor’s posi- 
tion to an at-large post. He returned to the 
council only after the council president, 
Chris lannella, died in office. 











But though the weakness of Bolling’s | 
mayoral campaign may, in some ways, be | 


a setback for the black community, there’s 
an upside as well: with Bolling a virtual 
non-player, the white candidates are com- 
peting for the votes of black citizens in 
Roxbury, Dorchester, and Mattapan. And 
with the lines of support starting to hard- 


en in the city’s white | 


neighborhoods, black vot- 
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one of the two slots on the general-elec- 
tion ballot — only to lose the November 
final to a city councilor named Ray Flynn. 
This year, City Councilor Bruce Bolling 
had hoped to carry that torch to the may- 
or’s office. But the coalition King assem- 
bled just hasn’t been there for Bolling. 


| Polls have consistently shown him stum- 


bling along with the also-rans. 

King, who supports Bolling, says that for 
him to finish first or second in the prelimi- 
nary election, “We have to bring out 75 
percent of the vote” among black Bostoni- 
ans, a full 15 percent higher than 1983’s 
record turnout, “and he has to get 75 to 80

Barry Lawton, a deputy 
field director for Sheriff 
Bob Rufo, who is coordi- 
nating Rufo’s mayoral 
campaign among black 
voters.

The leading candidates 
in the race — Rufo, State 
Representative Jim Brett, 
Acting Mayor Tommy 
Menino, and City Coun- 
cilor Rosaria Salerno — 
have launched aggressive 
campaigns to win black 
voters.

Church, campaigns ac- 
tively in black neighbor- 
hoods. And in spite of for- 
mer police commissioner 
Mickey Roache’s contro- 
versial stances against af-

The signs on the walls 
in Bolling’s Roxbury cam- 
paign headquarters say WE 
WILL WIN. WE WILL WIN! 
But other signals — right 
down to the passive body 
language of candidate Bolling — point to 
a campaign that is a sure loser. 

As it gets closer to Primary Day, 
September 21, voters — white, black, and 
other — will look to make their votes 
count. An exodus will begin toward the 
major candidates. And if Bolling’s vote in 
the black community slips below 60, 50, or 
even 40 percent, the remaining votes could 
tip the balance. 

“Unlike 1983, you’ve got candidates 
this year with tremendous voter appeal in 
Bruce Bolling’s base,” says Brett supporter 
Boyce Slayman, director of the Massachu- 
setts Council of Human Services Pro-

viders. “Namely, Rosaria Salerno, Mickey 
Roache — there’s still a large conservative 
element within the black community which 
is largely ignored. And you’ve got to give 
Rufo a piece just based on organization, 
and maybe Brett with the success of the 
Copney ad [featuring the mother of a 
murdered child], although Brett has no 
visible history.” 

Slayman, who managed King’s 1983 
general-election campaign, also points to 
one reason why Bolling has not secured 
the massive support King earned: “Mel, 
for most of his career, has fought against 
the political status quo. Bruce Bolling, for 
black Boston, represents the political sta- 
tus quo.” 

But even though Bolling has failed to 
spark enthusiasm among black voters, the 
white candidates have thus far had a diffi- 
cult time taking advantage of that. None is 
a household name in the black community 
— and among those who do know them, 
each comes in for criticism. The white 
candidates may want black support, but 
they’re running out of time to earn it. 


Brett 
The endorsement that wasn’t 

The Brett ad Slayman refers to, in which 
the mother of a black murder victim ex- 
tolls the candidate’s virtues, was effective 
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enough to draw a protest from Bolling. 
(As with so many aspects of Bolling’s cam- 
paign, his protest backfired: the mother 
publicly repeated her support for Brett and 
denounced Bolling.) But Brett’s effort to 
win the endorsement of one of the black 
community’s rising political stars, State 
Senator Dianne Wilkerson, has been stuck 
in neutral — and his claim that he’s 
helped get guns off the streets has been 
thrown into reverse. 

Wilkerson announced last spring that 


she would make an endorsement by the . 


end of June. But press reports that a deal 
had already been cut for Wilkerson to 
support Brett caused some of her con- 
stituents to rebel; she was also ridiculed in 
some quarters for publicly stating she 
could deliver 25,000 votes. Heaped on 
top of that resistance was the revelation 
that Brett had bought advertisements in a 
now-defunct South Boston newspaper 
that in its articles referred to blacks as 
“urban gorillas” and “machete-wielding 
Zulus.” This was followed by Brett’s tak- 
ing 48 hours to decide that, yes, he really 
did support affirmative action. 

And last week the Boston Globe report- 
ed that Brett — who’d waxed poetic over 
his concern for gun control, saying it be- 
gan with the assassination of Robert 
Kennedy — has more often than not voted 
with the Gun Owners’ Action League 
(GOAL), the Massachusetts affiliate of the 
National Rifle Association. That revelation 
undermined Brett’s oft-repeated boast that 
he’d stood up to GOAL by helping to push 
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a ban on assault weapons through the leg- 
islature. 

Wilkerson has remained frozen in place 
all summer, avoiding the calls of reporters 
eager to report her analysis of the mayor’s 
race. Nonetheless, there remains consider- 
able pressure on Wilkerson to endorse her 
fellow legislator. After all, Brett has the 
support of Senate President Billy Bulger, 
whose help Wilkerson needs to succeed. 
Brett, in fact, has a virtual monopoly on 
backing from the old-boy network on Bea- 
con Hill. 

But Brett, even more than Bolling him- 
self, is a member of the “political status 
quo” that Boyce Slayman says black voters 
are disillusioned with. And that means 
Brett could face a topographical impossi- 
bility: climbing uphill from Beacon Hill to 
Government Center. 


Rufo 
The pros and cons of the sheriff's badge 

Like Jim Brett, Bob Rufo hopes to ap- 
peal to black voters by stressing his crime- 
fighting credentials. (This past Wednes- 
day, he received the endorsement of for- 
mer US attorney Wayne Budd, a well- 
known African-American law-enforcer and 
Republican leader.) But first he must get 
past the perception that he — like all the 
candidates, with the exception of the un- 
derdog Roache — did not pay enough at- 
tention to black-community concerns be- 
fore this campaign. 

“The only elected official outside of our 
community that was always in our com- 
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munity was Ray Flynn,” says Georgette 
Watson, founder of Drop-A-Dime and di- 
rector of the Governor’s Alliance Against 
Drugs, who, along with the Reverend 
Bruce Wall and others, organized a series 
of nighttime walks by candidates through 
crime-ridden neighborhoods this summer. 

It’s true that none of the first-tier candi- 
dates is associated with black-community 
concerns to the extent that Flynn was. But 
Rufo and City Councilor Rosaria Salerno 
have spent more time there than their op- 
ponents, which they believe should bring 
them some good will. 

“Rufo’s the most visible of all the candi- 
dates,” says Fred Bruce, a Trinidadian- 
American who’s volunteering at Rufo’s 
campaign office on Blue Hill Avenue in 
Grove Hall. “He’s around more than the 
others. I don’t ever see the other people. 
I’ve seen Salerno maybe once or twice, 
maybe with him.” 

Rufo hopes that his time served in the 
black community will gain him permanent 
parole from having to manage the county 
jails. As sheriff, he’s on the receiving end 
of a criminal-justice system that many 
African-American leaders say is designed 
to incarcerate young black men. On the 
campaign trail, it’s a blessing and a curse. 

“A lot of people I know have been in his 
‘apartments,’ ” remarks Deahdra Butler- 
Henderson, a Salerno organizer from Cod- 
man Square. “That’s not necessarily the 
mentality I want for a mayor. City Hall 
looks like a jail already. Let’s lighten it up.”

“Sometimes,” Rufo says with a 
sigh, “people hold it against me that 
I’m the sheriff.” 

Rufo, though, is well regarded by 
many of his former inmates, who 
greet him with smiles on the cam- 
paign trail. Rufo has earned this re- 
spect largely because, unlike those 
who manage the state’s Department 
of Correction (DOC), he stresses re- 
habilitation over punishment. 

During a recent tour of the South 
Bay House of Correction, some in- 
mates cornered the sheriff and a re- 
porter. “We don’t want you to be- 
come mayor,” a partly toothless 
youngster in orange prison clothes 
told the sheriff. “If you leave, the 
DOC will take over.” Rufo assured 
the young man that his election 
would not lead to the DOC’s moving 
in. Instead, a new sheriff, almost cer- 
tainly a Republican, would be ap- 
pointed by Governor Weld. 


Menino 
Economic message, no messenger 

While Rufo and Brett duel for posi- 
tion on the anti-crime turf, Tommy 
Menino and Rosaria Salerno are fol- 
lowing the Gospel According to 
James (Carville, that is): “It’s the 
economy, stupid!” 

John Jones, a parking manager 
who volunteers in Menino’s Dudley 
Square campaign office, says he de- 
cided to support the acting mayor 
largely because of the impact he’s al- 
ready had on his wallet. 

“When he turned back the water- 
rate thing, that helped me directly,” 
he says. “I’m up to my max in trying 
to meet my mortgage and obligations. 
The next thing was he put those 700 
kids to work. The way you alleviate 
crime is you bring about job opportu- 
nities.” 

But though Menino may have the 
right message, he has done little to 
make up for his absence over the years 
in Roxbury, Mattapan, and Dorch- 


| ester. Menino skipped the four most 
| recent mayoral forums in those neigh- 


borhoods. He was absent from forums 
held by the Grove Hall Merchants As- 
sociation (attended by Rufo, Roache, 
Salerno, and Bolling), Muhammad’s 
Mosque Number 11 (attended by 
Bolling, Lydon, Salerno, Brett, Rufo, 
Roache, and write-in candidate Maceo 
Dixon), the Roxbury Chamber of 
Commerce (attended by Roache, 
Brett, Rufo, and Bolling), and the

Salerno, Bolling, Lydon, and Rufo). 
“I’ve been to seven forums in the 
black community,” says the Rufo

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G’S 1983 VICTORY seemed to pre the arrival of black political leadership. It didn’t. 


press secretary, Barbara Quiroga, in 
his defense. “He attended the Lower 
Roxbury Healthy Boston Coalition, 
the South End Coalition for Political 
Access, and the Latino Political Task 
Force.” 

But other than those limited forays 
into minority neighborhoods, Menino 
seems to be engaging in a Rose Gar- 
den strategy from the concrete cubi- 
cles of City Hall, inviting black minis- 
ters in to discuss the shootings after 
last month’s Caribbean parade and 
mobilizing black employees at City 
Hall to organize their precincts. And 
he has the campaign money (more 
than a half-million dollars) to get his 
economic message out to voters via 
the mass media. 


Salerno 
The Rainbow-family feud 

Last week, Rosaria Salerno turned 
up the volume on her own populist- 
economics amplifier. At a campaign 
stop in Roxbury, Salerno called a 
press conference with leaders of the 
Community Homeowners Stabiliza- 
tion Association — an organization 
formed to fight mortgage-lending 
scams by Massachusetts banks. 

Salerno and the homeowners’ 
group met the press outside Ma 
Dixon’s restaurant, in Grove Hall. 
“This was an historic diner that was 
forced to close down last Thanksgiv- 
ing because the owner was unable to 
get access to credit and capital from 
one of the local banks,” said Ted 
Lewis, a former State Senate candi- 
date who supports Salerno. 

“Ma Dixon’s needed money for a 
new roof and to replace some old 
equipment,” said Lewis. “Rosaria 
took the initiative to do some things. 
Renovations were done. Northeastern 
University took part in the construc- 
tion. Now she’s open again.” 

Later in the week, Salerno criti- 
cized Menino for casting city-council 
votes that she described as being re- 
sponsible for the city’s condo crisis. 
On 15 occasions Menino sided with 
landlords against tenants, making it 
easier to convert apartments to con- 
dos; the council thus created an over- 
load that has resulted in widespread 
foreclosures. And she linked Meni- 
no’s pro-developer votes with more 
than $100,000 he received from real- 
estate interests. 

But Boyce Slayman and Mel King 
took aim at Salerno last week, ques- 
tioning her commitment to the black 
community because of her vote to 
abolish the elected school committee. 

“In 1987, Rosaria ran as the 
Rainbow Coalition candidate” for an 
at-large position on the city council, 
says Slayman. “She was Mel King’s 
candidate. A lot of black people 
were upset back then because we 
felt the Rainbow should have sup- 
ported a black candidate. Then, 
having made her who she is, she 
turned her back on Mel, as so many 
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white, progressive candidates do to 
the black community.” 

King, in an interview, says that it 
was Salerno’s vote to abolish the 
school board that lost her his political 
support. “We tried to talk with her,” 
says King, a leader of the Coalition 
for School Reform, which opposed 
the abolition of the school board. “It 
was impossible.” 

Responds Salerno: “I attended 
three months of meetings with the 
Coalition for School Reform. There 
were hundreds of calls going back 
and forth. I recall several very heated 
calls with members of the school 
committee. I didn’t refuse to go to 
any meetings or to return any phone 
calls. There may have been some 
phone calls in the intensity of those 
few days that weren’t returned. There 
were also several calls of mine that 
weren’t returned.” 

Salerno is paying a price for her 
vote against the school committee, 
which has become the rallying cry for 
those black political leaders who re- 
sist her candidacy. Bolling agrees that 
he and Salerno are vying for parts of 
the same base. 

“To say that Rosaria and I are both 
consummate outsiders competing 
with each other for the so-called lib- 
eral-progressive vote is somewhat 
true,” says Bolling. “Roache, Menino, 
Brett, and Rufo compete, too, for the 
conservative areas.” 

* 

Ten years ago, Mel King’s second- 
place finish in the preliminary elec- 
tion seemed to signal a major change 
in the balance of power between the 
white and black communities. The 
optimism was only slightly dimmed 


when Flynn trounced King in the fi- | 
nal election. Flynn and King made a | 
public show of respect for one anoth- | 


er. Surely Boston’s black political 
leadership had arrived. 

It hadn’t. And it’s a sign of how lit- 
tle progress has been made that there 
was wishful talk earlier this year that 
King would run again, and more seri- 
ous talk that Dianne Wilkerson 
who, for all the recognition she’s re- 
ceived, is only a freshman legislator 
— would enter the race. 

But even though there is no black 
candidate who can influence the se- 
lection of Boston’s next mayor, black 
voters are in a position of political 
strength. Their power, in fact, may be 
greater than it would have been had 
Bolling mounted a stronger campaign. 

If black voters who abandon 
Bolling spread their support among 
several of the white candidates, then 
their influence on the outcome will be 
minimal. But if their votes produce a 
strong second-place finisher to 
Bolling in the black community, that 
support could mean the difference 
between winning and losing. And 
Boston’s African-American cofmmu- 
nity would find itself with a lot more 
political power than it has today. QO

or a true bibliophile, a book 
is much more than the novel, 
or poetry, or information 
contained therein. A book 
put together with true crafts- 
manship is in itself a work of art. There’s 
the way the words look printed on the 
page — just the right typeface indelibly 
stamped onto just the right stock. There’s 
the crispness of the binding, the heft, the 
sturdy permanence of it. These are the 
things that make books collector’s items. 
And that’s why the book-lover isn’t go- 
ing to like what Roger Fidler is up to. 
Fidler is director of the Knight-Ridder 
Information Design Laboratory, in Boul- 
der, Colorado. Long recognized as one of 
the leading figures in newspaper design, 
he’s now what you might call a profession- 
al brainstormer. His big idea is this: 
Sometime in the not-too-distant future 
— say, 10 or 20 years from now — most 
printed material — newspapers, maga- 
zines, the vast majority of books — will be 
available in electronic form only. You’ll 
read them on a portable, flexible computer 
the size of a magazine, and about as thick. 
Most of the surface will be taken up by a 
color liquid-crystal display that will show 
text, photos, and graphics as sharp as if 











they were on a printed page — with ani- 
mation and sound, besides. 

“That doesn’t mean print will entirely 
disappear,” Fidler says in a tone some 
might find more chilling than reassuring. 
“But books will be expensive, and they'll 
be more of a status item over time.” 

Could he be right? More than 550 years 
after Gutenberg, is the printed page about 
to pass into oblivion? Maybe not as soon 





as Fidler thinks — but booksellers and 
publishers agree that, one day, the infor- 
mation superhighway, to use a much-over- 
worked phrase, will be the primary route 
over which books travel. 

Certainly there will be advantages. Books 
need never go out of print, so millions of 


| volumes could potentially be added to pub- 








lishers’ backlists. Self-publishing will be- 
come simple and cheap. Whole forests will 
not have to be sacrificed to immortalize the 
works of future Stephen Kings or Danielle 
Steels — or future Shakespeares or Tol- 
stoys, for that matter. 

But something will surely be lost. After 
all, books are our primary cultural curren- 
cy. People buy them, borrow them, trade 
them, browse through them. The physical 
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Virtual books

form is important, and if it disappears, a 
book becomes the ultimate intellectual 
property — existing only in the ether, a 
sequence of zeroes and ones that can re- 
side on a magnetic card a clerk plugs into 
your electronic tablet (as Fidler calls the 
portable computer he envisions), or on 
one of the 500 cable-TV channels that will 
soon be coming on-line. 

Just slip your tablet into a docking sta- 
tion, use your channel-clicker to order 
Love’s Lost Lament, and you have it, com- 
plete with a bill for $19.95 automatically 
charged to your credit card. 

Not quite the same as wandering 
through a bookstore, engaging a clerk in 
idle conversation and hoping something 
will catch your eye. 

Nevertheless, one of the reasons Fidler’s 
vision is compelling is that he’s something 
of a traditionalist. He’s not into hypertext, 
a programming language that allows writ- 
ers to construct novels with multiple story 
lines through which the reader must navi- 
gate, and he downplays the hype over mul- 
timedia, although he does foresee a time 
when some newspaper and magazine pho- 
tos will contain motion and sound (see 
“Linear Digressions,” page 20). 

No, Fidler is a guy who likes things the 
way they are now. He wants to use tech- 
nology to preserve what he likes and to 
overcome some of the peripheral prob- 
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lems of paper, like production costs, dis- 
tribution headaches, and environmental 
concerns. And unlike today’s personal 
computers, which many users see as little 
more than machines for making endless 
printouts, the tablets of the future really 
will lead to the demise of paper, Fidler 





says: the display will be so good that no | 


one will want hard copy, and anything 
needed for future reference will be stored 
electronically. 

Fidler’s electronic tablet would change 
reading, not revolutionize it. Eyes tired? 
Make the print bigger. Driving to work? 
Turn on the voice chip so it will read to 
you (good-bye, books on tape). And if you 


like to make notes on the page while | 


you’re reading, don’t worry: Fidler envi- 


sions newspaper crossword puzzles you'll | 


be able to fill in with an electronic stylus. 
Extending that idea to doodling shouldn’t 
be difficult. 

Don’t be alarmed about the cost, either. 
Fidler thinks the technology will become 
so cheap in a decade or two that newspa- 
pers and magazines will give away elec- 
tronic tablets as promotions.

If Roger Fidler is the utopian, then Barry Shein is the 
pragmatist. Sitting in a spartan conference room overlook- 
ing Coolidge Corner, smoking one cigarette after another, 
this intense bear of a man is speed-talking about the On- 
line Book Initiative (OBI), a project he started to make un- 
copyrighted or otherwise freely distributable materials 
available to anyone who cruises the Internet — a supernet- 
work connecting thousands of smaller networks serving 
perhaps 10 million to 20 million people. 

“I see myself more as an archivist right now,” he says. 
“I take things wherever I can get them.” Right now, OBI 
carries about one billion bytes (characters) of text, from 
the complete works of Shakespeare to the King James 
Bible, from The CIA World Fact Book to the State Depart- 
ment’s latest travel advisories, from cyberpunk ’zines to 
technical reference works. “Probably half or more is liter- 
ary,” Shein says. The data are stored on Shein’s electron- 
ic-bulletin-board system, known simply as the World, 
which is in turn part of 
his company, Software 
Tool & Die. (Techno- 
logical tips: the materi- 
als on OBI can be ac- 
cessed for free through 
an Internet convention 
known as “anonymous 
ftp,” and through nu- 
merous “gopher” sites. 
The e-mail address is 
obi@world.std.com.) 

Compared to Fi- 
dler’s vision of careful- 
ly formatted text that 
can be easily obtained 
by anyone, OBI’s of- 
ferings are crudely put 
together and difficult 
for anyone to get at 
unless she or he has a 
fair amount of techni- 
cal knowledge. For the 
initiated, though, there are certain benefits. Everything 
Shakespeare ever wrote, for instance, takes up just two 
megabytes of disk space, or no more than five or 10 per- 
cent of a typical hard disk. An English major could down- 
load it and then put her computer to work searching for 
key phrases, protagonists’ names, and the like. Shein says 
he did this just recently, proving to a skeptical lawyer 
friend that one of Shakespeare’s characters really did say 
“first . . . kill all the lawyers” — although Shein admits 
that the advice was offered as a way to destroy civiliza- 
tion, not improve it. 

Shein would like to branch out into the world of for- 
profit publishing. Although someday, he believes, major 
publishers will offer their works electronically, he sees an

It’s some people’s idea of the perfect night out: an early 
dinner, then off to one or more of Greater Boston’s book- 
stores. Waterstone’s, the Charlesbank Bookshop at BU, 
WordsWorth, and smaller stores are more than just suppli- 
ers of reading material. They’re destinations, places to 
hang out and browse, something you do instead of going 
to a movie or a concert. 

“We've designed the whole store around browsing,” says 
Beth O’Connell, manager of the Boston Waterstone’s. 
“Obviously if you go to a store and have something down- 
loaded, and you don’t pick up the book and you don’t 
thumb through the pages, that’s a completely different 
world. 

“I think that would be sad, actually. Obviously, as a 
bookstore, we are into books. I love books. I’m not deny- 
ing the trend, but I think something great would be lost.”

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Linear digressions 


Ithough it may take a decade or two before 
A technology changes the way books are deliv- 

ered to consumers, the nature of the book is 
already changing. As words, pictures, and sound are 
transformed into digital data, information can be sift- 
ed and combined in new and interesting ways. 

Perhaps the best known is multimedia, a concept so 
overhyped that there’s a risk people will be sick of it 
before they’ve even had a chance to experience it. For 
certain types of books, though — encyclopedias and 
textbooks, for instance — it holds exceptional promise. 

Barry Shein, of the Online Book Initiative, particu- 
larly likes a CD-ROM introduction to Beethoven’s 
Ninth Symphony put out by the Voyager Company. It 
combines history, commentary, and visual art of the 
period with the music itself. Though it’s a bit superfi- 
cial, he says, “it’s a really nice tour.” 

One of the problems with multimedia is that, unlike 
text, sound and animation require enormous amounts 
of storage space. Even a CD-ROM, the format in 
which most multimedia efforts reside, doesn’t have 
enough capacity to offer both dazzle and depth, al- 
though that will no doubt change in the next few 
years. 

Another problem is that, to date, some publishers 
seem not to know quite what to do with multimedia. 
An example of that is a CD-ROM Time magazine put 
out on the Gulf War that has no apparent purpose 
other than to show it’s possible to integrate text, 
graphics, and sound on a personal computer. Mark 
Thalhimer, a technology expert for the Freedom Fo- 
rum Media Studies Center, at Columbia University, 
calls such efforts “shovelware” because of the way 
everything and anything that will fit has been shov- 
eled in. 

The other buzzword of the moment is “hypertext,” 


one area to be linked to text in another. One of the 
first commercial versions of hypertext is the Voyager 
Expanded Book series. In Douglas Adams’s The 
Hitchhiker’s Guide to the Universe, readers may click 
on character and place names, for instance, to call up 
background information. Shein envisions works of lit- 
erary criticism that are linked to the works that are be- 
ing interpreted. 

Hypertext is also giving birth to a new form of fic- 
tion, in which the reader can choose among different 
plot paths, different endings, or different points of 
view, making the creation of art the ultimate audi- 
ence-participation activity. 

But are we humans, trained from infancy to think in 
linear ways, ready for nonlinear books? 

“Art almost by definition evolves. Clearly the struc- 
ture of fictional narrative will also shift,” says Robert 
Stein, head of Voyager. “The typical fictional narrative 
may change, because technologies may make possible 
more forms. 

“People will be ready to read them when somebody 
is ready to write one. It may take us a generation or so 


‘to get to that point. But it’s not too early to start ex- 


perimenting, and I think that’s what you see a lot of 
right now.” 

In a recent essay on hyperfiction for the New York 
Times Book Review, writer and teacher Robert Coover 
argued that the new fiction is not a substitute for 
more-traditional forms, but rather an oddly satisfying 
experience in its own right: “Readers who surrender 
to novels as a way of going on holiday from them- 
selves fear losing that dreamlike experience of being 
swept along by the story, but in fact there is some- 
thing very dreamlike about reading hyperfiction, for it 
is a strange place, hyperspace, much more like inner 
space than outer, a space not of coordinates but of the

Chuck Robinson is head of the 
American Booksellers Association, an 
organization that represents some 
4500 bookstore companies, from 
small holes-in-the-wall to giants like 
Waldenbooks and Barnes & Noble. 
Fourteen years ago, he and his wife, 
Dee, took leaves of absence from 
their teaching jobs in the Midwest to 
travel around the country. When they 
hit the Pacific Northwest, they real- 
ized they’d never go back. Instead, 
they indulged their love of literature 
by opening Village Books, a medium- 
size store in Bellingham, Washington, 
that carries 55,000 titles (by contrast, 
Waterstone’s carries 150,000). 
Robinson the bibliophile is uneasy 
about the coming technological tran- 
sition. But Robinson the busi- 
nessman wants to be sure he 
and his fellow bookstore oper- 
ators aren’t left in the dust. 

“I’m certainly a person who 
likes the look and feel of a 
book, but we’re people who 
engage in the commerce of in- 
formation,” he says in a tele- 
phone interview. “And none of 
us wants to see the world pass 
by us. None of us wants to be 
the buggywhip store when the 
buggywhips are gone. 

“I don’t see myself lying in 
bed at night reading a novel on 
a screen, but a friend reminded 
me that I’m 45 years old and 
didn’t grow up with Nintendo. I’m 
certainly not a technophobe. I’m sit- 
ting here working on a computer this 
afternoon.” 

Robinson realizes that if bookstores 
can’t figure out a way to provide added 
value to what’s available over phone 








| lines or cable, then they will simply dis- 
| appear. All that would be required is “a 
| kiosk,” Robinson says, adding, “I kind 
| of hate to bring that up.” 


But he believes bookstores can 


| adapt and thrive by taking advantage 


of the new technology. With books 
never going out of print, he sees the 
number of volumes available for sale 
rising from about 750,000 to “proba- 


| bly millions.” Customers could still 


browse, possibly by using terminals at 
the bookstore, possibly by plugging 
their electronic tablets into the store’s 
database. If they find something they 
like, Robinson says, they could ask a 
clerk to produce a book instantly on a 


rapid, high-definition printer, with the 
price depending on the quality of the 
binding. 

“In the current culture,” he says, 
“spending time in a bookstore, brows- 
ing in a bookstore, provides entertain- 
ment, relaxation. I don’t think people 
are going to suddenly give that up.” 

Richard Sarnoff, senior vice-presi- 
dent in charge of diversified publish- 
ing for Bantam Doubleday Dell, in 
New York, agrees. “There’s going to 
be a big psychological hurdle,” he 
says. “That’s why we think the book 
has a very long and very solid future.” 
Nevertheless, he doesn’t think that fu- 
ture is limitless: “Inevitably we are go- 
ing to get to a transmission-based 
business rather than a medium-based 
business. It’s in that world that the 
publishers really have to figure out 
how to play. Physical distribution, 
which is one of the main services we 
supply to authors, really won’t have

much of a role.” 

Oh, yes. Authors. Remember them? 
They’re the ones hunched over type- 
writers and personal computers who 
actually produce the words they hope 
people will want to read. Although the 
electronic age holds out the promise 
of easier access — more books ac- 
cepted, few if any books going out of 
“print,” opportunities for self-publish- 
ing — there’s a danger, too. And that 
is that we'll be drowned in a swelling 
sea of information. 

Look at it this way. Roughly 47,000 
new titles are published every year, 
according to the American Association 
of Publishers, with about 750,000 in 
print at any given time. According to 
Sarnoff, “tens of thousands of titles 
go out of print every year” — and in 
the future, those books will remain 
available. Publishers will be more will- 
ing to gamble on new authors or 
questionable projects, since, as 


Sarnoff puts it, “the cost of storage is 
virtually nil.” And hundreds if not 
thousands of writers will self-publish, 


posting their musings — or mutter- | 


ings — somewhere on the Net. “Ulti- 
mately you can’t wade through this 
crap,” says Barry Shein. And Sarnoff 
believes this information overload will 
make the role of the publisher more 
important than ever. 

“You could do a novel and post it 
up on a bulletin board,” he says. 
“You're going to have two problems: 
nobody’s going to see it, and you’re 
not going to get paid.” The packag- 


ing, marketing, and publicity a pub- | 


lisher can offer will be the only ways a 
writer will be able to stand out from 
the crowd.

Marshall McLuhan’s famous dic- 
tum notwithstanding, the medium 
does not have to be the message. The 
content of Gutenberg’s Bible was the 
same as that of the illuminated 
manuscripts painstakingly pro- 
duced by medieval monks. The 
mass-produced paperback 
classics of the 20th century 
contain the same words as the 
expensive leatherbound books 
of an earlier age. In both cas- 
es, the cultural change was a 
matter of economics — infor- 
mation was no longer restrict- 
ed to the elite few who could 
afford it. 

Something similar may be 
going on now. Despite misgiv- 
ings about the demise of pa- 
per, and nostalgia for brows- 
ing and collecting, it seems 
clear that the book industry will sur- 
vive — and prosper — in the elec- 
tronic age. More stuff will be avail- 
able to more people. More writers will 
be able to make their voices heard, 
even if they have to shout louder be- 
cause of the rising din. 

The last word goes to that high- 
tech romantic Roger Fidler, who’s 
convinced that if engineers can devel- 
op the electronic tablet he envisions, 
then people will fall in love with char- 
acters on a screen just as he fell in 
love with ink on paper. “The paper is 


merely the wrapper of information, | 


and it’s not the wrapper you’re buy- 
ing, it’s the content,” he says. “It does 
not mean the death of print. It means 
the evolution of print from one medi- 
um to another.” 

Then, in a voice that’s almost 
hushed, he adds: “It’s ironic. We’re 
going full circle, back to the days of 
the portable clay tablets.” Q

ith the US Food and 
Drug Administration 
(FDA) reportedly on 
the verge of approving 
a controversial, geneti- 
cally engineered hormone that boosts milk 
production in cows, a small group of 
farmers is fighting back with entrepre- 
neurial ingenuity. 

The 16 farmers who make up Vermont 
Milk Producers are resisting their indus- 
try’s benign acceptance of bovine growth 
| hormone (BGH), which they say raises 
| health and animal-cruelty issues, and 
| could endanger financially strapped farms 
| as well. With as much fanfare as can be 
| mustered by a few farmers of modest 
means, the first half-gallon cartons of Ver- 
mont Family Farms milk — pledged to be 
free of gene-spliced growth hormones and 
other additives — were trucked several 
| weeks ago to about 50 stores in Massa- 
| chusetts and southern New Hampshire. 
| The Massachusetts sites include natural- 
| food markets, food co-ops, and premium 
| grocery stores.

Vermont dairy farmers fight 
gene-splicing with ‘pure’ milk 


milk may register as only a blip in ho- 
mogenization history, it does mark a bold 
and potentially lucrative departure from 
the official industry line. Three years ago, 
a National Dairy Board survey showed 
that consumers were uneasy about artifi- 
cial hormones and their effect on the 
food chain, and that such uneasiness 
could cause a 15 percent reduction in 
dairy-product sales. The industry has put 
considerable effort into allaying those 
concerns. 

Heavy pressure from four multi-national 
drug corporations — which together have 











invested up to $1 billion in developing | 


their versions of recombinant bovine so- 
matotropin, the scientific name for BGH 





has made it even tougher for those in | 


the industry to break ranks. By boosting a | 


cow’s milk output by up to 25 percent, in- 
dustry behemoths like Monsanto and Up- 


john are banking on BGH’s becoming | 


biotech’s first major agricultural achieve- 


ment.

the regulatory process. “We have a veterinarian on our 
board who says he had more steak dinners from Monsanto 
promoting BGH than he’s ever had in his life,” he says. 

The companies have also applied plenty of pressure at 
the federal level, where the FDA is in the final stages of de- 
ciding the fate of BGH. The agency is considering two is- 
sues: whether to approve BGH for commercial use, and 
whether dairy products from cows treated with the artifi- 
cial growth hormone should be labeled as such. 

Opponents and supporters of BGH recently aired their 
thoughts in many hours of testimony before two FDA advi- 
sory committees (“Hormones and Milk,” News, July 16). 

Citing numerous studies, critics contend BGH increases 
a cow’s chances of contracting the udder infection mastitis, 
which in turn leads to the use of more antibiotics to dimin- 
ish pus in the milk. A danger, say critics, is that these an- 
tibiotics end up in milk sold to consumers. When an antibi- 
otic is present in a person’s body for an extended time, it 
tends to lose effectiveness. Subsequent disease or infection 
may then be harder to fight. 

BGH would also result in more milk entering a glutted 
market that is already supported by government subsidies 
(more than $3.5 billion over the past five years), according 
to the drug’s foes. Adding to the surplus, they say, will only 
drive prices below their current level, putting small-dairy 
farmers with negligible profit margins out of business. 

Then there is the issue of treating cows humanely, Judge 
says. “BGH may increase the milk production for cows, 
but it accomplishes that by stressing the cow a great deal 
by using energy reserves and fat that would normally be 
used to sustain her body,” he explains. Judge likens the use 
of BGH on cows to humans using amphetamines before 
work — there might be an increase in short-term output, 
but eventually it will take a physical toll. 

Supporters, though, say BGH is a derivative of a natu- 
rally occurring hormone and, in fact, cannot be distin- 
guished from the real stuff. But perhaps the most com- 
pelling argument that artificial BGH supporters make — at 
least from the FDA’s perspective — is that it has thus far 
not been proven to affect humans, and does not alter milk’s 
nutritional value. Any additional antibiotics that might 
show up would be discovered by routine testing, and the 
milk would be discarded, they say. | 

The drug industry’s narrow, two-pronged approach is | 
intentional. The FDA by statute has little authority to base | 
its decisions about new products on any grounds other 
than safety and nutrition. Social and economic concerns 
are considered secondarily, if at all. 

Though the FDA has yet to release its decision, govern- 
ment officials and industry observers believe approval will 
come soon. In anticipation, US Senator Russell Feingold, a |

progressive Democrat from Wisconsin, a major dairy state, 
succeeded last month in adding to the new fiscal year’s | 
budget a 90-day moratorium on the sale of BGH begin- | 
ning the day it receives FDA approval. | 

Ostensibly, the moratorium’s purpose is to allow time 
to study the economic effects of BGH on taxpayers, the 
ultimate source of federal milk subsidies. The amend- 
ment also temporarily lowers the federal tax imposed on 
dairy producers — a sort of pre-rebate in anticipation 
of the added tax assessments that a greater milk surplus 
will trigger. (These taxes are levied to discourage over- 
production.) 

But for practical purposes, the moratorium gives op- 
ponents three months to rally their forces against the 
product. 

“We plan on being in the streets the day after FDA ap- 
proval with protests at supermarket chains and dairy com- 
panies that are not BGH-free,” says Dan Barry, executive 
director of the Pure Foods Campaign, an organization led 
by renowned anti-biotech activist Jeremy Rifkin. “The 
moratorium gives us 90 days to build the campaign.” 

The idea of a mass boycott unnerves industry officials 
like Elinore White, public-relations director of the New 
England Dairy and Food Council, an organization that 
represents thousands of dairy producers in New England 
and eastern New York. 

“What we want consumers to understand is that science 
has come in with the verdict that this product is safe for 
human consumption,” she says. “Whether dairy farmers 
use BGH is not a safety issue. It is largely a consumer-con- 
fidence issue.” 

Though White says the council refrains from comment- 
ing on the economic and political discussions surrounding 
the BGH controversy, the council’s primary interest, clear- 
ly, is protecting the financial well-being of its members. 
“Consumer confidence in milk is very high, and dairy 
farmers want to keep it that way,” she says. 

In that vein, White questions the claim made on Ver- 
mont Family Farms milk cartons, that the dairy farmers 
who produce the milk exceed federal standards for 
“quality and purity,” treat their cows humanely, and 
practice environmentally sound land management. That 
implies, she says, that other dairy producers’ methods 
are below par. | 

Steve Judge anticipates the dairy council’s response. 

“The dairy industry says what’s important now is that

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The campus debate over multi-culturalism 
is the byproduct of a more dynamic force: 

the wrenching changes in world capitalism 
that are creating a truly global economy. 


he debate over multi-culturalism con- 
tinues, seemingly unstanchable, with 
Gerald Graff's Beyond the Culture 
Wars, Charles Sykes’s A Nation of Vic- 
tims, and, most valuably, Robert Hughes’s 
Culture of Complaint adding, respectively, to the left, 
right, and center of an already crowded shelf: Eagleton, 
Gates, Bromwich, Schlesinger, Paglia, Lehman, 
D’Souza, Kimball, Bloom, and more. The ongoing argu- 
ments about race and gender, the canon and deconstruc- 
tion, values, victims, and sensitivities represent a growth 
industry, unlikely to face a downturn anytime soon. 

Campus life would be emptied of excitement, if not of 
subject matter, without these debates. For, it seems, there 
is nothing more bracing, more thrilling, more bedazzling 
to an academic intellectual — be she or he a neoconser- 
vative, a feminist, or a new historicist — than a struggle 
that seems to exist, at present anyway, almost purely in 
the realm of ideas. Here, for once, there is no competi- 
tion from the “real world.” Ideas clang against one an- 
other like unbuffered neurons, and when the din momen- 
tarily subsides, those who deploy them have risked noth- 
ing, at least if they’ve achieved tenure. 

But what if multi-culturalism were not simply an idea, 
sprung from the minds of intellectuals, but rather a 
byproduct or corollary of a specific material integument? 
If intellectual history teaches anything, it is that few theo- 
retical debates, from Aquinas to Foucault, have been sim- 
ply theoretical. Even allowing for its heightened esoteri- 
cism, there is no reason to suppose that the advent of 
multi-culturalism is any more separable from the society 
in which it has arisen than, say, the philosophy of the En-

lightenment was from the rapidly secularizing and indus- 
trializing world that gave birth to it. The shards of many 
systems of belief litter every era; it is into an era’s deeper 
structures that we have to look in order to explain why 
one set of ideas and mores triumphs and another fades. 

Intellectuals, of course, beg to differ, and the attraction 
of the multi-culturalist debate for both the right and the 
left is the way it has been framed — the assumption that 
what arguments about the canon prove is that here (yes!) 
we matter. In this legend it is a good thing that intellectu- 
als right to left are able to agree that Marxism along with 
Soviet state communism died in 1989. For an application 
if not of the methods of “vulgar” Marxism then at ieast of 
those (related) models of understanding that are to be 
found on the business pages of the better newspapers 
might produce a rather more grounded sense of what we 
are talking about when we talk and talk about multi-cul- 
turalism. Despite the denials and mystifications of the in- 
telligentsia, multi-culturalism is a phenomenon with a 
silent partner: the broad and radical change now taking 
place within world capitalism. 

Self-evidently, it is in the interest of all those who labor 
in the culture industry to insist that ideas either count 
more than economic structures or, indeed, are the agents 
out of which these structures are fashioned. But it is a 
very American habit as well. There is a sense in which the 
intellectuals now immersed in the multi-culturalism de- 
bate are actually returning to the country’s oldest spiritu- 
al assumptions embodied by those first cultural critics, 
the preachers and ministers. It was, after all, the Protes- 
tant contention that words really were things: millennial 
expectations might just bring on the millennium. This is 
the basis for the assertion of multi-culturalism: words de- 
fine reality. And the neoconservatives accede to the point, 
which is why they are so fierce in their opposition to what 
is going on on campuses these days. 

It is an astonishing situation. On the eve of this, the 





real, not the figurative, millennium, with the Soviet 
Union a receding memory and the Cuban revolution, that 
last repository of political romanticism, in its endgame, 
we find the seemingly radical-minded taking refuge not 
simply in the English and anthropology departments but 
in a deep, pre-Marxist current of interpretation. Behind 
them the conservatives come capering. And in this rar- 
efied stratosphere the multi-culturalist debate, which is 
without question the central intellectual argument of our 
moment, is joined — a folie a deux in which one side 
could not survive without the other. 

Those offering seminars in, say, queer studies together 
with those lambasting such programs in the pages of the 
New Criterion both overstate and misstate their cases. All 
insist that the advent of multi-culturalism is a critical wa- 
tershed in American history. And all agree that the debate 
is a zero-sum game in which either the status quo (call it 
Western civilization or white-male hegemony, according 
to your taste) will be maintained or some radical new un- 
derstanding (describe it as justice or barbarism, as you 
will) will be established. 

What faith in the power of ideas! As if ours were a cul- 
ture in which historical memory stretched all the way 
back to Periclean Athens or the marauding Hyksos. That 
academics can find crucial the question, posed by Martin 
Bernal in his book Black Athena, of whether the roots of 
classical Greek culture were or were not African is almost 
touching in a society in which most high-school students 
could not be counted on to name the principal belliger- 
ents of World War II. 

Reality is elsewhere. For better or worse (probably 
both), ours is a culture of consumerism and spectacle, of 
things and not ideas. Most Americans understand this on 
some level and are comfortable, even happy, with the 
fact. Which makes the assumptions embraced by our in- 
tellectuals debating multi-culturalism — particularly the 
assumption that words define reality — all the stranger.

In a country of Kmarts and “material girls,’ 
this anguish about the canon? 

Can conservatives really believe that a few curriculum 
changes will undermine a system that could not be weak- 
ened by the Comintern or the Soviet Black Sea fleet? As 
for our campus revolutionaries: how can they insist on 
the emancipatory power of multi-culturalism when dur- 
ing the 1980s — the very decade in which multi-cultural- 
ism became the dominant intellectual current in elite sec- 
tors of academia — the conditions of the poor, of work- 
ing-class women, and of America’s non-white citizens 
deteriorated dramatically? If multi-culturalism is what its 
proponents claim it is, why has its moment seen the rich- 
est one percent of Americans grow richer and the de- 
unionization of the American workplace? There is some- 
thing wrong with this picture. 


ZEITGEIST FOLLIES 


This is not to say that multi-culturalism is unimpor- 
tant; it is enormously important, just not in the way ei- 
ther its champions or its detractors suppose. Indeed, the 
curiousness of the situation is that both sides have mis- 
construed the power of multi-culturalism in precisely the 
same way: as a threat to the capitalist system. In reality, 
it is nothing of the sort, as becomes clear the moment 
one stops looking at multi-culturalism in ideologized, 
millenarian terms — as if it were some kind of pure, 
homegrown manifestation of the Zeitgeist — and instead 
sees it as perhaps the most salient cultural epiphe- 


what is all 
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nomenon of an increasingly globalized capitalist system. 

If multi-culturalism is understood in such a way, 
some rather puzzling aspects of the debate begin to 
make sense. Take the readiness of administrators of Ivy 
League colleges to accept what is, by any standard, a 
sweeping overhaul of history, philosophy, and literature 
curricula. Conservatives tend to deploy their Spengler 
and attribute this to a failure of will, or to the success of 
the campus radicals from the ’60s in burrowing their 
way into academia and imposing their agenda. Although 
it would be naive to imagine that there are not some 
academics who think they have “infiltrated the Estab- 
lishment” (and who have retroactively persuaded them- 
selves that that is what they had been doing from gradu- 
ate school on), one would be credulous indeed to think 
that the men and women who run universities — many 
of which are, for all intents and purposes, enormous 
companies complete with vast real-estate holdings and 
stock portfolios — do not know a real threat when they 
see one. The equanimity these university bureaucrats 
display in the face of multi-culturalism is not some cow- 
ardly attempt to avoid student demonstrations — let 
students call for universities to divest themselves of all 
stocks and bonds rather than of interests in companies 
doing business in South Africa and they will discover 
that their deans and trustees are not nearly as concilia- 
tory as they may have seemed. Nor are trustees and 
provosts reluctantly accepting some radical agenda they 
lack the will, or ideas, to thwart. 

Behind the embrace of multi-culturalism among college

administrators is the belief that there is no incongruity in 
simultaneously subsidizing an English department made 
up of feminists and post-structuralists, a physics depart- 
ment that is up to its eyeballs in research grants from the 
federal government, and an enormous (and enormously 
profitable) quasi-professional sports establishment, com- 
plete with athletes who are students only in the technical 
sense. Once administrators have decided that the universi- 
ty will be a kind of department store, then each new 
course offering becomes little more than another product 
line, and department chairpersons begin to act like the 
store’s buyers. Why should it matter to the provost if his 
professional advisers think the institution should start re- 
cruiting Chicano-studies experts and let Chaucerians 
gradually go out of stock? People make decisions like this 
in corporate America every day; indeed, these are the de- 
cisions CEOs are paid to make. There are cultural conse- 
quences to be sure, but the radicals on campus are no 
more dangerous than a display of Mao caps and jackets 
would be at Bloomingdale’s. 

Besides, there is a caustic sense in which multi-cultur- 
alism is only the most recent manifestation of the diversi- 
fication and specialization of academic work. About this, 
administrators and radical professors are of one mind. As 
a firmly multi-culturalist pamphlet, Speaking for the Hu- 
manities, put the matter a few years ago, “Professional- 
ization makes thought possible.” And since the multi-cul- 
turalists are firmly convinced that what they are doing is 
the virtuous empowerment of all the marginalized con-

| stituencies in the United States, or some 
| such, they can believe in the syllogism im- 


plicit in their enterprise just as easily — 
namely, that professionalization makes 


| virtue possible. 


Virtue, sure . . . okay. But, more impor- 
tant to global economics, multi-culturalism 
helps to legitimize whole new areas of 
consumerism. Frankly, culture was always 
a problem for the marketplace. For one 
thing, even though one art form, painting, 
became extremely valuable as a commodity 
over the course of the 20th century, there 
was always a latent antagonism between 
an economic system ever more dependent 
on maximizing growth through increased 
consumption and a high culture in which 
the old, the long-cherished, and the irre- 
placeable were held in higher esteem than 
the new. Most of the great examples of 
high culture are, quite literally, artifacts. 
They can be packaged profitably (the suc- 
cess of the modem museum testifies to 
this), but they cannot be manufactured to 
meet rising demand. 

Multi-culturalism is one way of chang- 
ing all this. One of its central tenets is to 
undermine the idea of the masterpiece — 
of the criterion of quality — as anti-demo- 
cratic. For the multi-culturalist, notions 
such as “quality” are tainted; their real 
purpose is to preserve the privileges of a 
dominant group: in the American context, 
dead white males. And the multi-cultural- 
ists are in command — sort of — of a 
couple of truths: Western culture has ex- 
cluded many things; art in the traditional 


| sense is anti-egalitarian, in that it demands 
| that people judge a given work to be not 


only subjectively but objectively superior to 
another. It is the innately hierarchical na- 
ture of art, or even, as they used to Say, art 
appreciation, that sets the multi-cultural- 
ists’ teeth on edge — they are suspicious 
of hierarchy. For, as they rightly surmise, 
if there is hierarchy how can there be lib- 
eration? 

So far, so good, radically speaking. The 


| mistake the multi-culturalists make is in 


imagining that their efforts are in some 





crucial way bound to undermine the fun- 
damental interests of capitalism. The con- 
trary is surely closer to the truth: the mul- 
ti-culturalist mode is what any smart busi- 
nessman would prefer. For if all art is 
deemed as good as all other art, and, for 
that matter, if the point of art is not great- 
ness but the production of works of art 
that reflect the culture and aspirations of 
various ethnic, sexual, or racial subgroups 
within a society, then one is in a position 
to increase supply almost at will in order 
to meet increases in demand. 

Instead of being a rare and costly thing, 
culture becomes simultaneously a product, 
like a car — something that can be made 
new every few years — and an abundant 
resource, like, well, people. The result is 
that the consumption of culture can in- 
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as customer. And in our society — and, 
increasingly, most societies — the cus- 
tomer is always right. 


RADICALS AS POP STARS 


Universities do not exist in a vacuum. In 
a society like our own, where the images 
of popular culture are far more widespread 
and easily grasped than those of high art, 
it should come as no surprise that these 
images have made their way onto the cam- 
pus as well. To be sure, the academic 
study of a pop star like Madonna comes 
kitted out in the arcane rhetoric of aca- 
demic feminism and under the rubric of 
some new university subspecialty like “cul- 
tural studies.” But the underlying reality is 
that the professors who teach this stuff, 


he mistake the multi-culturalists 
make is in imagining that their ef- 


forts are in some crucial way bound to 


undermine the fundamental interests of 


capitalism. The contrary is surely clos- 


er to the truth: the multi-culturalist 


mode is what any smart businessman 


would prefer. 


creasingly come to resemble the consump- 
tion of goods. After all, just as one cannot 
say that a preference for Pepsi is superior 
to a preference for Dr Pepper, what is eu- 
phemistically known as “cultural plural- 
ism” permits a similar abdication of judg- 
ment in matters of artistic taste. The rules 
of the market are soon in full control. If 
students want to read Alice Walker in a lit- 
erature class instead of the Iliad, fine. The 
publishing industry certainly has no 
qualms. It knows it can market Walker 
more savvily than it can market the 
Greeks. At any rate, it is not a case, as 
conservativ: - allege, of the student as bar- 
barian. Rather, it is a case of the student 


however much they have convinced them- 
selves that they are using popular culture 
for their own emancipatory ends, have fall- 
en just as completely under its sway as any 
other citizen. Camille Paglia is, in this in- 
stance anyway, more honest than most 
when she claims to be like Madonna. 
She’s a professor who would prefer to be a 
pop star. Her colleagues like to imagine 
that they are revolutionaries who can har- 
ness the energies of pop music to their 
own political ends, but deep down they 
want to be stars, too. 

For all their writings on power, hegemo- 
ny, and oppression, the campus multi-cul- 
turalists seem indifferent to the question of 
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where they fit into the material scheme of 
things. Perhaps it’s tenure, with its way of 
shielding the senior staff from the rigors of 
someone else’s bottom-line thinking. 
Working for an institution in which nei- 
ther pay nor promotion is connected to 
performance, job security is guaranteed 
(after tenure is attained), and pension ar- 
rangements are probably the highest in any 
industry in the country — no wonder a 
post-structuralist can easily believe that 
words are deeds. She or he can afford to. 
Still, this unwillingness to face up to the 
connections between multi-culturalism 
and the liberal capitalist world order is 
strange, considering that so much of the 
multi-culturalists’ intellectual effort has 
concerned language. It is precisely in 
words that the most obvious similarities 
between the capitalist and the multi-cul- 
turalist enterprises are readily observable. 
Are the multi-culturalists truly unaware 
of how closely their treasured catchphrases 
— “cultural diversity,” “difference,” the 
need to “do away with boundaries” — re- 
semble the stock phrases of the modern 
corporation: “product diversification,” 
“the global marketplace,” and “the bound- 
ary-less company”? In a 1990 issue of the 
new historicists’ most important journal, 
Representations, the University of Toronto 
law professor Jennifer Nedelsky wrote of 
the need to do away with the idea of 
boundaries, an idea that implies “a separa- 
tion and opposition that does not capture 
the complex, fertile, and tension-laden in- 
terconnection between self and others.” 
This is rather typical multi-cultural theo- 
rizing. But how different is it from Larry 
Hirschhorn and Thomas Gilmore alluding 
matter-of-factly last year in the Harvard 
Business Review to the tendency among 
corporations to replace traditional “vertical 
hierarchies with horizontal networks”? 
For many executives, they wrote, “a single 
metaphor has come to embody this man- 
agerial challenge and to capture the kind 
of organization they want to create: the 
‘corporation without boundaries.’ ” Now, 
why is Nedelsky radical? Or, perhaps, why 
aren’t Hirschhorn and Gilmore? 
Obviously, the two pieces had quite dif- 
ferent purposes. Nedelsky, a feminist legal 
scholar, was making a critique of property,

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whereas Hirschhorn and Gilmore were at- 
tempting to describe the problems and po- 
tential of this new style of corporate think- 
ing. Nonetheless, the rhetorical similarity 
between the two visions is astonishing. 
The more one reads in academic multi- 
culturalist journals and in business publi- 
cations, and the more one contrasts the 
speeches of CEOs and the speeches of 
noted multi-culturalist academics, the 
more one is struck by the similarities in the 
way they view the world. Far from stand- 
ing in implacable intellectual opposition to 
each other, both groups see the same 
racial and gender transformations in the 
demographic make-up of the United 
States and of the American workforce. 
That non-white workers will be the key to 
the 21st-century American labor market is 
a given in most sensible long-range corpo- 
rate plans. Like the multi-culturalists, the 
business elite is aware of the crucial role of 
women, and of the need to change the 
workplace in such a way as to make it 
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more hospitable to them. More generally, 
both CEOs and PhDs insist more and 
more that it is no longer possible to speak 
in terms of the United States as some 
fixed, sovereign entity. The world has 
moved on; capital and labor are mobile; 
and with each passing year national bor- 
ders, not to speak of national identities, 
become less relevant either to conscious- 
ness or to commerce. 

As usual, it is the business community 
rather than the multi-culturalists who have 
taken the most radical steps toward ac- 
knowledging these new conditions. Surely 
the academic emphasis on the need to stop 
dividing the world according to antinomies 
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ready being introduced. AT&T recently 
unveiled a foreign-language phone service 
within the United States that enables visi- 
tors to prepay for international news, 
weather reports, and currency-exchange 
information in a number of languages. 

The multi-culturalists may pride them- 
selves on posing a fundamental threat to 
what Professor Henry Giroux has called 
“the hegemonic notion that Eurocentric 
culture is superior to other cultures and 
traditions by virtue of its canonical status 
as a universal measure of Western civiliza- 
tion.” But the reality is that no serious 
player in the business world has anything 
but the most vestigial or sentimental inter- 
est in Western civilization, as it is roughly 
understood by campus radicals and con- 
servatives alike. What each side’s argu- 
ment fails to take into account is that capi- 
talism is the bull in the china shop of hu- 
man history. The market economy, now 
global in scale, is by its nature corrosive of 
all established hierarchies and certainties, 
up to and including — in a world now 
more than 50 percent non-white and in 
which the most promising markets lie in 
Asia — white racism and male domina- 
tion. 

If any group has embraced the rallying 
cry “Hey, hey, ho, ho, Western culture’s 
got to go,” it is the world business elite. 
One can go further. Just as the late Irving 
Howe, taxed by a radical heckler during 
the late ’60s, could reply confidently that 
he would be a radical long after his inter- 
locutor had become a dentist, the chances 
are that the business world will be multi- 
cultural long after some new fad has 
gripped academia. Because, for business- 
men, something more is at stake than 
ideas. Eurocentrism makes no economic 
sense in a world where, within 25 years,

Busi- 

nessmen certainly need no lessons from 

academia on the pitfalls of nationalist feel- 

ing. In Hoover’s Handbook of World Busi- 
| ness 1993, a reference guide to the 191 
| most important non-US companies, “for- 
eign production” is described as a “quaint 
term... used for the Toyota plant down 
the street, or Sony’s ownership of 
Columbia Pictures.” “At the cash register,” 
| the management consultant Kenichi 
Ohmae goes on to say, “you don’t care 
about country of origin or country of resi- 
dence.” 

And, of course, the more astute capital- 
ists and careful observers of them under- 
stand perfectly well what the consequences 
of an assertion like Ohmae’s really are. As 
the management guru Peter Drucker put it 
in a recent interview, “Most of what we 
| assume axiomatically no longer fits our re- 
| ality, lending a surreal air to our work and 
| lives. The world seems to have dissolved 
into a series of media events that appear 
either bigger than reality or totally form- 
less.” These are sentences that, without at- 
tribution, a reader might well assume were 
| the product of a radical culture critic, 
| some neo-Marcusian, or else a colleague 

of Professor Nedelsky’s. Instead, of 

course, they represent the thinking of a 

man who believes himself to be formulat- 
| ing the rules for the success of capitalism 
| in the 21st century. 


THINK GLOBALLY, SELL LOCALLY 


It is probably true that the phrase “think 
globally, act locally” began as a slogan of 
the environmental movement. But its 
adoption, by companies ranging from 
| Time Warner to AT&T, should tell us 
| something about what the real ideological 
| applications are. The products based on a 

version of this new global paradigm are al- 





rope’s and twice that of the United States. 
In such a world, the notion of the primacy 
of Western culture will only be an impedi- 
ment to the chief goal of every company: 
the maximization of profits. 

Obviously, business leaders have be- 
come multi-culturalists out of these per- 
ceived necessities: they are hardly motivat- 
ed by the altruism or righteous anger that 
informs the views of the academic multi- 


culturalists. But this does not make their | 


commitment to multi-culturalism any less 
complete. What the campus radicals — 
and the neocons too, for that matter — 
have failed to recognize is how cold a 
place the market is, and how radically it 
has changed over the past 30 years. In the 
days when a globalized economy largely 
meant an economy of plantations, as it did 
in the 19th century, or later, when compa- 
nies set up subsidiaries abroad but had no 
interest in globally integrating their opera- 
tions, identifying with the nation-state 
made sense most of the time — the con- 
sumers were Western in taste and locale. 
But now there are few industries in which 
long-term planning on the basis of nation- 
al identity makes sense. Indeed, only mul- 
ti-national, which is to say multi-cultural, 
approaches seem sound. 

There is no business establishment any- 
more that is committed, in Giroux’s sim- 
ple-minded phrase, to hegemonic notions 
of European superiority. In an era when 
the greatest single financial power to have 
emerged on the globe is non-white Japan, 


_ such a stance would be folly. Our corpo- 
rate masters are learning to eat sushi like 


everyone else. This does not mean that 
Tokyo will replace New York as the center 
of capitalism in the same way that New 
York replaced London or London replaced 


Amsterdam. To the contrary, the model of | 


center versus periphery becomes ever 
more outmoded in our multi-centered 
world economy. It was valid only as long 
as the difficulty in communications made 
one single center necessary. Now, with

fiber optics and the rest of the communi- 
cations revolution, it is hard to say just 
where the center is anymore, or if we even 
need one. Moreover, the increasing inter- 
penetration of various national capitalisms, 
and the fact that it is perfectly possible 
now to have a multi-national with head- 
quarters in San Francisco, strategic part- 
ners in Dortmund and Osaka, factories in 
Baja California Norte and the Dominican 
Republic, and a back office in the west of 
Ireland, means that all notions of definable 
borders give way to notions of flow and 
reciprocity. 

At the same time, the decline of the 
good-paying working-class job and the 
consequent estrangement of the rich from 
the poor, after a century of the two groups 
having grown culturally (because econom- 
ically) closer together, means that it is just 
as likely that, say, a financial broker from 
New York would feel more commonality 
with a broker from Tokyo than he or she 
would with someone from Harlem or the 
South Bronx. The collapse of borders, far 
from being the liberating event that the 
academic multi-culturalists have envis- 
aged, has brought about the multi-cultur- 
alism of the market, not the multi-cultural- 
ism of justice. And if there is a mystery 
about all this, it is that so many people 
could have expected a different, more “en- 
lightened” outcome. 


FREE AT LAST 


There is no question that the kinds of 
change multi-culturalism entails will trans- 
form the relationships between whites and 
non-whites and between men and women. 
The point, however, is that such changes, 
far from being a threat to capitalism, are, 
given the demographic facts of our age, an 


ulti-culturalism 
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proposals to be seriously advanced, on 
campus or elsewhere, the multi-culturalists 
would soon discover just how tough capi- 
talism can be when its real, as opposed to 
its sentimental, interests are threatened. 
But that is the beauty of the academic 
multi-culturalists’ approach: they can ap- 
pear to be radical and can feel themselves 
to be radical, but they can advance a pro- 
gram that, stripped of its adorning 
rhetoric, is little more than a demand for 
inclusion, for a piece of the capitalist pie. 
And capitalism is not only increasingly 
willing but increasingly eager to let in 
women, blacks, gays, and any other 
marginalized group. Eureka, more cus- 
tomers! 

One can respect the multi-culturalist 
project from a capitalist or a reformist 
point of view, just as long as one does not 
confuse it with the attack on power that so 
many of its proponents claim it to be. 
Were women and blacks represented pro- 
portionately at the top of corporate Ameri- 
ca, this would not change the nature of 
class distinctions one iota — which is pre- 
cisely why capitalism is in no sense seri- 
ously opposed to the multi-cultural “pro- 
ject” in American cultural and intellectual 
life. Conservatives who imagine otherwise 
should spend less time reading Commen- 
tary and the rest and more time reading 
Barron’s and Fortune. 

It was, in fact, a 1991 cover story in 
Fortune that summed up what is really go- 
ing on in American business these days. 
The featured story was called “Gay in 
Corporate America: What It’s Like and 
How Business Attitudes Are Changing,” 
and was a sympathetic account of gay ex- 
ecutives. Another story in the same issue, 
less glossily packaged, told the other side 
of capitalism’s new politics of inclusion. It 
was titled “The Battle over Benefits,” and

Such hopes can only confuse in 
this time when, far from standing on the 


point of its redemption, our society — 
this multi-cultural, global, increasingly 


non-white and non-European society — is 


steadily becoming less democratic, less — 


just, and more impoverished. 


economic necessity. To insist upon this 
point is neither to underestimate the ef- 
fects this renegotiation of so many of our 
basic assumptions will have nor to dismiss 
the benefits that will accrue to many wom- 
en and non-whites able to participate fully 
in the world capitalist economy in posi- 
tions of power for the first time. 

In this, the rise of multi-cultural capi- 
talism is comparable to abolitionism: the 
slaves were freed when the abolitionists 
could count on the support of economic 
interests in the North, for which an econ- 
omy based on slavery was an impediment 
to the future economic well-being of the 
United States. It was industrial civiliza- 
tion, not justice, that the hard-headed 
plutocrats of New York and New Eng- 
land were interested in furthering. And 
until they were convinced that their own 
interests were at stake, all the oratory of 
Frederick Douglass, Henry Ward Beech- 
er, and their colleagues was for naught. 
After they were convinced, this same ora- 
tory seemed to sweep all before it. Marx- 
ists used to call such interactions “base” 
and “superstructure,” but like so much of 
what is valuable about Marxist theory, 
this idea — which is sardonic and clear- 
eyed, not sentimental and uplifting — 
seems out of favor with academic multi- 
culturalists, for all their professed respect 
for the Marxist “tradition.” 

But then campus radicalism is awfully 
selective anyway. Its talk is long on race 
and gender, short on class. And that is 
probably just as well, since the market 
economy, ready though it may be to admit 
blacks and women, is hardly likely to sign 
its own death warrant by accepting a radi- 
cal revision of class relations. Were such

In the last 25 years, it has become possi- 
ble to discover just how supple capitalism 
has become. Everything is commodified, 
even Afro-centrism (there is money being 
made on all the Kinte cloths and Kwanza 
paraphernalia that are the rage among cer- 
tain segments of the black community, and 
not only the black community), bilingual- 
ism (currently the hottest growth market 
in publishing is Spanish-language chil- 
dren’s books), and the other “multi-cul- 
tural” tendencies in American society that 
conservatives fear so desperately. It turns 
out that when Hollywood signs up black 
directors such as Spike Lee, John Single- 
ton, or Mario Van Peebles to make 
movies, those movies make money — not 
as much as exploitation films like Termi- 
nator 3, perhaps, but money just the same. 
Meanwhile, economic relationships go on 
as they have always gone on. And if the in- 
clusion of new voices and constituencies 
signifies anything, it is not that capitalism 
is coming to an end but that it is getting its 
(latest) second wind. 

This is not to say that multi-culturalism 
is to blame for these economic trends. 
That would be as gross a mystification as 
the idea that its teachings will transform 
the world for the better. But there is less to 
the doctrine than meets the eye. Multi-cul- 
turalism is many things, but the one thing 
it is not is the idea that will save us or 
bring justice to the world. Such hopes can 
only confuse in this time when, far from 
standing on the point of its redemption, 
our society — this multi-cultural, global, 
increasingly non-white and non-European 
society — is steadily becoming less demo- 
cratic, less just, and more impoverished. Q

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Reflections on the long road to recovery

he other day, I forgot my phone number. 

Lately, I’ve been having a great deal of 
trouble remembering which comes first in 
the alphabet, n or m. 

And last night, I looked down, noticed I 
was wearing a pair of off-white shorts and a light green 
shirt, and I thought: Oh, how appropriate: I’m dressed 
like a giant Prozac. 

I think I’m losing my grip. 
« 


Grief makes you nuts after a while, it really does. My 
mother died in April, one year and 11 days after my 
father died, so I have gone through much of this summer 
in a crazed state. Foggy. Disoriented. Unable to concen- 
trate. And panicky, very panicky from time to time. 

“How are you doing? Is it getting any easier?” People 
ask me things like this and nine times out of 10, I don’t 
know how to respond. 

“Lousy.” 

“Horrible.” 

“No. It’s worse. Worse.” 

These are the things I’d like to say, but most people 
don’t want to hear them. Which is one of the first things 
you learn when someone close to you dies — people 
don’t want to talk about it. Our culture does a horrible 
job — an abysmal job — of dealing with death. Three 
days of bereavement leave: standard. After that, about six 
weeks of gentle treatment, during which people deal with 
you gingerly and don’t expect too much. And then your 
public grieving allowance runs out: it begins to feel inap- 
propriate to sit at your desk in a daze, or to come out of 
the ladies’ room with red eyes three times a day, and you 
feel compelled to act normally again, to feel normal. 

I hate it. Sometimes I want to stop people on the street 
and say, “My parents are dead. My parents. Do you 
understand?” So much has to be supressed, choked back. 
“I’m really depressed.” I said that to a male colleague a 
few weeks ago, and he looked at me blankly and said, 
“Why?” There was a note of genuine surprise in his voice. 
Depressed? Why? — and I wanted to strangle him. 

* 

Grief is accompanied by many small indignities — 
that’s another thing you learn. The other day, going 
through the mail at my parents’ house, I opened a letter 
addressed to my dad, who died slowly and horribly of a 
brain tumor. It was a chain letter, informing him that if 
he didn’t send out seven copies of the letter to seven 
friends within seven days, he’d have bad luck. Bad luck. 
You look at things like that and you just roll your eyes 
and hope you can muster up enough black humor to 
appreciate the irony. 

I notice this happening with my mom’s death, too. 
After a few months, after the enormity of the loss begins 
to ease a bit and you aren’t conscious of it every single 
waking moment, the small things become the worst part. 
We still haven’t unpacked the bag we brought to the hos- 





pital the last time my mother was admitted, and now it’s 
sitting there at the foot of her bed, right where we put it 
the day we brought her home to die. Every time I have to 
walk through that room, I look at the bag and shudder. 
Everything becomes a symbol of what happened: There’s 
the bag; she died. There’s her container of tea in the 
kitchen; she died. There’s her knitting bag, her check- 
book, a grocery list she made in March; she died. 

It’s exhausting. Sometimes I understand that I will look 
back on this period and think, God, I was tired, but right 
now I’m sort of used to it. Chronic fatigue born of too 
many intense feelings, too many 5 a.m. nightmares (she’s 
alive; she’s dead; we’re back in the hospital; she’s dying; 
she’s not), too many tasks. Her bills. Her estate. Phone 
calls to the lawyer and the accountant. Lists of things that 
need to get done. Water her plants. Get an inspection 
sticker for her car. Call the guy who cuts the grass. 

I don’t know if all this maintenance, all this tending to 
the details of the life she left behind, is a form of denial, 
a form of distraction, or a reality — tasks you simply 
have to do. But it’s so tiring that sometimes I feel like I 
could fall down and sleep for a hundred years. 

Do I sound as if I feel sorry for myself? Well, I do. I 
can’t help it. I feel sorry and angry and cloudy-headed 
and even though there are plenty of respites from the 
feelings, moments when life feels calmer and more man- 
ageable, I can’t escape the understanding that it will all 
return. That something will trigger the sense of loss all 
over again, that I'll be sitting there and it will sweep over 
me — she’s gone; he’s gone; they’re both gone — and I 
will feel so alone in the world I'll think I can’t bear it. 

Those bad times are a bit fewer and farther between 
these days (it’s true; time does help), and when they hit, 
I’m a bit better at getting through them. I call my sister, 
or my mother’s sister. I think about the handful of my 
mother’s friends who've been so solicitous and kind, the 
surrogate moms. I think about my uncle, who phones 
and checks up on me and calls me “sweetie,” like my 
parents used to. 

But sometimes you just lose it. A week ago, I came 
across a letter my mother had written to me when I was 
in college, during a particularly bad time in my life. She 
was being her supportive, empathic self, describing her 
own lonely college days, her own sense of being inse- 
cure and ill-formed in her 20s. The letter was so sweet, 
so maternal, and it made me think about all the times 
over the years that I’ve felt lost or depressed or hope- 
less and I’ve called my mother. It made me think about 
her voice in the night, about the depth and constancy 
of her understanding. It made me think about how 
much I miss her. 

I sat there and clutched the envelope and cried and 
cried, a kind of weeping that’s so intense it physically 
hurts. 

It can be a relief to cry, but it doesn’t really ease the 
pain. The worst of it, you understand, is that the only 
person who could really make me feel better in those 
moments, the only person I really want to turn to, is my 
mom. Q

I have never heard of a tornado occurring outside 
North America. Is this weather phenomenon unique to 
North America? Is this because only North America has 
mobile-home parks, which attract tornadoes?

Silly boy. Tornadoes occur throughout the world. I 
have reports here of tornadoes in Moscow, Peshawar 
(Pakistan), even Vienna. But they do occur most fre- 
quently in North America, particularly in the central 
plains of the US. Something like 700 tornadoes a year 
occur in the US; Australia, with 200, is a distant second. 

Roughly 90 percent of US twisters strike in a 300- 
mile-wide corridor extending from west Texas to 
Canada. That’s because conditions there are ideal for 
tornado formation. First, you get warm, moist surface 
winds blowing up from the Gulf of Mexico, while 
cool, high-altitude winds blow over the tops of the 
Rockies. This situation is inherently unstable because 
cool air wants to sink and warm air wants to rise. For 
reasons we need not delve into here, the mountain air 
causes a temperature inversion, which prevents the 
warm surface air from rising. It’s like clamping the lid 
on a pressure cooker. The surface weather systems 
build up a big head of steam until they break through 
the inversion, whereupon they shoot up to towering 
heights. This sets in motion the violent up-and-down 
drafts that lead, by circumstances still imperfectly 
understood, to the formation of more tornadoes than 
anywhere in the world.

Last summer, when I was atop Mount Quandary, 
near Denver, I asked my climbing companions what 
caused the sudden absence of growth referred to as the 
“tree line.” My friends tried to explain that the lack of 
oxygen caused the phenomenon. I’m not a scientist, but 
I did at least remember from high school that trees 
depend on carbon dioxide, not oxygen. We then theo- 
rized at length without coming to any conclusions. One 
friend said maybe it was the temperature or the sparse 
soil at high altitudes. Another thought that somehow the 
angle of the sun had to be the cause. I think the answer 
has to do with the lower pressure at the higher altitudes, 
which interferes with photosynthesis. I’ve heard that the 
further away a mountain is from the equator, the lower 
the tree line is. If my pressure/photosynthesis theory is 
correct, is the atmosphere thinner as you move away 
from the equator, resulting in lower pressure at lower 
levels and, thus, lower tree lines?

You started off promisingly by remembering about 
trees and carbon dioxide, Don, but things went to hell 
thereafter. Your friends’ theories are closer to the mark 
than yours. The main factor in determining the tree line 
is the temperature — trees can’t survive if it stays cold 
more than a certain percentage of the year. Since cold 
increases with both /) distance from the equator and 
2) elevation, the tree line, also known as the timberline, 
is lower the closer you get to the poles. Soil and 
drainage are also factors. The cold temps near the polar 
regions are a function of the angle of the sun, so there’s 
something to be said for that explanation. There’s also 
something to be said about your pressure/photosynthe- 
sis idea, but I’m feeling uncharacteristically agreeable 
today and won’t say it.

In 1979, there were 40,717 of us: aimless, inoffensive little 
creatures, poking here and there, sniffing at things, preoc- 
cupied with our own quiet thoughts. I remember a kind of 
stirring among us, a rumbling, a low rolling murmur of 
plausible-sounding reasons. And then, in an instant, we 
found direction. All of us, all at once. It must have been 
something to see, from the air. 

On the ground, it was pandemonium. The choking dust. 
The thunder of our little feet. And our ecstatic cries at the 
moment when the solid earth slipped away beneath us, and 
we felt ourselves flying, then falling. By then, of course, it 
was too late. There was no turning back. We were in law 
school. 

x 

It is one of nature’s most appalling spectacles — the law 
lemmings’ march to the sea — and it’s about to begin 
again. Every year at this time, the nation’s 176 ABA-ap- 
proved law schools admit another entering class of 40,000 
or so — enrollments have been at or around that level for 
nearly 20 years. During that period, our stock of attorneys 
has doubled, to about 770,000, or 70 percent of the 
world’s supply. These are, of course, freakishly large num- 
bers (America has only about five percent of the world’s 
population), and we pay dearly for them. One economist 
has estimated that the total cost of keeping all these 
lawyers around comes to $600 billion a year, or $2500 for 
every worker in the civilian labor force. This might simply 
be the price we pay for allowing people the freedom to 
choose their own occupations. But is the massive drift into 
law really the product of reasoned choice? Or is it a stam- 
pede? 

Last spring’s law-school graduating class was by far the 
largest in American history. If the past is any indication, 
right now many of those graduates should be feeling . . . 

* Depressed: an Arizona study following 320 people 
through law school and beyond found that 18 percent 
qualified as “clinically depressed” after a year of law prac- 
tice. That’s three times the national average. 

* Overworked: one out of every three lawyers responding 
to a recent Maryland survey expressed doubts about con- 
tinuing in law. They reported working an average of 60 to 
70 hours a week. 

* Desperate: bar associations in 44 states have had to set 
up counseling and hot-line programs for their distraught 
members. 

¢ Drunk: an extensive survey conducted by the 
ABA in 1990 found “an astonishing rise” in drink- 
ing among lawyers nationwide. Thirteen percent of 
those surveyed — 20 percent of the women — ad- 
mitted having six or more drinks a day. 

The same ABA survey found that only 33 percent 
of all lawyers were “very satisfied” with their work. 
This key indicator has fallen dramatically in recent years. 
In an article reporting the trend, the New York Times sug- 
gested that it might be due less to objective changes in 
lawyers’ status or working conditions than to “the coming 
of age of a younger generation that entered the profession 
either with unrealistic expectations or, in many cases, al- 
most by accident.” 

Almost like lemmings. They plunged, blindly, and now 
they are paddling for their lives. It’s no surprise that they’re 
unhappy. The surprise is that so many are so eager to join 
them. 

Are you lemming material yourself? 

Are you a promising young person who doesn’t promise 
anything in particular? Are you bright, without any special 
competence? Well-meaning, but a bit unfocused? Above 
all, do you test well? Because law school does have a place 
for you — you and all your bright, unfocused, test-savvy 
friends. All you have to do is get up on your four feet and 
scoot. 

Before you go anywhere, though, you would do well to 
hear me out. Because not all lemmings go under. Some 
drag themselves out somehow, and make their way, 
drenched and disoriented, to a life after law. I am a recov- 
ering law lemming myself. Feel my underfur — it’s still 
damp. 

This could be your fate. 


Do you like school? 

In puzzling over what drives the vast annual migrations 
into law school — whether panic or caprice, status-hunger 
or greed — many amateur lemmingologists overlook the 
most obvious factor: that law school is, after all, more 
school. It’s a point that the lemmings themselves are not 
slow to grasp. Fewer than 20 percent of all law-school ap- 
plicants have college majors that would qualify them for

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any obvious job; they are, overwhelmingly, humanities- 
and-social-sciences types. Personally, I majored in dead 
English poets. And I was good. I knew the Elizabethans, 
the Romantics, the Pre-Raphaelites like the back of my 
hand. The only thing I didn’t know was how to do any- 
thing. What I needed more than anything else, when grad- 
uation rolled around, was a refuge from the incoherent 
world. 

And law school can be a wonderfully relaxed and cozy 
one. Its fierce reputation as a kind of intellectual boot 
camp is largely based on practices that were abolished long 
ago. At one time, law schools had no stringent admissions 
standards but vigorously “weeded out” the academically in- 
firm. These days, elaborate care is taken in selecting appli- 
cants — making further weeding unnecessary. In other 
words, once you’re in law school, you’re in. Nobody is go- 
ing to try to break your spirit, or drive you to suicide, or 
subject you to Paper Chase-style torments. I actually went 
to the Paper Chase law school, and I ought to know. Like 
any student anywhere, I had to put up with a fair amount 
of boredom, some late-night reading, regularly scheduled 
periods of intense but manageable anxiety, occasional 
pressing deadlines, a few professors (and more than a few 
classmates) who were jerks. But it beat working. 

And it wasn’t like I was going for an advanced degree in, 
say, comparative religion. Nobody ever said, “That’s inter- 
esting. Do you plan to teach, or .. . ?” I got to keep funny 
hours and read in cafés and wear the same jeans every day, 
just like the other graduate students. But my parents didn’t 
grumble, and nobody called me slacker or bum. 

And the classes could be very interesting. It was, per- 
haps, ominous that they became less interesting with each 
term, as they passed from the general to the specific. But 
they never got that specific. A single property class might 
contain students who would eventually practice in 50 dif- 
ferent jurisdictions, with 50 different sets of property laws, 
all of which were changing all the time. Naturally, then, my 
property professor taught, not the property law of any par- 
ticular place or time, but the broad 
concepts and traditions that 
stood behind those laws. It 
was understood that 


we would learn how to do a real closing later; for now, we 
would learn how it was done in the Middle Ages. 

Learning the law — that is, learning the mystifying jar- 
gon, the lofty evasions, the Latin — turned out to be the 
fun part, for me. But it was expensive fun. And it’s getting 
more expensive all the time. According to the most recent 
figures I’ve come across, if you want to go to a law school 
with any swank nowadays, three years of tuition, fees, and 
living expenses are going to run you more than $60,000. 

Much of that will be borrowed, of course. When you 
think about it, it’s amazing that anyone would lend a lem- 
ming that kind of money. It just goes to show what a solid 
investment a law degree is. It costs something in money, 
but it pays off in money. And, of course, professional sta- 
tus. Right? 


Can a law degree make you taller? 

You wouldn’t think that a tiny, furtive creature like the 
lemming would be able to nurse much in the way of tower- 
ing pride — but there you would be wrong. In my lem- 
ming-hearted youth, there was nothing I craved so much 
as eminence. And “eminent” is just the sort of adjective 
that goes with “lawyer.” (Try it, on the other hand, with 
“veterinarian” or “commodities broker.”) It’s not very sur- 
prising that, in an egalitarian age, I should have been 
drawn to a profession that still smells faintly of ermine and 
privilege. If you focus only on the quaint old traditions ob- 
served in courtrooms — the elaborate punctilio, the 
proverbs in dead languages, the slavish deference to a cos- 
tumed judge, the communion rail that keeps out common- 
ers and allows only “learned counsel” to “approach the 
bench” — the law really does seem like a kind of aristocra- 
cy of the robe. 
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The trouble with lawyerly status is the way it feels when 
you’re actually wearing it. I could never shake the feeling 
that mine didn’t fit. I emerged from law school knowing 
more than I needed to about the law’s theoretical under- 
pinnings, and next to nothing about legal nuts and bolts. In 
order to pass the mile-wide/inch-deep bar exam, I 
crammed, making only the barest acquaintance with the 
laws of the jurisdiction in which I’d be practicing. But since 
I passed, I was a lawyer, period. There are no degrees of 
lawyerhood. Being placed in a position like this can be 
agony to a conscientious person, and conspicuous 
marks of status only make it worse. Still, the idea is to 
relax, to wing it. Time and again the older lawyers 
told me, “You know this stuff as well as the other 
guy.” And the funny, awful thing was that they 
were right! Everyone was improvising! It really 
was possible — in fact, it was essential — to 
“learn by doing” while pretending to know already! 

It’s not this way in other fields — nobody expects a 
young medical intern to bluff. But bluffing — pretending 
to be certain when you’re only half-certain, screening 
weakness and ignorance behind eloquence and double-talk 
— really lies close to the heart of law practice. 

What my elders were trying to tell me was, “You are not 
an impostor. You’re a real lawyer. Now get out there and 
fake it.” 


Wealth beyond the dreams 

It’s possible that all I really needed was a decent suit of 
clothes. I was only making $200 a week in the small, pro- 
gressive, “people’s” law firm where I spent my first miser- 
able years after law school. But it might have been different 
for me in one of the fancy suites across town. 

It might have been worse. 

One lapsed lawyer I know, who did a short, lavishly paid 
stint as an associate in a prominent West Coast firm, still 
has what he calls “waking nightmares” about the experi- 
ence. He talks about losing any sense of control over his 

life. About routinely working 14-hour days, then fielding 
calls from the office at home. About living in an at- 

mosphere of “pure fear,” dining every night at 

his desk, relying almost exclusively on home videos 

for recreation. And this, he knew, was not some 

hazing ritual reserved for the novices — this was 
life at the top. 

Of the partners in his firm, he says, “If you put 

them in a movie, no one would believe it.” He has 
never, before or since, encountered such self-impor- 
tance, humorlessness, abrasiveness, or arrogance in 
a single body of (mostly) men. 
The hours, the atmosphere, the people, were all 
bad enough — but the work, if anything, was 
worse. He found it impossible to feel any sympa- 
thy for the firm’s wealthy corporate clients, or to get 
any satisfaction out of making them wealthier. Instead of 
the grand issues that had occupied his mind in law school, 
he focused exclusively on narrow aims, trivialities, tiny sub- 
parts of subsections of securities regulations, things too 
small even to describe to a normal person. At a distance, it 
all blends into paper. His whole life was paper. Everything 
— the disputes, the deals, the clients themselves — were 
all just “paper files in the goddamn drawer.” 

And the money? “The money actually made it worse,” 
he says. “You felt like — they’re paying for this hell. And 
you’ve sold away your right to complain.” 


Fortunately, you despise money! 

But say, on the other hand, you’re an idealistic young 
lemming. You've got a clear, ringing voice and a bushy tail. 
You go to law school vowing to help the unfortunate, but 
instead — steady now — you lose your ideals, you betray 
your principles, you turn your back on the unfortunate . . . . 

Wouldn’t that be a poignant scenario? 

It happens all the time — I guess you could say it hap- 
pened to me — but I’m not sure how poignant it is. It de- 
pends on what you make of youthful idealism in the first 
place. Law school has certainly become a catch-all for it — 
you can hear it burbling all up and down the halls. But 
somehow, when it comes time to put it into practice, nearly 
all of it evaporates. Or gets diverted. In my own case, only 
a halfhearted trickle ever reached the poor and downtrod- 
den, and it all ran out in a couple of years. What went 
wrong? 

I don’t think I was seduced by corrupt institutions, or 
anything dramatic like that. I think I misjudged myself. I 
can hardly remember a time in my youth when I didn’t as- 
pire to do good. If I had simply done it — here and there, 
wherever I found myself, the way a dog does fire hydrants 
— well, what a bright world this would be by now. But I 
preferred to aspire. 



















The fact is, youthful idealism is not a mighty river. It’s 
the misleading name we give to the kind of effortless dou- 
blethink that, as a rule, only young people are capable of. It 
comes much closer to being a mental disorder — one of 
those fairly common, not too serious, made-for-TV mental 
disorders — than a great natural resource. Certainly we 
are wrong to value it very much for its own sake, or to ap- 
plaud uncritically every time it breaks out. And when it be- 
gins to murmur about law school, we ought to go off like 
car alarms. 

Obviously, there are true, commit- 
ted lawyer-idealists out 
there fight- 






















ing the good fight — I 
worked with some of 
them. But it’s a profound 
mistake to assume, on 
the basis of nothing but 
your own eloquence, 
that you have what it 
takes to keep up the 
fight by their side over 
the long haul. This is 
trench warfare. Dramatic and 
decisive encounters — cavalry 
charges — hardly ever happen and seldom 
accomplish much. You have to be pre- 
pared to slug it out — forever if neces- 
sary. Even in my brief career, |

lawsuits that took 

longer than 
World War 
I to re- 
solve. 
That’s 
exhaus- 
tion for 
you, and 
mud — there’s no 
mud like the mud that is 
churned up in a big lawsuit 
like that. And the worst 
thing is that you cannot 
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afford to yield an inch of it. You would sooner 
eat it than give it up. 


Whoa, lemmings! 
“Of course, with a law degree, you don’t 
have to practice. You can do — 
anything!” 


“Mm; 


was it who first 
said that? And what was he 
talking about? The oft-repeated notion 
that a law degree is a flexible thing — that, once 
you have it, you can take your choice among, literally, 
oodles of career options — is wonderfully soothing to agi- 
tated law lemmings. But I say it’s a myth. Sure, legal 
knowledge can come in handy in lots of occupations. But 
getting a degree in law, for that reason alone, is like arming 
yourself for mosquito season with a blunderbuss. Accord- 
ing to the New York Times (“Law Degree Wanes as Pass- 
port to Business Job”), placement experts 
are beginning to take a similar view: 
“Personnel executives and business 
school administrators say a job 
seeker’s legal training is as like- 
ly to be seen now as a liability 
as an asset, and lawyers try- 
ing to switch careers say 
they are often typecast 
as narrow-minded, 
MS confrontational, 
and unimaginative.” 
Confrontational? 
Unimaginative? Lawyers? Faced with this kind of 
misunderstanding, most lawyers who are “in transi- 
tion” tend to cling somewhat fearfully to the fringes 
of law — to look for jobs that, however humble, 
however unremunerative, are still in some way “legal.” 
For instance, after less than four years as a practicing 
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lawyer, I gave up in disgust and took an editorial job with a 
publisher of tax newsletters. And there I stayed a long, long 
time. 

Does that sound like the happy ending? Tax newsletters 
— I don’t know. It seemed better than putting my hard- 
earned (and very costly) degree in the back closet with the 
old coats. But I wasn’t thanking my lucky stars. Neither 
were the other lapsed lawyers I worked with — or anybody 

else I ever came across, toiling in the law’s shadow. 
Some of us may have liked our jobs. But not well 
enough to have gone to law school for them. We 
were just trying to salvage a meager return on 

a disastrous educational investment. 
There’s only one thing to do 
with a law degree that makes 
any economic sense: 
practice law. Those 
who leave the pro- 
fession — often 
with nothing but 
three-piece 
suits on their backs 
— are desperate, 
that’s all. And for ev- 
ery one who makes it 
out, there must be 10 
who are forced to stay 

behind. 

Everybody knows lawyers who shouldn’t be lawyers — 
who seem trapped in the profession, like crabs in a tide 
pool. Most of them bitch and moan a lot in the early 
years, and then, as their careers take shape, gradually fall 
silent. But if you can get them talking, they will almost 
always begin with, “If I could do it all over again. . .” 


Hello? Are you still there? 

How I do run on. It’s not as though it does much good, 
I understand that. When the law lemmings are mustering, 
it’s hard to get their attention with words alone. And any- 
way, no one voice could ever stop the migrations. Most 
lemmings are simply too determined — in both senses of 
the word — to get where they’re going. 

But it does me good to talk. And you never know when 
an impressionable lemming might be listening. A dissuad- 
able lemming, skulking on the motivational margins — 
but edging in. Whoever you are, if you’re out there at all: 

greetings. 


Now, scat! Q) 
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Gregg Bednarz has these visions. 
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“I see myself driving my opponent’s hand through the table,” says the two-time world 


arm-wrestling champion from Springfield. “I stare at the pinning pad, and | visualize his 


hand crashing through it. | get goose bumps. It’s like | will it to happen, like a mother who 


lifts a car off a little kid.” 


Now 36, and slowed by various arm maladies, Bednarz 
has become a personal trainer for, among other luminar- 
ies, Mike Hansen (a/k/a the reigning Mr. Massachusetts), 
Marky Mark, and Danny Wood, from New Kids on the 
Block. But arm wrestling remains his recreational crack 
cocaine. He prefers a “good pull” (match) to sex any time, 
he says. When he wins a title, he cries. 

Everyone’s arm-wrestled a few times, just like every- 
one’s ice-skated or done pull-ups. Most would confine it 
to the rec rooms of childhood or the barrooms of adult- 
hood. Few would consider it a calling. But to a snarling, 
snorting, sweating subculture of pullers like Gregg Bed- 
narz, arm wrestling is just that. They subsist on its juice, 
thrive on its pain, and are united by the familiar jones for 
“slamming” (or “dumping,” “flashing,” “spanking,” 
“skunking,” or “romping,” depending on who’s talking) 
the guy across the table. By their total devotion — and 
harsh syntax — you shall know them. 

“I’ve lost jobs over arm wrestling,” says Bednarz. “I 
drove trucks, worked in lumberyards, but all I could think 
about was making my next workout. I put it before my 
friends and family. It took over my life.” 

Arm wrestling is sport reduced to its basest element, 
mano a mano, he-man to he-man. Pullers like to think it’s 
the world’s oldest game. 

“Arm wrestling goes back to the caves,” says Bob 
O’Leary, chairman of the Scranton, Pennsylvania-based 
American Arm Wrestling Association. “It’s as old as two 
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guys and a score to settle.” 

You don’t need money to arm-wrestle — honor and 
rage are the game’s gold standard. You don’t need $150 
sneakers. If you have a screw (or two or three) loose, so 
much the better. Add the allure of liquid refreshment, 
maybe a little prize money to keep things interesting, and 
you have an enduring formula. 


Table time 

By 8:30 p.m., Lisa’s USA Pizza, in Middleborough, is 
He-Man Central, an impressive collection of monster mitts 
and tree-trunk arms, a symphony of primeval bellows and 
guttural moans. It sounds like a meeting of constipated 
whales. The fragrance is a hybrid of sweat, hand chalk, 
and oregano. You want ambiance, got to Le Cirque. 

Richie Lapham, who owns the place, hosts this weekly 
session of “table time” (practice time) every Wednesday 
night for the region’s pulling community. By the look of 
things, none of these guys has had much sand kicked in 
his face lately. Gym teacher Norm Devio comes down 
from Hopkinton, roofer Joe Clifford from Brockton, 
trucker Bill Cox from neighboring Lakeville. Along with a 
dozen other burly specimens, they come for the cama- 
raderie. They come because it’s a great place to pull. 

Lisa’s is the rare public place that’s equipped not only 
with like-muscled grapplers but also with official arm- 
wrestling tables (42 inches high, 37 inches across, and 26 
inches wide). For these men, there’s nothing like table 


time. You can lift weights all day, but only at the table can 
you develop and perfect various strong-arm tactics. And 
high-quality table time requires an opponent who can push 
you, someone whose arm you don’t have to worry about 
snapping like a wishbone. Table time is the driveway hoop 
of arm wrestling. The only way to get better. 

But spend two seconds in Lisa’s and it’s clear that pain 
and testosterone are central to the experience, too. Richie 
Lapham and his younger brother, Arthur, who owns a piz- 
za place of his own in Halifax (call them the Hans and 
Franz of local pizza-pushers), are entangled under a big- 
screen TV in the corner. Richie, his dense biceps adorned 
with an eight-inch tattoo bearing the words HONEY-SUCKLE 
ROSE, presses his lips as he deposits Arthur’s hand on the 
pad with summary disdain. He lets out a Jurassic grunt for 
good measure. 

No one gets rich doing this. In a great year, a world- 
class grappler would be more likely to break an arm than 
$7500. “We're arm wrestlers,” says Clifford, 37, seated at 
a table next to the Lapham brothers. “This is what we do.” 


Pain and presence 

Presence — capital P — is as tangible as the payback 
gets. “Presence is what we strive for,” says Selena, one of 
a tiny contingent of women pullers. “There’s nothing like 
the feeling you get when you walk into a tournament and 
you know people know you’re there.” 

No one brags about the money he or she has won. The 
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game itself usually lasts about a second. So you rely on 
presence to define your status. 

Joe Clifford had a great moment of presence in 1987. 
He was pulling an Atlanta guy named Bert Whitford in a 
tournament in London. He’d beaten Whitford already, but 
in the finals the ref called four consecutive fouls on Clif- 
ford. He said Clifford’s elbow was flying off the pad (a 
no-no), and Whitford was declared the winner. 

So Clifford ripped a rail out of the stage apparatus in a 
public tantrum. As he walked out of the hall, Clifford says, 
no one came near him. “They knew better,” he says. “It 
was like Moses parting the Red Sea.” 

A Biblical presence. And in the small, insular fraternity 
of arm wrestlers — only about 5000 compete regularly 
nationwide — mythology is spun easily. You see the same 
people, pull the same people. It forges a brotherhood, a 
kind of roving, muscular tour de brute force. 

“You get to know arm wrestlers all over,” Clifford says. 
“You'll go down to Texas for a tournament, and you'll 
stay with a friend you’ve known for years. He’ll put you 
up, he’ll take you out, and then he’ll try to break your 
arm.” 







Snap! 

You never forget the broken arms. The crack of the 
bone, the weird slip into limpness, your opponent’s face 
turning white as milk. “I snapped a guy in Bridgewater 
two years ago,” Gregg Bednarz 
says with an eerie matter-of- 
factness. “Suddenly he felt like a 
piece of rubber in my hands. I 
had nightmares about it for 
days.” 

Adds Clifford: “I had one at 
Club Confetti, in Providence, 
three years ago. You could actu- 
ally see his bone coming out.” 
Pullers speak of the arms they’ve 
broken like they’re trophies. 
Bednarz says he’s broken three 
or so over the years. This is de- 
batable, says the crew at Lisa’s. 
“Gregg has a way of stretching 
the truth,” one of them explains. 
(Bednarz can’t defend his honor 
— he’s not here this particular 
night.) 

Bill Cox says that refs these 
days are trained to stop a match 
when a combatant is in the so- 
called broken-arm position: the 
plane of the hand falls outside 
the shoulder blade, putting dan- 
gerous stress on the arm bones. 
“You see fewer breaks than 
you’d see 15 years ago,” says 
Cox, who’s personally witnessed 
seven. 

But pain can be a badge of 
honor. “I had my biceps split in 
half up in Quebec two years 
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ago,” Bednarz says. They had to drill a hole through the 
bone to put him back together, and he was out for five to 
seven months. “It was like a tree limb snapping in half,” 
he says. “The whole arena could hear it. It was like being 
hit with a meat cleaver. I can’t describe the pain. 

“How does a woman tell you what it’s like to have a 
baby?” 


Mad dogs and the mainstream 

Arm wrestlers come across as nice, polite guys. To a 
man — to a he-man — these are down-to-earth, stand- 
up men, doubtless good to their mothers. Their common 
profile: quiet former high-school or college athletes who 
want to keep competing at something. 

But the public image is less All-American. Arm 
wrestling occupies a place on the hairy-backed margins of 
biker bars and trash sports, associated with members-only 
muscularity and all the tattooed testosterone that implies. 
There’s also a distinct comic-book element to the sport. 

Consider legendary pullers like Apache Dan Carr, a 
tomahawk-toting 300-pounder who'd wear an Indian get- 
up and perform a war dance before each match. Following 
one bitter defeat to a stud named Ron Gentry, in Scran- 
ton, Carr (goes the lore) ran outside, climbed to the top of 
a pile of coal extract, and howled to the moon all night 
until the police were called. 

Or Andrew “Cobra” Rhodes, he of the 16-inch fore- 
arms, reptilian tongue (hence his nickname), and the un- 
settling habit of scarfing down live crickets before match- 
es. Or Mad Dog Bosley, a guy just like you and me, ex- 
cept for his penchant for gnawing on bones. 

Despite such theatrics — or perhaps because of them 
— arm-wrestling is gradually penetrating the mainstream. 
MTV covered a tournament earlier this year. Sports Illus- 
trated did a big take-out in June. A highly publicized 
match between Southwest Airlines chairman Herbert 
Kelleher and Stevens Aviation chairman Kurt Herwald 
was held in March of last year. (Herwald dumped Kelle- 
her easily.) There’s even a movement to make arm 
wrestling a trial sport at the 1996 Olympics, in Atlanta, al- 
though some say that bid is of dubious legitimacy. 

Then there’s its grass-roots accessibility, which its 
champions say is arm wrestling’s greatest asset. 

“It’s the only sport in the world that everyone’s done,” 
says Brockton’s Big Al Turner, an 11-time world champi- 
on (see “Al Turner: The Godfather of Arm Wrestling”). 
“You’ve done it, your wife’s done it, and your mother’s 
done it.” 

According to Cox, who serves as president of the 
Lakeville-based International Arm Wrestling Federation, 
his essential challenge is to move beyond the sport’s 
rough-and-tumble image. Today, he says, arm wrestling is 
making slow but steady inroads toward acceptance. It’s 
moving out of the barrooms. 

And on Wednesdays in Middleborough, it’s moving into 
the pizza parlors. Progress. 

A small number of girlfriends, wives, and kids sit watch- 
ing their neckless heroes from booths across the room. 
Cox says you wouldn’t have seen this 15 years ago. “The 
language used to be atrocious,” he says. “You couldn’t 
bring your wife, because someone would insult her. You’d 
have to defend her honor. It would be a bad scene.” 


Table talk 

Selena can defend her own honor, thank you. 

She’s a three-time world champion from Quincy, who, 
at 5-4 and 110 pounds, resembles nobody’s image of an 
arm wrestler. In white blouse, patterned skirt, pink lip- 
stick, and white high heels, Selena looks like the consum- 
mate lady. She has pretty blue eyes and a girl-next-door 
smile. She’s taking in a carbo-loading lunch at Papa Razzi 
in Wellesley. 

“I can be a mean, crude bitch,” Selena (“I go by one 
name, like Madonna”) says by way of introduction, 
pulling out a menacing picture from Sports Illustrated 
showing her in action. She entered the state champi- 
onships in her native Vermont in 1989 and finished third. 
Then, at age 18, she shocked everyone and won her first

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arm wrestling has Big Al Turner. 

The Brockton behemoth is the sport’s undis- 
puted deity, a man who inspires hushed reverence. He 
has cable-like arms and pot-holder mitts. 

“Al Turner is the strongest man I’ve ever seen,” mar- 
vels fellow arm wrestler Joe Clifford. “He has piano 
wire for tendons.” He’s known simply as the Godfather 
of Arm Wrestling. I call him “Sir.” 

“I come from a time when if we disagreed on some- 
thing, we’d arm-wrestle for it,” says Turner, a retired 
lumberman, now 62. “We didn’t settle nothing with

guns. 
We didn’t disagree on anything, as far as I could tell. 


But I figured it was worth a trip to Brockton to see if 
the old man had anything left. He’s an 1 1-time world 
champion, and didn’t lose a match between 1943 and 
1973. 

Me? I’m a tough SOB in my own right. I didn’t lose 
a match between 1965 and 1973, though that only 
takes me up to third grade. I’ve been saving up my en- 
ergy ever since. 

As I sat in Turner’s Brockton living room, hearing 
him speak of “dem days” in a booming husky voice, I 
couldn’t help but feel pumped and ready. This guy 
was yesterday’s news. I’m all for respecting your el- 
ders, but Big Al Turner was going down. 

* 

“This is the dungeon,” Turner says as he leads me 
to his cellar, a musty, cluttered workout space where 
he’s trained a stable of young pullers over the years. 
He suggests I warm up with a few wrist curls and 
points me to a 180-pound weight, which I can’t 
budge. 

“I thought you said this guy was strong,” Turner 
yells over to Selena, his two-time world-champion 
protégée, who’s working out in the corner. He then 
proceeds to snatch the thing up like an empty milk 
carton. Clearly an old psyche-out trick. It wouldn’t 
work. I’m too smart. 

Big Al Turner gestures with his angular chin for 
me to join him at the table. We lock hands. “First of 
all, you have no wrist,” he says. Neither does he. Or 
is that his pinky? 

We start. 

I make my initial pull. If I have any intact tendons re- 
maining in my arm, I can’t feel them. Turner’s bullfrog 
mouth is twisted in a slight smirk. I’d have an easier 
time budging a bomb shelter. Then Turner starts a 
conversation as if he were eating breakfast. 

“Why hasn’t this sport caught on as a spectator 
sport?” he asks rhetorically. “Because there ain’t 
enough Al Turners, that’s why. I let people stay with 
me just to make things look interesting.” Indeed, ac- 
cording to those who watched him compete, Turner 
used to laugh and wink at the audience while his hap- 
less opponent struggled. 

If I didn’t know better, I’d swear Big Al Turner was 
toying with me now. 

“I defy you to move me with two hands,” he says. 
“Here, I'll make it easier.” He moves his hand back- 
ward and down until it’s about one quarter-inch 
above his own pad; in other words, if I can budge 
Turner’s hand one quarter-inch, using both arms, I 
win. “Use your whole body,” he says. I’m practically 
up on the table now, but the guy won’t move. He 
laughs. I’m keeping the day job. 

He ends my misery slowly. He eases my pathetic, 
flabby body over the table like a crane. 

“What's the difference between a bully and a bull- 
shitter?” asks Turner. “A bullshitter is a man who 
says something that he can’t back up.” 

Leading me back upstairs, Turner is at once polite 
and nostalgic. He shows me a video scrapbook of his 
newspaper clippings, trophies, photos of him arm 
wrestling all over the world (including under the Eif- 
fel Tower). He’s shows me the preface he wrote for a 
book called Arm Wrestling for Everyone. It begins 
with the sentence “Arm Wrestling and Al Turner are 
synonymous,” and ends with a hearty wish of “Good 
luck and good pullin’.” 

He leads me to the door, pumps my hand, and 
thanks me for coming. “I hope I was helpful,” he 
says. “I hope I taught you something.” 

“You did,” I say. “Sir.” 


K aseball has Ruth, football has Lombardi, and

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world championship, in Athens, Greece. 
The sport’s been in her blood ever since. 
She takes on men and women alike. 

Her idols are her father and Big Al 
Turner, who trains her in his Brockton 
basement, and who’s a major reason she 
moved to Boston from Vermont three 
years ago. 

Here’s how Selena describes her dream 
date: “I’d be in Switzerland winning a 
world title. My date would also be winning 
a world title. Then we’d celebrate together, 
with about 450 arm wrestlers, drinking 
foreign liquor all night.” 

Who says romance is dead? 

Selena also dabbles in body building. 
But for now she approaches arm wrestling 
with a laser-like focus. She trains seven 
days a week at Gold’s Gym, in Dedham, 


though she’s currently on thé;shelf with a 


torn rotator cuff. 

“It’s more important than anything I 
do,” she says of arm wrestling. “When I’m 
across the table from someone, they’re at 
my table. They’re trying to take my title. 
So I want to kill that person. It’s not dain- 
ty.” 

You’re at the lunch table, but you fig- 
ure, What the hell? You challenge her to a 
pull. She declines, citing the torn rotator 
cuff. 

Just as you’d suspected. She’s ducking 
you. 

“Oh, please, I could smoke you,” she 
says. “I can tell just by looking at you. 
You used to be athletic, but you’re aver- 
age-size. You have small wrists. Believe 
me, I’m not scared. I'd go right through 
you.” 

As a general rule, Selena says she can 
distinguish the good arm wrestlers from 
the bad ones — the he-men from the 
girlie-men — a mile away. “You can tell 
by their wrist and forearm size, by the way 
they walk, and by the way they move 
around the room.” 

Selena maintains that a bunch of no-

good, flabby, pencil-neck geeks populate 
the restaurant this afternoon. She shakes 
her head, gets up from her ravioli, and 
surveys the lunchtime crowd like she owns 
the place. 

“I could take anyone here,” she de- 
clares. 


I have a dream 

You know you’re hooked when it in- 
vades your dreams. 

It means there’s no turning back. To 
sleep, perchance to break an arm. 

“I'll see their eyes,” Selena says while 
tugging weights in Big Al Turner’s base- 
ment. “I’ll wake up and I'll feel myself 
chewing my lip.” 

“My wife heard me scream, ‘Steve 
Stanoway!’ ” says Turner, speaking of the 
five-time defending world champion who 
broke Turner’s legendary 30-year winning 
streak in 1973. “Then I threw myself out 
of bed. It’s like you can’t help it then.” 

“I have dreams about arm wrestling all 
the time,” says Gregg Bednarz. “It shows 
the sport’s deepness of intensity.” And yes, 
he says, to dream of arm wrestling is abso- 
lutely healthy: “Sleep is the best time to 
program your subconscious mind.” 

Bob O’Leary, the Arm Wrestling Asso- 
ciation head, says he’s done demograph- 
ic surveys that show arm wrestlers range 
in age from seven to 80, that as they’re 
likely to be lawyers as lumberjacks, bu- 
reaucrats as barflies. But their shared 
dreams, the shared pain, and the shared 
yearnings are stronger than the diversity 
of their backgrounds. Pullers share a 
common language, some of it primal, 
some unconscious. However they spend 
their days, they meet across the same 
table at night. 

You can’t explain the allure, just like you 
can’t reason with an addict. “It costs me a 
fortune,” says Bill Cox. “I just refereed a 
tournament in Canada. It cost me $800 
for gas, food, and lodging, and I only got 
paid $50.” 

Why on earth? 

“Love of the sport,” he answers in a sec- 
ond. 

“Bill, tell him the truth,”

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People’s 


Attractive prices, tasty food: 
A new jewel in Chinatown

t isn’t a cafeteria and it appears to 

be privately owned. The only pop- 

ulist aspects of People’s Cafeteria 

are the attractive prices and tasty 

food, and that’s just good business 
in Chinatown. 

The menu is all over the map, but if you 
look at the tables of Asian customers, 
you'll see them ordering Cantonese-style 
seafood, minced pork with spicy tofu, and 
seasonal vegetables like Chinese broccoli. 
Some of these dishes are on the menu, 
some are posted on the wall in Chinese 
characters only. You can always ask a 
waiter if there are any specials, or if there 
are any seafood specials, which is about 
the same thing to most southern Chinese. I 
got into the lobster with ginger and scal- 
lions that way. I later saw a table of Chi- 
nese-Americans having the same dish with 
the more traditional crab, 
which is thought to be tasti- 
er and worth the extra work. 

On the other hand, a daily 
soup ($1, $2) described as 
“pork and chicken” turned 
out to be a little too basic, a 
simple stock with the bones 
(pork and chicken, all right) 
left in, and a few lotus seeds 
for interest. At the appetizer 
level you may be better off 
as a tourist, ordering bar- 
becued boneless ribs 
($4.50), the same color, 
texture, and flavor as the 
real thing. Or fried chicken 
fingers ($4.50), hot from 
the fryer with a taste of 
pure grease yet a lightness 
inside the medium batter 
that only Cantonese fry 
cooks can obtain. 

When ordering beef and 
broccoli ($6.95), we were 
offered a choice of American or Chinese 
broccoli. We chose the former and got a 
fine dish of sliced, tender flank steak, some 
a little fatty, with stir-fried broccoli, a few 
sliced carrots, and baby corn. Chinese 
broccoli is a thinner, stalkier variety, like 
rabe, but less bitter and with even less 
head. When we got that, on a beef-with-as- 
sorted-vegetables chow foon ($4.25), the 
sweetness made the dish come alive. One 
might expect a place called People’s Cafe- 
teria to have great foon, and one would be 
absolutely correct. These fat, handcut noo- 
dles had just the right metallic tang of the 
wok. The other assorted vegetables were 
straw mushrooms and crinkle-cut carrots. 

Clams with black-bean sauce has had a 
variable price, and the variation probably 
has to do with the clams used. We had it 
on an early visit with littlenecks ($7.75), 
some of which were tending toward cher- 
rystone size and were a little overdone. The 
black-bean sauce was one of the best we’ve 
had, loaded with pungent black beans and 
firey bits of green chili. Recently the clams 
were small cockles ($7.95), which have less 
of their own flavor (at least by the time they 
get to Boston) but hold a lot more of that 
sauce, which was as great as ever. Even 
young Maurice, who dislikes most spicy 
things, spooned some onto his rice. 

The lobster with ginger and scallion 
(seasonal, recently $10.95) is in the cur- 
rent Hong Kong mode, a small lobster 
hacked up into accessible pieces and 
floured a little before being stir-fried with 
scallions and ginger, including some 
whole bulbs of the former and big hunks 
of the latter. Because the lobster was fresh 
and sweet, the gentle treatment produced 
one of the best lobster dishes of the sum-

mer. Although maybe I should have had 
the crab. It’s always a dilemma. 

At one lunch, we ordered “crispy aro- 
matic shrimp” ($8.25) and “pepper & 
salted squid” ($7.25). Then we wondered 
if two dishes listed in red type wouldn’t be 
too much of a good, spicy thing. What 
happened though, was that we got two 
dishes that were both deep-fat fried — an 
interlude of pure, sinful pleasure. The 
squid was spicier and more interesting, 
with hints of ginger and tiny green rings 
of chili drizzled over the batter-fried rings 
and tentacles. Both dishes had salt and 
Szechuan pepper embedded in the batter, 
perhaps a bit less in the shrimp, which did 
include a few mushrooms and water 
chestnuts to remind us of nutrition. 

Again, the logic of the two dishes harks 
to Cantonese culture, in which squid is 
regarded as almost tasteless, and shrimp 
is more savory. Because Americans think 
of squid as exotic, it has taken us a long 
time to notice that it has a 
near-neutral flavor despite 
its odd looks. Now Ameri- 
can children are growing 
up on fried calamari but 
think bluefish is too “fishy.” 
Curious that Asian-Ameri- 
can chefs have not been 
more interested in bluefish, 
which I think is the best of 
our coastal fishes. Well, 
bluefish does have to be su- 
perfresh, and the live fish 
can’t be kept in tanks, or at 
least not more than one to a 
tank. 

People’s Cafeteria has one 
brand of beer, Tsingtao, 
and the other trimmings are 
rudimentary. The steamed 
rice (60 cents) is average 
for Chinatown; the tea is 
weak; and the only dessert 
is fortune cookies. This 
when fresh longans were in 
all the stores. Longans are delicious and 
fun to eat, as you crack the eggshells and 
work the ambrosial fruit from around a 
beautiful nut at the center. I suppose 
Asian-American customers have longans 
at home later, but I’m sure non-Asian 
restaurant-goers would pay to try them, 
and pay more for fresh lychees than we 
have all these years for canned lychees. 

The dining room is clean but simple, 
with a few round tables for large groups. 
Service is good and comparatively helpful.

Since I’ve recently teed off on Occiden- 
tal restaurateurs for ignoring the wonder- 
ful produce available in farmers’ markets, 
it’s only fair to make the same point about 
Asian restaurateurs. Especially in China- 
town, where there are markets within 100 
yards that have beautiful August produce. 
Such goods seldom appear on a restau- 
rant menu, and even less often get into 
the English translation. 

Visiting Chinatown groceries on anoth- 
er Phoenix assignment in mid-August, I 
saw three kinds of fresh garlic, chives, 
baby ginger, exquisitely sweet freshwater 
chestnuts (admittedly a pain to peel in 
quantity), all kinds of cabbages, exotic 
herbs (what is that triple-leafed one that 
tastes like shiso?), fresh lotus root, red 
dates on sale, taro stems, and the usual 
Chinese okra, winter melon, bitter gourd, 
and fuzzy gourd — almost none of which 
is on a menu anywhere. If a market has 
developed for selling Anglos eel with 
black-bean sauce and stir-fried conch, 
why not try us out on premium vegetables 
at slightly premium prices? Doesn’t the 
success of the all-vegetarian restaurant 
Buddha’s Delight suggest anything? QO 
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Unsung eateries are about as easy to find in Harvard Square as John 
Birchers. But the C’est Bon Bakery and Take Out Café fits the bill (as an 
unsung eatery, not a John Bircher). 

A walk-in closet-size room snuggled on Mass Ave between CVS and 
the Mass Army-Navy Store, C’est Bon has for five and a half years been a 
standby for great coffee and some of the freshest pastry in the heart of the 
Square. Its twin location is a few blocks away, at 110 Mt. Auburn Street. 


The croissants are huge, flaky — and cheap ($1, or $1.25 with fillings). 


Muffins and scones (95 cents) come in multiple flavors — try the carrot-

spice, sour-cream-and-poppy- 
seed, or raspberry muffins, or 
the oat-bran scones. At lunch, 
C’est Bon is a great place to grab a sandwich and head to a park bench or 
grassy sprawl along the Charles (the chicken-curry-salad sandwich with 
raisins, for $3.75, is a highlight). Cups of espresso (only a buck) are a 
kick any time. 

C’est Bon has no seating, and tends to bustle at the height of break- 
fast and lunch. It’s easy to miss, so look for the hot-pink neon sign in the 
window. 

C’est Bon, located at 1432 Mass Ave, in Harvard Square, is open 
Monday through Thursday from 6 a.m. to 12:30 a.m., on Friday and 
Saturday from 6 a.m. to 2:30 a.m., and on Sunday from 8 a.m. to 


12:30 a.m. Call 661-0610.

his week the Boston Center for the Arts has 
, started showing off its new residency program 
for local performing-arts companies. From 40 
applications, the BCA chose a dozen groups and of- 
fered them a rent break on rehearsal and performance 
space, free public relations, and all-around arts-com- 
munity contact. As that dozen take the BCA stages over 
the next nine months, they can be assured of being dis- 
covered by the BCA’s loyal customers. At the same 
time, they’ll be bringing fans to the Tremont Street ad- 
dress who’ve never been there before. 
Here’s how it happened. The first step in evaluating 








prospects, including a chamber brass ensemble, chil- 
dren’s theaters, Shakespeareans, and folk dancers. Al- 
though program director Sophie Parker said back then 
that they were going to choose four to eight residents, 
she admitted last week, “We couldn’t bear it. It was 
very hard to make the decisions, and we wanted to 
give as much as we could.” With considerable help 
from the Mass Cultural Council, they were able to 
commit to an even dozen. 

The “BCA Res. Co.” shows began yesterday 
(September 8) when the Asian American Theater Pro- 
ject took over the Leland Center. Tonight (September

Parker says one of the most productive and unusual 
aspects of the residency program is the groups’ interac- 
tion with one another and the BCA.

ast year, when Boston’s Theater Offensive or- 
e ganized “OUT on the Edge,” the city’s first 
lesbian and gay theater festival, featuring un- 
apologetically queer works by local and visiting per- 
formers, it looked like a risky venture. Since then, how- 
ever, festival openers Pomo Afro Homos have played 
Lincoln Center, Angels in America swept the Tonys, 
The Crying Game and Orlando became box-office hits, 
lesbian monologuist Holly Hughes and three other per- 
formance artists won their free-speech lawsuit against 
the National Endowment for the Arts, and RuPaul is ev- 
erywhere. So “OUT on the Edge II,” which kicks off 
next Thursday, September 16, seems especially timely.

Along the way they pass through a tour 
of the past 60 years of generic filmmak- 
ing and some of the most bizarre and in- 
spired cameo performances and absur- 
dist set pieces in cinema. 

Not the least of these is Clarence’s con- 
frontation with Drexl, who’s played by 
Oldman as a dreadlocked, scarfaced white 
punk who thinks he’s black and gleefully 
overdoes the part with his motormouthed 
scatological rap and coked-up violence. 
Having seen most of the blaxploitation 
movies Drexl’s shtick is derived from, 
Clarence isn’t impressed. After a strobe-lit, 
tightly shot scuffle that marks the film’s ki- 
netic and visceral approach to violence 
(it’s fun, but it leaves serious bruises), 
Clarence shoots Drexl where it matters 
and returns to Alabama carrying her suit- 
case full of belongings. She weeps — not 
in grief or terror, but because what he did 
was “so Romantic!” 

And so it was — knights have been 
killing dragons for damsels in distress 
since true romance began, but in this case 
the deed sets in motion an uncontrollable 
sequence of events that’s a Rube Goldberg 
device of ironic catastrophes. The bag 
Clarence grabbed holds not Alabama’s 
clothes but Drexl’s drugs, a fortune in co- 
caine that Drexl’s sleek, lethal mob boss 
Vincenzo Coccotti (Christopher Walken) 
wants to retrieve and that Clarence wants 
to sell to finance his and Alabama’s escape. 

The first to suffer from the pair’s Ro- 
mantic inclinations is Clarence’s dad, 
Clifford (Dennis Hopper), a down-and- 
out security guard who nonetheless has 
enough chutzpah to face down Coccotti 
and delay the inevitable with a rambling 
discourse on the racial derivation of the 
Sicilian populace. The dialogue between 
Hopper and Walken alone is worth the 
price of admission, but it’s just the first 
in a series of violent encounters — in 
essence the structure of Tarantino’s sto- 
ry is to establish a dozen appealing mi- 
nor characters (played by an astounding 
supporting cast) and then kill them — 
that pace the film like a first-rate rock 
concert. 

In style and tempo — not to mention 
soundtrack (see accompanying story) — 
True Romance is one of the few authentic

rock-and-rock movies. It’s not to be con- 
fused with an MTV movie — it offers 
three-or-four-minute punchy segments 
that build over the entire film, like individ- 
ual cuts building to a crescendo over an 
entire album or performance. That’s the 
style of both Scott and Tarantino, two 
filmmakers of seemingly disparate sensibil- 
ities. What makes this collaboration work 
better than either of their individual efforts 
is the way Scott’s glib superficiality and 
Tarantino’s sophomoric self-indulgence 


lence, I don’t want to encourage violence, but it’s part 
of our everyday life.” 
Tarantino, whose directorial debut, Reservoir Dogs, 


cancel each other out, leaving the former's 
effortless mastery and the latter’s grit, wit, 
and perversity intact. 

There’s also the matter of Slater and Ar- 
quette in the leading roles; their perfor- 
mances leave no doubt about the sheer ar- 
bitrariness and utter necessity of their love. 
When Arquette fights for her life against a 
hitman and Slater learns how to go 
berserk in an elevator, they convince you 
that Romance is one of the truest things 
around. Q 





Love hurts? 


The makers of True Romance 
talk about true violence 


OS ANGELES — Since nearly every char- 
acter in the film comes to a spectacularly 
brutal end, True Romance is unlikely to 
calm the ongoing debate about violence in 
the movies. Those involved in the making 
of the film acknowledge its high-carnage content without 
apology. It’s a bloodbath, and they’re proud of it. 
Director Tony Scott, who was roundly criticized for 
the level of violence in his last film, The Last Boy Scout, 
didn’t hesitate to put himself on the firing line again 
when he read Quentin Tarantino’s script for True Ro- 
mance. “I said, fuck, this script is great, but I’m going 
to be setting myself up for the same sort of criticism. 
But it’s the nature of the piece; the violence is integral to 
the plot, to the story. It’s not gratuitous.” 


Scott was right to be worried. The MPA rating board 
insisted on cuts before giving the film an “R.” “Yeah, 
there was a lot of reaction. I think this year they’re really 
focusing on violence. We cut down on blood and gun- 
shots. The difference is about 2-1/2 minutes. But the 
only thing I regret and I miss is that Patricia Arquette’s 
character missed what I feel is the arc of her character 
by not killing one of the major players in the piece. 

“There’s an overreaction. I mean, it’s part of what we 
do. I began my life as a painter, and my hero is Francis 
Bacon, and he used dark, disturbing violence. Violence 
is around us, you can’t get away from it. When I was 
dealing with the MPA, I came home one night and saw 
on the six o’clock news this funeral in Mexico where 
this husband shot his wife. I don’t want to glorify vio- 


aroused controversy because of its electrifying violence, 
seems weary of the subject. 

“Well, I don’t have that much more to say about this 
whole violence issue. I pretty much said everything | 
could say about it last year. I don’t consider the movie 
as romanticizing violence. What I don’t like in movies is 
when a character goes left and then the whole movie has 
to take a stand about his left turn. 

“One of the things that I really like about the charac- 
ter of Clarence is that when he kills, it’s without apolo- 
gies. He’s going there to execute a guy. He’s not going 
there to talk, he’s not going over there to be this cool 
guy who’s going to back out the door. He goes there to 
take this guy out, this guy he’s never seen before. Why 
does he have these strong reactions? Because he’s seen 
a lot of movies. He’s seen Taxi Driver. 

“That, I think, is just really cool, to see a character in a 
movie do that and then not spend the whole rest of the 
movie condemning him for it, or setting up his downfall be- 
cause of it. The movie isn’t taking a moral stance, it’s just, 
that’s what he did. Books do that all the time. Characters in 
novels can do any damn thing they want. Movies don’t do 
that. I’m sorry — when I pay my money to see a revenge 
movie, like a guy gets screwed over and he’s going out to 
get revenge, I want to fucking see this guy get revenge.”

True grit 


is best found on their own album. 
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The latest rock entries in the soundtrack sweeps

n the opening sequence of True Ro- 
mance, Christian Slater’s Clarence 
Worley waxes poetic on the virtues 
of kung fu movies and rockabilly, 
which tells you two things: he’s 
probably going to end up in some bloody, 
action-packed fights; and Morgan Creek, 
the movie’s distributor, is definitely going 
to be offering a soundtrack. 

In today’s market, where soundtracks as 
diverse as Singles (grunge), The Body- 
guard (Top 40/R&B), and Tous les matins 
du monde (classical) are showing strong 
commercial potential, there’s just no 
chance a studio/label could pass up the 
possibilities of a film like True Romance 
— a hip Bonnie and Clyde—style romance 





with a charismatic protagonist who’s cool 
enough to merit a few commode-side 
chats with the spirit of the King himself, 
Elvis Presley. 

But instead of putting together a fo- 
cused CD that stands on its own, like Sin- 
gles, the folks at Morgan Creek are bank- 
ing on the film to help produce one hit, the 
way Benny & Joon did for the two-year- 
old Proclaimers tune “500 Miles” on that 
movie’s soundtrack. 

After a brief excerpt of Hans Zimmer’s 
score for the film, the True Romance 
soundtrack kicks into rock gear with a 
quirky rockabilly ode to the King by 
Austin’s Charlie Sexton, one of only two 
tracks on the disc that you can’t find else- 
where. Twangy, reverb-drenched guitar, 
slapback snare, and Sexton’s hiccuping 
hillbilly vocals provide the perfect authen- 


tic touches for “Graceland,” but aside 
from some mildly humorous lines about 
never having been to Graceland, the song 
itself is nothing special. The album doesn’t 
follow up on the Elvis connection or the 
rockabilly theme until the final track, Chris 
Isaak’s “Two Hearts,” a mid-tempo ballad 
that showcases Isaak’s Roy Orbison—style 
falsetto crooning. In fact, there’s no the- 
matic or stylistic focus to the disc, so you 
may want to keep the CD remote control 
close by. 

For the country-folk fans, there’s John 
Waite’s “In Dreams” (the other track un- 
available elsewhere), and Shelby Lynn’s “I 
Need a Heart To Come Home To,” both 
of them warm and gritty heartwrenching 
ballads, neither too much of a stylistic 
reach from Sexton’s upbeat opener. 
Nymphomania’s “I Want Your Body” is a 
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pure house/techno-style electronic dance- | 


club number, replete with one of those an- 
noying spoken-word refrains and cheesy 


sampled effects. (I’m pretty sure no mar- |

keting genius has yet succeeded in synthe- | 
sizing a viable country/techno crossover | 


demographic.) For uneasy listening, 
Lynn’s mellow, broken-hearted respite 
leads into Howard Blake’s arrangement of 
a duet from Delibes’s opera Lakmé 
(“Viens, Mallika, sous le déme épais”), 
which is followed by Robert Palmer’s 
stylish interpretation of the Sinatra lounge 
classic “(Love Is) The Tender Trap.” Then 
you’re blindsided by the raging metallic

closer. 


The soundtrack for Kalifornia (Poly- | 


dor), another film that sports an intriguing 
Generation X—friendly rock-and-roll 
theme (serial killers), offers an even less 


compelling hodgepodge of styles and | 
songs, all of which are available elsewhere. | 


There’s softcore rap (East 17’s “Deep”), 
poppy alternative metal (Mind Bomb’s 
“Do You Need Some?”), roots rock 


(Drivin-N-Cryin’s “When You Come | 
Back”), and country (Sheryl Crow’s “No | 
One Said It Would Be Easy”). For the | 


burgeoning alternative nation there’s a 
raucous track from X’s last CD (“Lettuce 
& Vodka”), Therapy?’s noisy angst-ridden

atthew Modine plays 
two introspective, canny 
young men distracted 
from their day-to-day 
existences by a sense 
that they’ve missed something. Which they 
have — they’re unwitting twins. What film- 
maker Alan Rudolph has constructed is a 
trite doppelganger scenario no more com- 
plicated than an Edgar Allan Poe story. 
Like Poe but without the author’s heavy 
hand, Rudolph uses lavish style and eluci- 
dates the angst of ambivalence to give the 
simple tale magnitude. The style works, but 
the angst remains murky. Fortunately, two 
supporting characters are far more com- 
pelling than the brothers — they keep the 
film moving. 

Before he introduces these trump cards, 
Rudolph lays down his pedestrian pair. 
One of Modine’s characters, Henry, is a 





wimp who works at his father’s auto-repair 
garage. Seemingly intelligent and physically 
strong enough to fend for himself, he dis- 
plays a pitiable underconfidence. The film 
is set in an anarchic, hostile city, and as 
Henry goes about, it turns into the Man-

ing packs of human jackals and sleaze ev- 
erywhere. He lives alone, eating cold sand- 
wiches, in a rat trap next to a prostitute 
(Marisa Tomei) and her pimp. 

The other Modine, Freddy, can walk the 
same streets unscathed and uncaring. He’s 
a henchman/chauffeur for an organized- 
crime boss (played with little verve by the 
usually scene-stealing Fred Ward). His hair 
slicked back, he returns home to find his 
beautiful wife (Lori Singer) painting a wall 
while wearing a sequined gown. She can 
say little more than “You’re the best,” 
though whatever she’s saying, he doesn’t 
seem to hear her — he’s preoccupied with 
a Rommel biography. 

Providing the ties between their parallel 
tracks is Sonya (Tyra Ferrell), a would-be 
writer who finds, while doing her job at a 
morgue, a letter that tells a sketchy story 
(it’s narrated by Rudolph through flash- 
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She wants Henry, but can she 








backs that feature Modine in a third role, | 
as an aristocrat). Sonya does some inves- | 


tigative reporting to color in the letter’s 
tale. While Henry and Freddy go through 
personal trauma involving their families, 
friends, and jobs unaware of each other, 
it’s Sonya who strings along the film’s cen- 
tral thread, which one assumes will end in 
the brothers’ discovery of each other. 
Henry’s friend Russell (Kevin J. O’Con- 


nor) and Russell’s sister Beverly (Lara | 
Flynn Boyle) are set up as the strongest | 


candidates to distract the brothers. Beverly 
is also the character most likely to distract 
the viewer. She’s in despair: she’s had a 
moment of true love with Henry, or per- 
haps just sex with the potential for love, 
but, regardless, if he would reach out to her 
even one more time, she could discover 
whether the two are destined for romance. 
Among Rudolph’s battling-destiny quests, 
it’s the most touching and fragile. If only 


Henry and Beverly could get past a rela- 


tionship based on aborted phone calls. 

On the subject of their phones, those 
have rotary dials, even though the film 
seems to be taking place in the present. 
That’s one of many playful spices Rudolph 
adds to his stew. Another is that Freddy 
wears his driving gloves to bed.

All films screen at the Loews Copley 
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Watching Dazed and Confused was an 
almost scary experience. Although the 
mid-1970s Texas high school that writ- 
er/director Richard Linklater depicts is 
many miles and years away from mine, 
it’s as if he’d prowled the halls of my 
school with his hand-held camera. It’s 
also as if the high schoolers of the dead- 
end Texas town in The Last Picture Show 


| had lived 25 years later. Teenage life is 









teenage life. As in Slacker, Linklater nails 
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the sociology of entire subcultures of di- 
rectionless young people — the social 
boundaries defined by age, class, looks, 
intelligence, and athletic prowess — and 
the way drugs and alcohol render those 
boundaries fluid. 

Like a bong-fueled American Graffiti, 
Dazed follows a group of kids on the last 
day of school, scoring their exploits to an 
impeccable ’70s soundtrack featuring 
Aerosmith, Alice Cooper, Kiss, Ted Nu- 
gent, Foghat, Peter Frampton, and Lynyrd 
Skynyrd. The ostensible focus is on Randy 
“Pink” Floyd (Jason London), a star quar- 
terback mulling over whether to sign his 
team’s drug-abstinence pledge, and Mitch 
Kramer (Wiley Wiggins), a junior-high kid 
who survives a merciless hazing to enjoy 
his first taste of life in the big leagues. Lin- 
klater expertly captures them and two 
dozen others as they cruise, brawl, philos- 
ophize, and party their way through an 
epochal day out of what Pink fears will be 
“the best years of my life.” Screens at 7:50 
and 10:15 p.m., and on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 14, at 10:10 a.m., 12:25, and 2:40 
p.m. Director Richard Linklater will ap- 
pear at tonight’s 7:50 p.m. screening.

This year, small films come in five packages 


here are some 26 short films grouped into 
five programs in this year’s festival, and 
like the feature films, they’re a mixed bag 
with some hidden gems. Certain topics 
seem to be common, particularly gang vio- 
lence and the craziness of urban living. 

The theme of the first program (screens Tuesday, 
September 14, at 11 a.m., 1:45, and 4 p.m., and 
Wednesday, September 15, at 5:40, 7:50, and 10 p.m.) 





can be summed up by the title of William Gions’s “New 
York Absurdities,” which explores the social strata of 


Manhattan. Evan Brenner’s “Two Bits” is a funny piece 
about an insistent panhandler’s surprising impact on a 
grudging benefactor. Craig Moss’s “Ordinary Guy” is a 
jokey fable about why it’s embarrassing for kids to buy 
condoms. Mary Sellers’s “Io e Annabella,” set in Rome, 
is an extended joke about a nebbish whose inflatable doll 
keeps finding its way back to him, like a jealous girl- 
friend. 

Joe Brewster’s “Aibobo” and Alejandro Hinojosa, Jr.’s 
“Los Carnales” are evocative explorations of the motiva- 
tions behind gang violence. In the former, set among the 
Haitian community of Brooklyn, violence is embodied by 
an evil spirit who goads boys to prove their manhood. In 
the latter, set in the Southwest, where “carnales” can 
mean both “brothers” and “homeboys,” a teen must 


choose between the counsel of his ex-con brother and 
dangerous peer pressure. 

The second program (screens Tuesday, September 
14, at 6:10, 8:10, and 10:10 p.m., and Wednesday, 
September 15, at 11:40 a.m., 1:40, and 3:40 p.m.) is 
marked by absurdity and surrealism, as the title of Vir- 
ginia Robertson’s 1984-inspired “The Clocks Were 
Striking 13” suggests. “Insect,” by Joseph Grossberg, 
features a homeless man who hears his father’s voice 
while a giant bug steals his whiskey. Peter Steinberg’s 
“The Kite Flies Out of Sight, or Be Positive Ketchup” is 
an surreal two-part love story involving a hamburger, a 
kite, a waiter, and a shotgun. The closest thing to a con- 
ventional narrative is Brian Bacchus’ “A Gray Matter,” a 
horror-comedy in which a shy young girl blossoms when 
she falls in love with a disembodied brain her mad-scien- 
tist brother keeps in the basement. 

Most of the third program (screens Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 14, at 10:20 a.m., 12:35, and 2:50 p.m., and 
Wednesday, September 15, at 5:30, 7:40, and 9:50 
p.m.) imagines the city as an urban war zone. “Antho- 
ny’s Kitchen” is Brian D. Cango’s well-observed if obvi- 
ous meditation on the cost of progress, represented by 
the demolition of a Queens church to make way for a 
Trump-financed hotel, and by the lashing out of Antho- 
ny, an Archie Bunker-ish old guy, at the changing faces 





of his neighborhood. “Until the Cure, I Offer the Care” 
is John Outcalt’s moving documentary about Ron Mulé, 
who found his experience working in a MASH unit in 
Vietnam sadly applicable toward his current career as an 
AIDS nurse (his patients have included Keith Haring 
and Robert Mapplethorpe). Tomislav Novakovic’s stu- 
dent film “Are They Still Shooting?” is a cry for peace 
that imagines the Balkan war spilling into the Croatian 
community in New York City. 

More urban marginality marks the fourth program 
(screens Tuesday, September 14, at 5:10, 7:15, and 
9:25 p.m.). Robert Patton Spruill’s student film “Interi- 
or Monologue” looks at a day in the life of a stripper. A 
suburban boy finds his mother’s new boyfriend mysteri- 
ous in “The Silent Alarm,” directed by Northern Expo- 
sure’s Rob Morrow. “When I Was a Boy,” directed by 
Mathew Avery Modine and William Todd Field, is a 
moderately poetic reminiscence of a man who finds that 
he’s still teased as he was during his childhood. lara 
Lee’s. “Prufrock” finds T.S. Eliot’s poem (read by Matt 
Dillon) still applies to modern images of urban anomie. 

The most consistently good program is the last 
(screens Wednesday, September 15, at 11:25 a.m., 
1:25, and 3:25 p.m.). Charlie Levi's “Summer Salt,” 
about two couples having a leisurely weekend, deftly 
probes the differences between men and women. Frank 
Ciota’s “Five O’Clock Shadow” is a wicked satire on 
corporate conformity (scored to The Barber of Seville) 
about a drone whose refusal to shave off his beard 
threatens to bring down his entire clean-shaven compa- 
ny. “The Thrill,” Angelika Ménning’s atmospheric up- 
date of Chekhov’s “A Joke,” is about a woman whose 
lover draws her into his habit of leaping away from on- 
coming trains. It’s the weakest of the three, but there are 
still good reasons to take the plunge with these pro- 
grams.

112th & CENTRAL: THROUGH THE 
EYES OF CHILDREN 

112th and Central is the address of a 
youth center in Watts, the section of Los 
Angeles that saw much of the rioting in the 
wake of the Rodney King trial. A group of 
filmmakers (Jim Chambers, Hal Hisey, 
and Vondie Curtis-Hall) traveled to this 
neighborhood right after the 1991 catas- 
trophe to make a unique movie about it — 
one that’s told exclusively from the point 


of view of kids who witnessed the rioting 
firsthand. What results is a documentary 
that not only empowers a virtually voice- 
less segment of our population, but also 
gives us a glimpse of realities that most 
filmgoers never see. 

The project was compiled from footage 
shot by Hispanic and African-American 
kids ages eight to 21, as well as footage 
taken of the filmmakers at work and 
videotapes of the King beating and subse- 
quent rioting. All of the film is compelling; 
even the repeatedly exposed clips of Rod- 


ney King being attacked still have the pow- | 


er to shock. Memorable moments include 
a gang member talking about what it feels 
like to be shot, a teenager talking about 
why she participated in a drive-by shoot- 
ing, and a young girl who declaims a poem 
about her life while standing in front of a 
pile of rubble. 

As in any great documentary, several 
witnesses emerge as characters. Los Ange- 

















les police chief Willie Williams tells a young | 


filmmaker that the King jury “just didn’t | 


understand what it meant to be a police of- 
ficer . . . with rules and regulations.” Mem- 
bers of the Crips and Bloods talk about 
why they want a truce, and, in one chilling 
10-minute segment, a woman recounts the 
shooting death of her nephew by police. 
The pluckiest personality may be an 
African-American preteen who questions a 
Korean woman about her community’s 


prejudices. (She queries him back about | 
his career goals, with delightful results.) | 
So courageous are his inquiries that I | 


wished he’d confronted a white policeman 
or a still-active gang member, two voices 
that are absent from the film. Not absent, 
however, are the voices of grief and hope.

It’s an extreme example of the career-ver- 
sus-family dilemma that many newly parent- 
ing yuppies find themselves going through, 
and if they’re all as smugly amused by the 
process as Jeff and Jane seem to be, the na- 
tion’s future looks grave. The Blues’ pained 
smiles couldn’t be from their strained, pseu- 
do-Thin Man repartee, or Ross’s turgid and 
cartoonish direction, or the extraordinarily 
contrived and unfunny script by former 
press agent Ian Abrams, whose idea of hilar- 
ity is to have a would-be hoodlum named 
Muerte (Stanley Tucci) announce himself 
and get repeatedly beaten up by the Blues or 
anyone else awake in the vicinity. 

Add to that two persistent cops (Obba 
Babatunde and Larry Miller) whose South- 





ern accents are as grating as their Three 
Stooges shtick is unfunny, Tom Arnold in a 
supporting role as a clueless friend of the 
Blues, and ceaseless close-ups of the cooing 
Blue baby, and you have a bankrupt project 
that even a bravura performance by Fiona 
Shaw can’t save.

When it becomes'clear, though, that Lit- 
tle Jo is just another commodity for Hol- 
lander to sell, she’s on her own again. 
Nearly raped, her clothes filthy and torn, 
she buys the only readymade apparel avail- 
able in a local general store — men’s 
trousers, boots, and a hat. In a harrowing 
scene, surrounded by candles and mirrors 
and her wedding picture, Josephine dis- 
robes, cuts off her hair, and scars her face. 
She’s unsexed herself and become Little 
Jo, a laconic tinhorn from out East in 
search of gold in rough and ready Ruby 
City. 

The local yokels don’t question her gen- 
der, but she doesn’t fit in either.

Frank turns out to be one of her men-.

and limitations of manhood. Another is the 
prim, bespectacled assayer Percy Corcoran 
(lan McKellen), a repressed loner who 
takes Jo in as a roommate. When Percy’s 
stoicism explodes into misogynist fury — 
he beats a prostitute who won’t orally ser- 
vice him — Jo sees the brutish face of the 
gender she’s adopted. She opts to take on 
the task of tending Frank’s sheep during 
the winter. In total isolation, she becomes 
self-reliant, learning how to tote a shoot- 
ing iron and earning enough to buy her 
own piece of land. 

In short, she becomes Clint Eastwood

s a tough rancher in Maggie Green- 
wald’s The Ballad of Little Jo, Suzy Amis 
has to pack a gun and do what a man’s 
got to do while her houseboy/lover Tin 
Man stays home and cooks and cleans 
and worries. Now in town shooting the film Blown 
Away, in which she plays the wife of Boston Bomb 
Squad officer Jeff Bridges, Amis reflects on portraying a 
woman who does not wear the pants in the family. 

“It’s a little different,” she admits. “I’ve always shied 
away from big commercial films because women’s roles 
are so horrid. But she’s strangely interesting. Not only 
do I get to act with Jeff Bridges, which is a big plus, but 
she’s strong. The situation kind of parallels my own life. 
He gets off on working for the bomb squad, she doesn’t 
really like it. In real life, I fly planes and my husband is 
afraid of flying. So her point of view is almost like my 
husband’s point of view.” 

Even playing a conventional woman’s role in a main- 
stream movie, Amis can’t resist tapping into the male as- 
pects of her experience and psyche. Nonetheless she 
doesn’t see Little Jo as a gender-bending story or even a 
Western. For her, it’s a tale of survival. 

“A lot of people have asked me, “Why do you want to 


play a man?’ I never thought about it that way. I 
thought about it more as this woman taking on the iden- 
tity of a man in order to survive. Just being up in Mon- 
tana in 1992 in down boots and jackets, I can’t imagine 
surviving there in 1865. No wonder everyone died when 
they were 40. 

“I wouldn’t want to be a woman back then. I’m very 
glad that I’m a woman now. For six days of shooting I 
was a woman. I had my own hair, a corset — women 
didn’t invent corsets, believe me. They’re hell. They hurt. 
My waist shrunk. Originally I was to wear a wig. But we 
realized it would be much stronger if I cut off my own 
hair in the film. I took the corset off, I cut my hair, and 
on Monday morning I came to work as Jo. I think I had 
a tiny bit of the experience that Jo went through. 

“She did find freedom in her life as a woman by pos- 
ing as a man. But I can’t imagine having to cover up all 
the time. I get into characters for a while and it’s nice, I 
can behave like I never do in real life, but to do that for 
a whole lifetime would be unbearable.” 

Especially given the slobs Jo had to fit in with. In a 
way Amis’s preparation paralleled that of her charac- 
ter’s. She checked out the local menfolk, and tried to act 
the same way. “I observed men a lot in Montana. In 


“It’s amazing to meet these women because of what they 
had to go through to get where they are, and their ideas 
about where they want to go and how they want to do that 
are always so fascinating to me. Because it is a very male- 
dominated business. That’s just how it is. But there are a 
lot of exciting things happening for women in film these 
days. Maggie is a feminist and this is a very feminist film. 
It’s the first film made about this period and place and 
subject, the West, seen through a woman’s eyes.” 

Though the film does have a feminist subtext, at times 
it seems to lapse into the old macho conventions. When 
masked gunmen threaten to run Jo off her land, she de- 
cides, High Noon-style, to meet them in a showdown. 

Amis doesn’t quite see the scene in those terms. For 
her, it’s Jo finally coming to terms with her individuality. 
She’s a woman doing what a woman’s got to do. 

“Throughout the film, when things happen to Jo, she, 
in a sense, runs away. This happens when she gets be- 
trayed by Hollander, when the Ian McKellen character 
goes berserk. This is when she realizes she has to face 
the world. She couldn’t run anywhere else.” 

As powerful as that scene is, it’s not the one that 
moves her the most. “I’ve seen the film four times,” she 
says. “Each time I cry when I cut my hair.” — PK

There 
was also the matter of divine intervention.

Theatrically speaking, Kenny Leon is a ladies’ man 
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The laid-back, soft-Southern-spoken 
Leon recalls: “Originally I said no when I 
got the offer. With my schedule, I maybe 
had 15 offers to go out this season, and | 
can only go out once or twice. And this is 
our 25th-anniversary season at the Al- 
liance. Then my grandmother passed, who 
I was very close to. Until I was 11 or 12, it 
was just me and her on a little farm-type 
situation in Tallahassee, Florida . . . all 
these people in From the Mississippi Delta, 
I know those people. I re-read the play and 
I was really considering doing it just be- 
cause of her. God said, ‘You’re supposed 
to do this play, and you’re supposed to do 
it now.’ Then I got really excited about the 
beauty of the play, the power of the lan- 
guage, what we can do musically to move 
the play in a universal way.” 

So it is that Leon is in Boston, staging

he play’s main character comes from his gr 


wise female team of set designer Marjorie 
Kellogg, costume designer Susan Mickey, 
lighting designer Ann Wrightson, and ac- 
tresses Ebony Jo-Ann, Mona Wyatt, and 
Melody Garrett, who play everyone in the 
play, from the mystical midwife and 
mother-figure Aint Baby (based on Hol- 
land’s own mother, who was killed in a 
suspected KKK firebombing in 1965), to 
fairground entertainer Miss Candy Quick, 
whose below-the-waist way with a 
cigarette has the ability “to create frenzy 
in the menfolkes.” 

Playing on a women’s team is no prob- 
lem for Leon, who is particularly commit- 
ted to distaff drama. “I think theater is the 
richest art-form there is,” he explains. “It’s 
the only art-form that really reveals life it- 
self. And if we don’t have all the voices 
participating, then we’re not painting an 
accurate picture. For so many years we

player Betsy Salkind does hit it big 

after her move from Boston to New 

York this month, there’s a certain 

door to a certain basement in a cer- 
tain bank upon which a bronze plaque 
should be affixed. It would read: “Betsy 
Salkind did busywork here.” 

Bank busywork does not befit a woman 
with the potential to be an inventive, brac- 
ing, expressive stage performer. And 
Salkind knew it. 

“I was in New Hampshire at a small 
bank working in a fallout-shelter communi- 
ty room in the basement doing really me- 
nial stuff and thinking, ‘This is it; this is my 
life. Do I want to kill myself, or quit?’ So I 
quit. That was the crucial moment; that 
was August of ’87.” 

Six years later, as she sits in her comfort- 
ably cluttered Cambridgeport kitchen re- 
calling that fateful day, Salkind is on the 
verge of moving to New York City to turn 
her career up a notch. But before she 
scoots, she’ll perform September 17 and 18 
at the Coolidge Corner Theatre. 
Unfortunately, she won’t be playing the 
triangle in those shows. It would be appro- 
priate if she did, because as crucial as the 
drear of the bank job was to catalyzing her

career, her stint on that underrated instru- 
ment should not be ignored. 

“I was in a band, in ’85, called Treated 
and Released, and I played the triangle. I 
also told the jokes between the songs, and 
they got a much better response than the 
music did. That was kind of what encour- 
aged me to try comedy-club open-mikes.” 

At the same time she was getting an MIT 
education that would include a Master’s 
from the Sloane School. And while doing 
comedy on the side, she kept on a conven- 
tional career track through that bank job 
and into a state job that followed. All the 
time, though, she was thinking to hell with 
the Master’s: her true love was her after- 
hours mistress, the stage; and by the sum- 
mer of 1988 they’d pretty much moved in 
together. It was then that she took part in 
WBCN’s Comedy Riot, joined the improv 
group Guilty Children, and produced and 
hosted a women’s comedy show at the now- 
closed downtown club Somewhere Else. 

As happy as she was to see her avocation 
developing into a vocation, Salkind was a 
fish out of water in the mainstream come- 
dy-club scene. She’s a hard-ass comic with 
progressive politics and a dark but energet- 
ic sense of humor — for example, she’s de- 
veloping a one-woman show on censorship 
that will be titled “Anne Frank: The Come- 
dy.” That sensibility didn’t groove with the 
club circuit. 


“I was really fed up with stand-up. I was 
like, ‘Fuck it; I hate this business, I’m not 
like these other people.’ I lost the Riot to 
someone telling vomit jokes, and I was re- 
ally bitter about that.” 

Salkind reacted in 1989 with a 10-minute 
set called “The Emperor’s Getting Fucked.” 
A twist on “The Emperor’s New Clothes,” it 
lambasted the comedy-club scene for its 
misogyny, racism, and viciousness. 

And that was that. Since then Salkind 
has done a lot of stand-up outside Boston’s 
mainstream and in other cities, but she’s 
flourished as a performance artist. Her ca- 
reer peak thus far has been All My Life, 
which debuted at the ICA in February of 
1992 to sold-out houses and returned later 
in the year for another run of SROs. It bal- 
anced comedy with difficult emotional re- 
flections on her childhood. Even these re- 
flections included a degree of 
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haven’t heard the voices of women on our 
stages, we haven’t heard their stories. And 
I find women to be more sensitive in terms 
of how we relate to other human beings, to 
have a better ear and a better eye about 
what’s happening in the world.” 

Among the women in his life, Leon likes 
best to reminisce about the Aint Baby stand- 
in, his Grandma Mamie, who held sway 


over 13 children, 51 grandchildren, and | 


121 great grandchildren. Elements of his 
grandmother’s “beautiful” funeral, and of 
the rich black-church tradition of his youth, 
will find their way into From the Mississippi 
Delta, particularly in the music. “Dwight 
Andrews, who does all of the music for Au- 
gust Wilson, is working with the ladies on 
the arrangements for these songs. And the 
women in the play can really sing. That was 
crucial to me. So the universal language 
sort of takes us through the piece. Dwight is 
an expert on the origins of African-Ameri- 
can music as well as classical music. So he 
comes in and brings back that 1700, 1800 
feel. You can’t write some of it on paper. 
You’re just dealing with those notes, and 
bending the notes, in a way that’s unique to 
rural African-Americans and goes back to 
some of their African origins.” 

Leon has come a long way from Grand- 
ma Mamie’s north-Florida farm. After col- 
lege and a brief stint at law school, he 
spent nine years as an actor with Atlanta’s 
outreach-oriented Academy Theatre. He 
then collaborated with playwright Barbara 
Lebow on the PBS film The People of the 
Brick, in which the homeless were recruit- 





ed to put on a play about their own experi- | 


ences. A 1987 NEA directing fellowship 
brought him into the League of Regional 
Theatres loop, but Leon remains some- 
what evangelical about the uses of theater. 


And working in racially troubled Boston, | 


though he tip-toes around the subject, is 
part of that mission. 


“I think a lot of times it’s only what’s in | 


your head. This is my first time to visit 
Boston; it’s like some people never get to 
the South but they have impressions. And 
there are many things you hear about Bos- 
ton in terms of the race issue here. This is 
a story that needs to be told in Boston just 
because of that reality or perception. It’s 
one of those plays that’s culturally specific 
but can really empower and inspire all of 
us as human beings. That’s what theater 
really is — taking a specific cultural expe- 
rience and letting other people peek into 
that hole, where they don’t feel guilty or 


intimidated. Theater is a safe haven for all | 
of us to grow and feel good about life. Ev- | 


ery night we have the opportunity to get 
800 people in a theater and have them 
laugh and think and cry and change and 
be moved to action.” =

And then she’s off to the City That Can’t

Salkind is going after television jobs, and | 
she’s optimistic. She figures that by the end | 


of the year she'll have an agent and, if a 
deal already in the works pans out, a cable 
comedy gig. National TV exposure, Salkind 
says, will exponentially increase her mar- 
ketability as a performer and enable her to 
book solo shows across the country. Look- 
ing way down the road, she figures on writ- 
ing a book or two.

grit-your-teeth-and-smile hu- 
mor. Salkind made her points, 
but she entertained her audi- 
ences, too, staying away from 
polemics and martyrdom. After 
seven years on-and-off of stand- 
up, improv, and sketch comedy, 
she crystallized and empowered 
her humor, feminism,‘and hu- 
manity in All My Life.

Look again

| “Robert Cumming: Cone of Vision.” At 
the Museum of Fine Arts, through 
November 28. 


obert Cumming is a nuts- 
and-bolts artist. Look at 
his print Tile Setter Lost in 
His Work: a man squats in 
the corner of a room grid- 

ded with tiles, plastering another square on 
_ the wall. Cumming sees the work as a self- 
| portrait. “The big pattern is all around you, 
| and you're sort of fussing around with the 
details,” he says in the catalogue that ac- 
companies the “Cone of Vision” retrospec- 





tive of the Massachusetts artist’s work now 
on view at the Museum of Fine Arts. 

In Cumming’s case, the details aren’t 
just tiles but commas, faucets, scissors, 
and fountain pens. He looks at everyday 
objects and processes that we take for 
granted and sets them spinning and slicing 
like a buzz saw through our fragile enve- 
lope of reality. The best part, though, is 
that he doesn’t seem to want to make a 
point with his art. Each piece is a question 
or experiment about the nature of human 
perception and our construction of reality. 
The artist doesn’t have any better notion 
of the answers than we do. Perhaps there 
are none. 

Cumming is an intellectual tinkerer who 
follows his whims to their logical outcome. 


Robert Cumming’s work is worth investigating 


When critic Clement Greenberg suggested 
that Matisse was a full-arm painter and Pi- 
casso a wrist painter, Cumming fashioned 
a series of wearable fountain-pen nibs to 
fit on his fingers, hands, arms, and even 
his torso. That work is documented here 
in Cross-Body, Pen-Point Choreography 
(1975), a series of photographs of the 
artist performing what looks like a martial- 
arts ritual while wearing missile-shaped 
pens up to his elbows. 

Certain forms have caught Cumming’s 
imagination. Zigzags appear and reappear, 
as in Pinking Shears, a 1983 wall sculpture 
of a huge pair of shears apparently cutting 
a jagged line through a length of wood. 
They show up again in the teeth of a ro- 
tary-saw blade in a number of works. A 


1993 
comma is in fact a saw blade with only one 
tooth, and in Cumming’s narrative-artist’s 
book Equilibrium and the Rotary Disc, a 
character dreams that the punctuation is 
powered by tiny motors apt to cut the legs 
out from under a mosquito that lands on 
the page. In other works, the comma 
shape evolves into a guitar pick, an artist’s 
palette, a skull, and a lightbulb. 
Cumming’s Plain/Painted Parts, a 1986 
watercolor, epitomizes his respect for the 
poetry of ordinary objects. Here, metal 
cones appear to have been dug into the 
fluid, sandy earth. The ground is littered 
with not-quite familiar items: a silver 
sphere, a paper staircase to nowhere (the 
zigzag again), a yellow funnel with a 
swollen neck, a pair of flat, ineffectual 
scissors that look as if they’d been cut out 








of sheet metal. The fictional objects are | 
like shadows of their factual counterparts, | 


poignant and puzzling. 
The artist’s father was an electrical engi- 


neer, and Cumming’s art is clearly pow- | 
ered by an engineering streak, a passion | 


for learning how things are put together. 
Smaller works in the show attempt to pick 
apart our assumptions about what we see. 
One photograph sets a still life drawing on 
a black board, in which the shadows are 
sketched in white, beside a print of the 
drawing’s negative, which thus looks posi- 
tive. Works like this prompt us to look 
more closely. 

The largest piece in “Cone of Vision” is 
an untitled 17-foot-tall balloon that’s a hy- 
brid of a lightbulb and a skull, a com- 
manding presence in the foyer of the mu- 
seum’s West Wing entrance. A model for 
the balloon, fashioned from wood, stands 
in a case nearby. Three cone shapes have 
been drilled into the bulb; Cumming says 
these are meanf to resemble eyes, so that 
no matter where you stand, you'll get the 
feeling you’re being watched. 

The artist would probably be reluctant 
to leap to any metaphor or meaning be- 
yond the curiosity of the form in a work 
like this, but it’s impossible not to associ- 
ate both the skull and the lightbulb with 
ideas. Cumming’s work is all intellectual 
wrestling with a dark unknown, trying to 
see form in chaos. Most of his paintings 
are lush and evocative; all are built on 
grids, as if the artist were insisting that 
some sense underlies the bumbling we do 
through life. Each work in “Cone of Vi- 
sion” is a cone of vision: a lightbulb flash- 
ing over Cumming’s head, a momentary 
glimpse out of the darkness. Q

Hey, I got tickets to the 
David Letterman show!

ike an often-absent uncle, 

Letterman is just “Dave” in 

my household. And today, 

August 30, he has invited me 

into his home. I’ve watched 

| Dave since 1983. I have earned this ticket. 

So standing on line, schvitzing in sunny, 

| humid Manhattan as we wait to get into 

the first of his new CBS shows, the news 

| that the fat lady behind me from Long Is- 

| land “never watches his show it’s on 

| too late” nearly spurs me to violence. And 

it strikes me: are we going to have to share 

Dave now, with a bunch of people who 
don’t deserve him? 

Quite probably. Dave is open for busi- 
ness. I expected CBS to be thoroughly un- 
prepared for the arrival of Dave: the ticket 
department had no idea how tickets were 
to be doled out as recently as July, when | 
called to check on my request. And the Ed 
Sullivan Theater, where the Late Show is 





now filmed, had rats, not phone lines, until 


just a few weeks ago. 


But I forgot one thing. Dave is the boss. 
He’s just letting CBS air his show. The 
ticketholders’ line had started forming at 
12:30 that afternoon, and standby tick- 
etholders had been waiting since the Satur- 
day evening before, hoping to be one of the 
440 selected by the efficient, scurrying, 
laminated-pass-wearing worker bees. CBS 
pages swarmed up and down the line, up- 
dating impatient ticketholders with tidbits: 
“Once you get inside, you will have a limit- 
ed time to use the bathroom, so go to the 
Roy Rogers across the street now.” Limou- 
sine chasers got their reward when Christie 
Brinkley and Billy Joel arrived and were 
thronged by television camera crews and 
thrill seekers in line. Next to me, last- 
minute alterations were being made as car- 
penters constructed wooden dollies in 
record time, then slid them into the air- 
conditioned building. A CNN camera 
filmed a posse of ticketholders waving their 
very important blue cards, like a scene 
from Charlie and the Chocolate Factory. 





Once in the building we were held in 
winding queues as though waiting for the 
Batman ride at Riverside Park, then herd- 
ed by yet more pages into our cushy, 
suede seats with a precision that would 
have impressed the Marines. While min- 
ions scurried to round up last-minute de- 
tails — one assistant gasped, “I never 
want to do this again” — Paul and the rest 
of the CBS Orchestra, the World’s Most 
Dangerous Band fleshed out by a second 
guitarist and keyboard player, launched 
into a loud, tight version of “1999,” 
segueing neatly into the locale-appropriate 
“I Saw Her Standing There.” 

Everything felt like the inside of a new 
car, fresh and spotless. At NBC, Dave’s 
studio held the audience on a tight incline 
of bleacher seats, leaving people blocked by 
lights and dangling monitors. At the Sulli- 
van Theater, Dave’s desk sits higher than 
the first row. The stage is only three steps 
up from the audience, and though it looks 
spacious on television, those thousand- 
pound cameras teeter perilously close. 

One of the show’s writers, dressed eerily 
like Dave five years ago, even down to 
sucking on a cigar, took the stage and in- 
troduced us to the show, adding that we 
were very lucky to be witnessing television 


Controlled anarchy reigned, Daye wise- 
cracked, he stole an in-joke for the rest of 





the show from Paul Newman. While cam- | 


eras rolled, all staff paused to watch the 
action, leaning pleased against theater 
walls. Dave’s assistant Rose twirled her 
skirts giddily. During the breaks they were 
all action: darting about to meet Dave’s 


changing coffee needs, to roll Calvert | 


away, to set up Billy Joel’s equipment. This 


bustling activity seemed organized; no one | 


ran screaming across the stage about last- | 


minute changes, Dave never broke a 
sweat. From the start the Late Show never 


resembled a maiden voyage. Of course, | 


Dave had taken no chances; two practice 
shows were taped to work out the bugs. 
Caution in the name of comedy seems to 
work for Dave. 

As my friend and co—Dave ticketholder 
Valerie remarked, “It feels less planned on 
TV,” and she’s right. What makes Dave 
remarkable after 12 years is that though 
what you see on tape feels, as he would 
say, “slapped together,” Dave has it 
planned down to the last cigar puff. Of 
course you know putting together the Late 
Show takes massive manpower and end- 
less energy. But Dave, our favorite uncle, 
knows how to make it all look easy. Q

Nirvana are still determined 
to crash through barriers

hen Nirvana release 
their new In Utero 
(Geffen) on Septem- 
ber 21, it will be the 
culmination of a two- 
year period in which this previously unas- 
suming trio from Seattle have overturned 
the music industry. In the feeding frenzy 
that marked the surge of their major-label 
debut, Nevermind, to the top of the charts, 
record companies have fallen all over 
themselves to sign previously unmar- 
ketable bands, or at least uncommercial 
bands — anything to which could be at- 
tached that vague adjective “grunge” or 





| the golden-goose proper noun “Seattle.” 


First, and most notably, were metal-noise- 


| makers Helmet, in a reported multi-mil- 


lion-dollar deal with Interscope. Lately, 
major-label deals or distribution have 
come to such unlikely prospects as Gum- 


| ball, England’s Fudge Tunnel, Mudhoney, 


and the previously unsignable — and un- 
mentionable — Butthole Surfers. Even 
Nirvana’s old mentors, the lowly Melvins, 


| are set to release a Kurt Cobain—produced 


| disc on Atlantic. 


The labels themselves, meanwhile, have 
gone after the indie network with a 
vengeanice. The likes of Mammoth, Mata- 


| dor, 4AD, and Beggars Banquet have be- 


| come, if not wholly owned subsidiaries of 
| the majors, then at least a very serious 


A&R function. Atlantic, the former home 
of a million hair bands, now sports not 
only the Melvins but Juliana Hatfield and 
Lemonheads. The indies used to make a 
good scouting network — now their rela- 


| tionship with the majors has become for- 
| malized. (Fudge Tunnel’s Columbia re- 


| lease, Creep Diets, is under the band’s 
| original Earache imprint.) /And Thurston 


Moore of Sonic Youth, who reportedly in- 
fluenced Geffen to sign Nirvana, has be- 
come something of an A&R guru. 

Where are the progenitors in all this? 
Nirvana have held resolutely to the virtues 
of smallness even as they’ve gotten huge. 
And they’ve managed to have it both ways. 
They played medium-sized halls and multi- 
bill festivals even after their record sales de- 
manded a full-scale arena tour. Kurt 
Cobain wore his “Corporate Magazines 
Still Suck” T-shirt on the cover of Rolling 
Stone, but, hey, he was on the cover of 
Rolling Stone. In the meantime, Cobain and 
wife Courtney Love have become as notori- 
ous a pop-culture couple as John Lennon 
and Yoko Ono in their prime, alternately 
engaging in worthy causes like Rock for 
Choice benefits and issuing post-adolescent 
diatribes to publications (including the 
Phoenix) via fax machine on subjects rang- 
ing from the production controversy sur- 
rounding In Utero to Cobain’s love life. 

As for the music, last year’s Incesticide 
CD was a collection of B-sides and sin- 
gles, some of which went back to the 
band’s 1989 Sub Pop debut, Bleach. It 


| was an unrepentant shot of grunge noise 


that didn’t come up to the level of song- 
writing mastery of Nevermind, but all the 
elements were in place: the band’s uncom- 
mon blend of metal guitar and rhythm 
riffs, punked-out strained vocals and 
alienated lyrics, plus a surprising pop 


| sense of melodic unity. Also unusual in 
| any form of rock is the band’s gift for dra- 


matic dynamics. 
In Utero offers all those elements — at 
once grating and tuneful, Cobain making 


| hair-raising leaps from worn murmur to 


| apocalyptic screams, his slouching 
| melodies and riffs betraying his knack for 
| pop tunesmanship. A short record by CD- 


era standards (it clocks in at about 40 


minutes), it might not have the musical 
range of Nevermind, but it packs a similar 
virtuosic wallop. And the focus of Cobain’s 
rage is no longer just the alienation of a 
post-adolescent kid from a one-parent 
family in an economically depressed re- 
gion as he comes to terms with a bleak fu- 
ture. It’s the sound of someone who’s got- 
ten more than he ever asked for and is still 
pissed off. 

What’s left for Kurt to be pissed off 
about now that he’s a 
huge, economically secure 
rock star? Why, fame it- 
self. Titles like “Radio 
Friendly Unit Shifter,” 
“Frances Farmer Will 
Have Her Revenge on 
Seattle,” and, especially, 
“Rape Me” all speak of 
new pressures and new in- 
dignities. As Cobain sings 
in “Serve the Servants,” 
“Teenage angst has paid 
off well/Now I’m bored 
and old.” 

The result, though, is 
anything but boring. In the 
contradictory fashion that 
has typified their career, 
Nirvana, with In Utero, 
have created a radio-un- 
friendly disc that will,prob- 
ably end up as one of the 
huge sellers of the year, 
and all over radio. What’s 
more, two band bios are 
greeting the new season of 
Nirvana, Come As You 
Are, by Rolling Stone con- 
tributing editor Michael 
Azerrad (due October 18 
from Doubleday), and 
Gina Arnold’s currently 
available 666: On the Road 
to Nirvana (St. Martin’s). 

But the band’s contra- 
dictory impulses and per- 
sona are part of what have 
shot them right into the 
eye of this particular pop 
moment in history. It be- 
gins with their uncanny 
knack for blending pop, 
punk, and metal. Every 
great pop moment — and 
even some jazz and classi- 
cal moments — has ar- 
rived when different gen- 
res bend and fuse. You can 
think of Elvis bringing to- 
gether R&B and country, 
or the Beatles mixing 
American rock and roll 
with their own English 
music-hall traditions. You 
can even consider a jazz 
genius like Charles Min- 
gus blending bebop, Jelly 
Roll Morton, Ellington, 
and gospel music. 

Nirvana’s radical tri- 
umph has been in their 
ability to remain resolute- 
ly, convincingly indie rock 
in their thrash-noise sensibility while at the 
same time conquering the charts with 
great tunes. Punk is all over Kurt’s rasp, in 
the whiplash hardcore rhythmic moves, in 
the alienated lyrics. But pop is all over 
those melodies, in the crafty juxtaposition 
of tuneful verses and hooky riff choruses, 
in subtle unifying details — a bass line, a 
woozy guitar solo that paraphrases the 
verse melody. Therein lies the band’s emo- 
tional punch: this guy on desolation row is 
singing as if he didn’t even have the 
strength to get up and take another shot, 
but it’s beautiful. And all the while, he cri- 
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tiques himself and his audience. Azerrad 
pegged it in his April ’92 profile of the 
band: “In Bloom” goes after the “one who 
likes all the pretty songs/ And he likes to 
sing along” with one of the band’s most 
hummable melodies, and it traps the lis- 
tener in the joke. 

That’s also why Nirvana stand out as 
the most serious of the new wave of “Seat- 
tle” bands (which these days includes even 
San Diego’s Stone Temple Pilots). Read- 
ing about the band’s background in Azer- 
rad and Arnold, you’re struck by how 
much their background has to do with 
their sound. They were at the right place 
at the right time (cf. Charlie Parker in 
Kansas City). 

In fact, Aberdeen, the hometown of 
Cobain and bassist Chris Novoselic, is a 
depressed logging town, anything but the 
big city 100 miles to the northeast. Seattle 
is the home of Pearl Jam and Soundgar- 
den and Alice in Chains — neo-classic 
rock and metal. Aberdeen is near Olympia, 
the home of K Records, and its progeny, 
Beat Happening and Lois Maffeo, and 
part of the circuit for Kurt’s Aberdeen 
heroes the Melvins. In Arnold’s book, 
Olympia comes off as the kind of city 
where hippie rock and metal live side by 
side and there’s as much appreciation for 
low-tech punk-pop outfits like Beat Hap- 
pening as there is for ’core-masters 
Fugazi. The musical tolerance goes hand- 
in-hand with social tolerance, and with 
Nirvana’s attitude toward rednecks, ho- 
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reflect his Croatian heritage. 


So if rock and roll reflected the influx of 


Southern blacks into Northern urban cen- 
ters, for two cultures to embrace each oth- 
er in music, then the platinum punk of 
Nirvana represents what? Other barriers 
falling? Aberdeen meets LA? Does it mean 
anything when an indie band go pop? 
Maybe what makes the band’s sound so 
liberating is that they can sound so pissed 
off and so open at the same time. When 
did a denial ever sound so good? 


At its worst, indie rock is the sound of | 


smug knowingness, reductive and exclusive 
of everything not cool. Which doesn’t nec- 
essarily make it unattractive, but it does de- 


fine the music’s limits. As Cobain told Az- | 
errad about his success: “I should feel real- | 


ly guilty about it; I should be living out the 
old punk-rock threat and denying every- 
thing commercial and sticking in my own 
little world and not really making an im- 
pact on anyone other than the people who 
are already aware of what I’m complaining 
about. It’s preaching to the converted.” 

Put that way, the barriers smashed by 
Nirvana seem like more than mere mar- 


keting demographics. Indirectly or not, | 
Nirvana’s music takes in political and so- | 


cial realities. (Novoselic has described how 
the intense anger oyer the Gulf War, a 
global version of the old indie “us versus 
them” credo, fueled the Nevermind re- 
cording sessions.) Even Cobain’s ill-ad- 


vised faxes seem a function of his perme- | 


able ego — he can’t separate himself from

mophobes, and sexists. 

For a gang of supposed nihilists, Nirvana 
sure are caught up in the moral implica- 
tions of rock, Kurt warning kids about 
“false music” by bands like Pearl Jam and 
the late-lamented Nymphs, Novoselic 
telling Arnold that the appeal of punk rock 
was that it spoke for the misfits against the 
rednecks of their hometown. Punk “had all 
this cool political, personal message . . . It 
was a lot more cerebral than just stupid 
cock rock.” Novoselic has since gone on to 
organize benefit concerts for Bosnian relief 
and to change his first name to “Krist” to 


media speculation about whether indie 
hero Steve Albini’s mixes to In Utero were 
compromised (they weren’t), or from the 
offhand, benign comments of an old lover. 

In life, that sometimes makes him look 
foolish. In the music, it explains why Nir- 
vana’s triumph is so special, the denial that 
is an affirmation. For once, the chart num- 
bers reflect content and not just product. 
And when you consider the indie bands 
who remain aggressively marginal, refus- 
ing to write tunes or even learn how to 
play, Nirvana’s triumph isn’t just in their 
leap of styles. It’s in their leap of faith, OQ

Unrest write songs for swingin’ love- 
rockers. Like kindred bands Lois and 
small factory, and fanzines (like New 
York’s awesome chickfactor!), they 
hate: capital letters, love seven-inch 
singles, dig tiny performance spaces, 
and get down on their knees for 
lounge singers and early-’80s Brit 
acts like Young Marble Giants and 
the Marine Girls. Led by female vo- 
calists, those bygone bands played it 
calm, sweet, and rueful while all 
around them punk raged. 

For the early 90s, Unrest-style 
collectives repeat that trick, rejecting 
grunge for teenybopper pop and 
heartbreaking balladry executed with 
the wobbly shyness that keeps most 


| love rock on modest labels like K in 


Olympia, Washington, or SpinArt in 
Washington, DC. Indeed, Unrest’s 
new Perfect Teeth (4AD/Reprise) 
may be the first of its genre to 
achieve major-label distribution. 
(That title sounds more like a swipe 
at arty new-wave institution Lloyd 
Cole — yeah, she may have had per- 
fect skin, but how many Brits could 
claim a faultless set of choppers? — 
than yet another in-joke about an ob- 
scure influence.) 

Don’t be fooled. The per- 
fect skin on the CD cover 
belongs to Cath Carroll, a 
British critic and singer for 
the short-lived band 
Miaow, who gets an entire 
song devoted to her unsung 
charms. Unrest covered 
Miaow’s brilliant “When It 
All Comes Down” on their 
seven-inch EP saluting 
artists on the Factory label; 
here they spell out “CATH” 
like a cheerleading chant, 
with implicit nods to the 
Bluebells (remember their 
hit “Cath”?) and later Car- 
roll solo work. (“England 
Made You” echoes one of 
her LP titles.) Although it’s 
less clear where Big Black 
guitarist Santiago Durango 
fits into this litany of pop 
worship, he gets a shout- 
out too. Is it Unrest recall- 
ing their shady past as 
hardcore noisemakers? 

In fact, that wasn’t so 
long ago. Last year’s Impe- 
rial f f.r.r., the band’s fourth 
long-player, marked their 
first extended foray into 
prettiness, and even there 
the austere beauty of songs 
like the title track nudged 
up against practically half 
an album’s worth of 
strange, skronky instru- 
mental drones. Whereas 
Perfect Teeth sports only 
one track sans vox, a num- 
ber of cuts devolve into 
long, repetitive outros, 
reaching a zenith of sorts 
with 6:30 of “Soon It Is 


ciousness — in part by veering into 
the unexpected with creative moves 
like the slinky lounge act of “West 
Coast Love Affair” and the Salem 66 
wistfulness of bassist Bridget Cross’s 
vocal on “Light Command,” but just 
as much by doing their own thing so 
well. A song like “Six Layer Cake” 
captures Robinson’s on-stage swoon. 
And if the album starts off with a 
couple of notes filched from “Mar- 
quee Moon” . . . well, there’s a Mark 
E. moon over Washington, and it’s 
making love rock shine.

SADE: 
HOT SUMMER NIGHT 


Sade Adu’s band came on stage a 
week ago Tuesday at Great Woods 
after openers Digable Planets had 
supposedly warmed things up, only 
to take at least seven tunes of an 18- 
song, two-hour set to get warm 
themselves. But not Sade herself. 
Wearing a skin-tight, sand-colored, 
sequined skirt and bolero jacket, she 
personified “The Sweetest Taboo,” 
her entree song. Barefoot, with her 
sultry black hair cascading down be- 
tween her shoulder blades, she 
looked every inch the mermaid. As 
she moved her svelte torso through 
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sponding. 

Her band worked hard to accentu- 
ate the tension in her music between 
her yes and a lover’s maybe. Whereas 
at her first Boston appearance at the 
Orpheum, in 1985, they felt obliged 
to echo the arrangements on her Dia- 
mond Life debut note for note, at 
Great Woods the musicians — same 
personnel as at the Orpheum — 
stretched out. As Sade undulated 
from dreamy whispering in “Haunt 
Me” to nervous puckering in “Kiss of 
Life” to shameless orgasmic shrieks 
throughout “Is It a Crime?”, the 
band let her run free. Saxophonist 
Stuart Matthewman and bassist Paul 
S. Denman played down their solos 
to a few notes here and there, just a 
nudge — but that’s all they needed to 
make Sade raise the temperature. 

Because all Sade’s songs lolled 
with a languorous sleaze more appro- 
priate to the bedroom than to the 
dance floor, the Great Woods audi- 
ence remained mostly seated. But it 
was a disco crowd all the same: 
11,500 people of unusual (for Great 
Woods) diversity, both racial and 
stylistic. It was a crowd ready to 
scream for joy as Sade moved just an 
inch this way and that. She shook her 
haunches, twisted her hips, knelt to 
the ground, and — her signature 
gesture — turned her back to the 
crowd as she tiptoed away like the 
expensively gowned vamp she is. 

All her temptress-in-heat songs 
worked: the tropically humid “Haunt 
Me,” the lush-life “Nothing Can 
Come Between Us,” the bump-and- 
grind “Cherry Pie,” the stately high- 
diva “Pear,” and — best of all — a

tion of precursors like the 
chant closing out the Buzzcocks’ “I 
Believe.” 

Such a move is typical of Unrest 
singer/guitarist Mark E. Robinson, 
who also heads DC’s hep Teenbeat 
label, in that fan’s delight and scen- 
ester’s irony skip merrily hand in 
hand. In concert he swoons with lus- 
cious conviction, gazing worshipfully 
at the ceiling, biting his lips with in- 
tensity, head bobbing back and forth. 
At the same time there’s a deadpan 
air to the band’s playing, whether the 
slow, careful mantras or the sound- 
alike rock riffing (from “Cherry 
Cherry” to “Cath Carroll”), that 
keeps fervor at arm’s length. It’s an 
effect, no doubt, of playing quite sim- 
ple music with such studied preci- 
sion, akin to the painstaking graphics 


| surrounding Robinson’s vapid lyrics 
| on the sleeve. 


Yet Unrest manage to avoid pre- 





the erogenous rhythms of “Keep 
Looking,” “Your Love Is King,” and 
“Feel No Pain,” she glued the audi- 
ence’s attentions onto herself. She 
hadn’t much voice — thanking ev- 
eryone for coming to see her, she 
rasped so hoarsely she could hardly 
talk — but she didn’t need one. A 
Sade concert relies less on singing 
than on her actressy performance, 
unmatched except in Parisian pop, as 
an amoureuse. 

Like the greatest current amour- 
euses from France — Jane Birkin, 
Mylene Farmer, Jeanne Mas — Sade 
doesn’t vocalize her lyrics so much as 
dramatize them. At Great Woods she 
screamed, sighed, pouted, shivered, 
purred, stopped the music in mid- 
beat, then started it again as she gave 
herself to the caresses of an imagined 
lover, who, as the scripts of her songs 
indicate, might or might not be re- 





super-sultry “Bullet Proof Soul.” The 
last two come from her latest album, 
Love Deluxe, and they more than live 
up to its title. 

Oddly, though, this album’s big hit, 
“No Ordinary Love,” did not jell. 
Matthewman’s electric-guitar solo (a 
first for a Sade song but a standard 
accompaniment in Parisian amour- 


euse music) had the frenzy of the al- | 


bum version but not the patience or 





the control. And the under-rhythm | 
that makes the album version almost | 


too passionate to endure was no- 
where to be heard. Perhaps it was the 
band’s sound mix, out of whack al 
night long. Or perhaps Sade’s 
hoarseness defeated the music. The 


audience didn’t seem to mind. Sade | 


had raised their temperature past the 


boiling point, and that’s where they | 


wanted to stay.

Major Mind 


Seka by any other name 
is still, happily, the same

f I told you that Strip Mind’s album 
What’s in Your Mouth (Sire) is a 
good, feisty, punk-metal album 
with a lot of songs about sex on it, 
I'd be telling you most of what you 
need to know. Think of any of your fa- 
vorite good, feisty, punk-metal albums 
with lots of songs about sex on them — 
What’s in Your Mouth (out this week on 
Sire) sounds kinda like that, only maybe 
louder. And it’s got a song called “I Wan- 
na Fuck Your Girlfriend,” which is always 
a plus. 

This isn’t the sort of major-label debut 
that’s going to polarize old fans: if you 
liked Seka, the same band under their old 
name, you'll like Strip Mind. Which isn’t 
to say that this album sounds exactly like 
Love Shim, Seka’s debut on Taang! The 
first album owed a lot more to hardcore, 
with machine-gun tempos and rebellious 
sentiments; this one has funnier lyrics and 
more varied music. Although not quite 
melodic, most of the tunes are at least 
hookier than anything on the debut. And 
though there are still a few thrashers, 
many tracks slow down enough to grind 
out on a strong crunch-metal riff while 
lasting long enough to include a big rock- 
guitar solo (Billy O’Malley gets off a good 
one on the title track). So this version of 
the band is a tad slicker and more com- 
mercial than the old one, but I like it bet- 
ter. And it’s got a song called “Lap 
Frappe,” which is always a plus. 

“People have cut us down for having 
that sex, drugs, and rock-and-roll angle on 
things,” reports singer/guitarist Stu 
Shoaps from a phone booth in Fort 
Worth, where the band are passing 
through on their first national tour. “But 
hell, that’s what this stuff is all about. It’s 
always been about that; rock and roll is 
about having a good time and rebellion. 
But if you look at the disc, the only song 
that’s really joky is ‘Lap Frappe,’ and 
that’s kind of tongue-in-cheek. I started 
getting off on a Paul Stanley tangent with 
the vocals on that one. I think that the rest 
of the album covers a wider range of emo- 
tion and stuff.” 

True, some of the tunes have more 
depth — maybe even sensitivity — than 
the titles would indicate. For instance, 
“Pentapussy” is a confused but basically 
supportive response to feminism; “I Wan- 
na Fuck Your Girlfriend” isn’t about want- 





ing to fuck somebody else’s girlfriend, it’s 
about what happens when your ex takes 
up with one of your buddies. Call it a 
thrash-metal answer to “My Best Friend’s 
Girl” by the Cars, a song Strip Mind have 
been covering lately. “What comes out on 
the songs are what bleeds out of my pores, 
know what I mean?”, Shoaps explains. 
“Hey, I’m not a bastard all the time.” 

By now most fans have heard that the 
band had to change their name because the 
porn actress Seka wanted to get paid if 
they were to continue calling themselves 
after her. Did they at least get to hang out 
with her? “No, unfortunately,” Shoaps 
says. “Our manager talked to her a few 
times. She was kind of honored, but the le- 
gal thing tainted her on that. We had about 
1500 other names picked out. Two days 
before mixing, I was still going through the 
phone book, that’s how stupid it was. We 
thought ‘Strip Mind’ had a bunch of differ- 
ent meanings while retaining the Seka con- 
notations. We didn’t want to take on a 
name like God Serpent or something.” 

Shoaps plays down the idea of musical 
changes in the band, even though they’ve 
taken on a major metal producer (Alex Pe- 
rialis, who did Anthrax and Testament) 
and a new drummer (Tim Jordan was 
sacked during the sessions, but replace- 
ment Sully Erna has a similar style — you 
want double bass drums, they got ’em). 
“It’s not too different from any other band 
— you measure them two or three years 
later and they’re gonna evolve. We didn’t 
want to put out the polished Def Leppard 
album, and I don’t think we did that. We 
did a lot of the pre-production ourselves in 
Boston. The producer didn’t put any sug- 
ary cream on top; it’s still blood and 
scabs.” And they got to choose their own 
album cover, a close-up shot of a truly im- 
pressive tongue-piercing belonging to a 
friend of the band: 

The out-of-town gigs have been going 
well, even in places where a metal/hard- 
core mix is still something of a novelty. 
“They really consider us punk rock out 
here. Some of our songs are tearing peo- 
ple’s heads off, and that’s fine. The only 
thing I hate from an audience is indiffer- 
ence. I’d rather have them spitting at us, 
because at least I know we’re getting 
through.” They expect to do more of the 
usual relentless gigging around Boston 
when they get back; by then the fans will 
have had a solid new album to chew on. 
And it’s got a song called “Jingle My 
Bells,” which is always a plus. Q 
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Dr. Alban is a unique artist who left his native Nigeria 
for Sweden, and dentistry, only to give up that profes- 
sion in favor of music. Smart decision. It's My Life, 
the American debut album, includes Dr., Alban's 
three major international hits plus seven other new 
tracks that all display his dynamic mix of reggae, rap, 
and African stylings. 
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Darden Smith has returned with his fourth album 
release in a career that has been characterized by a 
steady output of soulful and thoughtful songs. Little 
Victories draws its sound from multiple musical 
traditions and is filled with incisive observations 
wrapped inside tightly crafted songs - each of which 
is brought to life by Darden's honest and personal 
performances. 
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The Cranberries’ debut release, Everybody Else Is 
Doing It , So Why Can't We?, is a tuneful treasure of 
wistful, melodic songs.rHailing from Limerick, Ire- 
land their sound is that of a finely tuned guitar band, 
with jangles in all the right places. Initial comparisons 
to The Sundays and the Cocteau Twins can be ex- 
pected, but The Cranberries’ individuality will soon 
shine through.

ouis Armstrong and his lat- 
ter-years group the All-Stars 
have gotten a bad rap. The 
conventional wisdom says 
Louis was past his prime and 
Uncle Tommed his way through a rigid 
routine of the same tunes night after night. 
Get the Hot Seven sessions if you want to 
hear the real Louis Armstrong, goes the 
party line. 
But a new Mosaic box of The Complete 
Decca Studio Recordings of Louis Arm- 
strong proves the party line is unjust. Most 
of the music on this six-CD set, recorded 
between 1950 and 1958, is sterling, and 
sometimes inspired, Armstrong. Yes, there 
are some tasteless moments of darkie 
stereotyping, but they are few. Armstrong 
| coped with the commercial compromises 
kejazz survival necessitated better than most. 

Despite the pressures, his All-Stars created 
| genuine, heartfelt, artful music. 

Armstrong formed the All-Stars in 1947 
| with clarinettist Barney Bigard (who left 
| the Ellington Orchestra to join), trombon- 

ist Jack Teagarden, pianist Dick Cary, 
bassist Arvell Shaw, drummer Sid Catlett,

sider this the best of the band’s many line- 
ups. Certainly no subsequent trombonist, 
including the redoubtable Trummy Young, 
who appears on most of the Mosaic box, 
equaled Teagarden’s mellow soulfulness or 
funny-sad vocals. But the grittier and 
more robust clarinettist Edmund Hall, a 
member between 55 and ’58, may have 
been better suited to Armstrong’s declam- 
atory style than the decorative, elliptical 
Bigard. In the rhythm section, Arvell Shaw 
remained for decades, Cary’s replacements 
included Earl Hines and Billie Kyle, and 
Catlett gave way to Cozy Cole and later to 
the functional Danny Barcelona. 

It’s easy to see how the band got their 
reputation. Overall, the music is not as 
good as the Hot Five and Seven sessions. 
Then again, very little jazz is. But saying 
the All-Stars don’t measure up is not the 
same as saying they’re bad. As Dan Mor- 
genstern states in his liner notes, it’s ab- 
surd to measure an entire career against a 
few seminal days with bands that never ex- 
isted outside the recording studio. (The 
assertion that the All-Stars repeated them- 
selves in concert, however, is confirmed by 
their live recordings, of which there are 
seemingly hundreds.) 

Thanks to the sympathy and taste of 
producer Milt Gabler, the quality of the 
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music of his artful, genuine latter-years All-Stars. 


Decca sessions in the Mosaic box is con- 
sistently high. The earlier sessions feature 
memorable versions of classics “(Give Me) 
A Kiss To Build a Dream On,” “April in 
Portugal,” and “Muskrat Ramble.” 

More than half the box is from the so- 
called Autobiography sessions, a Gabler 
inspiration to have Armstrong record new 
versions of many of his hits and reminisce 
about the originals in between. (The rather 
stilted narration is omitted in the Mosaic 
reissues.) Recorded on eight dates in De- 
cember 1956 and January 1957, the Auto- 
biography sessions feature Armstrong in 
fine form. His huge sculptural tone, a 
wonder of expressive power, and the per- 
fect timing that made the simplest phrases 
dance with inner fire and life were as im- 
pressive as ever on tunes like “If I Could 
Be with You,” “I Surrender Dear,” and 
“Hobo, You Can’t Ride This Train,” to 


name just a few from these rich dates. His 
voice’s endlessly fascinating rasp, so full of 
the emotions hidden in its rough surface, 
and his startling way of slurring words into 
phrases more laden with meaning than 
mere speech work their magic not only on 
the Autobiography tracks but throughout 
all these sessiofis — which add up to a 
very productive decade. 

In one form or anothér, Louis Arm- 
strong and the All-Stars rémained popular 
for more than 20 years. Listening to them 
on this Mosaic box tells*you why: more 
consistently than any other musician in

Morphine take their effect 


on Boston’s rock scene

n some ways Morphine are about 
the least likely success story to hit 
the Boston circuit. For starters, 
there’s that notorious instrumental 
line-up: drums, baritone sax, two- 
string slide bass, and not a damn thing 
more; especially not the guitar solos you 
keep expecting. But there are other good 


| reasons why Morphine were anything but 
| a sure thing. Their music owes as much to 
| blues and Vegas grind as it does to rock, 
| which would have made them more likely 


to play roots-type clubs than to sell out the 
Middle East or the Causeway the way 
they’ve been doing. Then there’s the 


| “spinoff from an old band” syndrome (two 


of the three members were in Treat Her 


| Right) — which can be the kiss of death, 


given the scene’s prejudices against folks 


| who've been around for a while. 


On the other hand, there are a few rea- 
sons why Morphine’s rise makes perfect 


| sense. They may not sound like a rock 
| band, but on a good night they can kick 


and swing like one; and their heavy use of 


| open space can be a refreshing change 


from the tradition of louder-is-better. Be- 


sides, frontman Mark Sandman has shown 
a knack for memorable songs ever since he 
wrote Treat Her Right’s signature number, 
“I Think She Likes Me,” in the mid ’80s. 
Sandman is one of those guys who seems 
to have been born to be on stage in front 
of a band. Like it or not, he’s one of the 
few people on the local circuit who can ex- 
ude rock-star charisma and get away with 
It. 

“God, I don’t know,” is how he ap- 
proached that issue in an interview at the 
Middle East last week. “I will say that we 
try to bring a little personality to the 
shows. Sometimes when we’re playing a 
packed rock club we get people who stop 
talking, or applaud Dana [sax player Dana 
Colley, ex—-Three Colors] when he does a 
solo. That’s when it feels good. Is that 
what you mean?” 

Not quite, but we get the picture: Sand- 
man will gladly talk about music till the 
cows come home, but he’s inscrutable 
when it comes to anything else. He’s likely 
to brush off questions about his song 
lyrics, which usually concern roguish char- 
acters caught up in sexual intrigues. 
“They’re not perfect mirrors of anyone. 
Sure, my personality comes through, no 
matter how much I try to disguise it. If I’m 
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telling a story, people assume there must 
be some dark reason why I’m telling it. 
But they’re not directly reflective of any- 
thing about me, though it’s flattering when 
people think they are.” 

Some of his best stories turn up on the 
new album Cure for Pain (out this week on 
Rykodisc), which marks the first time 
they’ve caught their live drive in a studio. 
On their debut, Good (recorded in 1989, 
released in 1991 on Accurate Distortion, 
lately reissued on Rykodisc), the band 
were still restricted by their line-up: the 
bass-heavy sound came off too drony and 
it sounded, at times, like a Treat Her Right 
album with one channel missing. Even 
their best live number, “You Speak My 
Language,” sounded a bit flat on disc, 
thanks to a weird processing effect on 
Sandman’s voice. 

That’s less a problem on the new 
record, since the past few years of gigging 
have taught the band a lot about arrange- 
ments and dynamics. Sure, there are times 
when you wish for some instrumental vari- 
ation. No matter how well played, there 
are only so many baritone sax solos a 
rock-trained ear can absorb. But what 
these songs call for is a band who swing, 
no matter what they’re playing; and that’s 
what comes out here. 

Sandman’s lyrics throw fresh spins on 
some familiar characters from the blues: 
the backdoor lover (a funny cheatin’ song 
called “Thursday”), the backstreet hipster 
(“Buena”), and the everyday down-and- 
outer (the title track, which includes the 
album’s best chorus: “Someday, there’ll be 
a cure for pain/That’s the day I throw my 
drugs away”). “I think that song’s saying 
something obvious,” he notes, “but it’s not 
something that’s said very much.” 

The question remains, though, why they 
stay so resolutely stripped-down. Would it 
be that much of a no-no if Colley picked 
up a tenor sax or Sandman put the other 
two strings on his bass? (At least Billy 
Conway — an original Morphine member 
who recently replaced his own replace- 
ment, Jerome Deupree — gets to play a 
full drum kit instead of the “cocktail 
drum” he played in Treat Her Right.) 

“Well, there’s some practical reasons for 
this,” Sandman replies. “First of all, every 
bass string has every note on it, so it’s not 
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like you’re giving anything up. I started 
out using only one string;I didn’t put the 
second one on until halfway through the 
first album. Now I can get those power 
chords. The basic rock power chord only 
uses two strings anyhow, and more would 
get in the way. I would recommend to ev- 
erybody that they take strings off their in- 
struments. 

“We try to arrange it so you don’t feel 
there’s anything missing. The bass strings 
I use happen to blend especially well with 
Dana’s baritone-sax playing, which I think 
is the heart and soul of the band, and we 
want to stick with the sound we generate 
together.” 

The real surprise here is “In Spite of 
Me,” a bitter acoustic number that occurs 
mid album like a quarrel in the middle of a 
party. It sounds nothing like a typical 
Morphine song, either instrumentally 
(with mandolin played by’Jim Ryan of the 
Blood Oranges) or moodwise, as the lyrics 
find Sandman accusing an ex-lover (or ex- 
friend, maybe even ex-bandmate): “I’m 
proud to have known you for the short 
time that I did/Proud to have been a step 
up on your way/Proud to have been part 
of your illustrious career/And I know you 
did it all in spite of me.” The half-whis- 
pered vocal makes him sound like a differ- 
ent singer; it suggests real depths of hostil- 
ity. 

“That was just a track we cut at Hit-n- 
Run (his home studio) that we thought 
would fit well at that point on the album,” 
he shrugs. “It’s our ‘Going to California,’ 
so to speak [he’s referring to the mandolin 
song on Led Zeppelin IV]. It’s not any 
more personal than the others.” 

As for Treat Her Right, they were laid to 
rest before they officially broke up, which 
didn’t happen yntil a “last ever” show at 
Johnny D’s thfs past March. Their slow 
fizzle was due to the usual major-label 
kind of reasons. (In a:nutshell, RCA 
picked up the band’s debut album, which 
was made for cheap at Fort Apache, and 
got a semi-hit with it. Then the label spent 
about 10 times as much on the follow-up, 
got an album that sounded pretty much 
the same, and wondered why it didn’t turn 
a profit.) The band then bashed out an en- 
joyable covers album, What's Good for You 
on Rounder, but the real third album, 
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Take Me with You When You Go, was just 
a cassette sold at gigs. (Co-guitarist David 
Champagne now leads King Kane’s Junko 
Partners; harmonica player Jim Fitting 
landed a more lucrative gig as a touring 
member of the The.) “We never broke up, 
we just stopped playing,” Sandman says. 
“That last gig just put a little closure on 
the whole deal.” 

Sandman’s own taste has shifted from 
the vintage blues records that inspired 
Treat Her Right. “Lately I’ve been hunting 
down recordings of handmade instru- 
ments, from places where people have nev- 
er heard of an electric guitar, or couldn’t 
dream of owning one.” And he sees no 
reason these influences shouldn’t seep into 
Morphine. “I don’t think of us as a rock 
band, or a blues band, or anything like 
that. It’s a music band.”

SINGLE OF THE WEEK. Sexual obses- 
sion — there, I’ve got your attention — is 
always a meaty subject, and eclectic rocker 
Jennifer Trynin has come up with a good 
one in “Beg” (Summerville).

WALDEN BENEFIT. Last weekend’s 
megabash at Foxboro Stadium to save 
Walden Woods (or was it the other way 
around?) was that rare event that makes 
you feel good about stadium rock, with a 
bunch of fairly legit superstars playing 
their hits and doing their bit. Even Don 
Henley, who’s written a total of two 
songs I like, did me the favor of playing 
both those songs (“One of These Nights” 
and an admittedly perfect end-of-the-sea- 
son song, “Boys of Summer”) within the 
first 15 minutes of his set, making the 
pretentious Eagles oldie that followed 
(“The Last Resort”) go down that much 
easier. You don’t have to do the Boston 
area a big favor to make your songs more 
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interesting, but it helps. 

Aerosmith gave the most bang for the 
buck, cramming six of their hotter num- 
bers (with newer stuff bookended by the 
venerable “Walk This Way” and “Toys in 
the Attic”) into a 30-minute set, diluted 
only in that Steven Tyler had to tone down 
his saltier stage patter for the national ra- 
dio broadcast (so Joe Perry’s unofficial 
middle name was never mentioned). Good 
old Elton was good old Elton, with some 
of the more durable oldies around (nice 
touch: doing “Don’t Let the Sun Go 
Down on Me” while the sun was setting.

Perry may be right. If Australian aborig- 
ine band Yothu Yindi can make a hit with 
yulunga, why not these specialists in pre- 
monotheistic spirit? And if France’s great 
dance-rock band Niagara Can write a per- 
cussive little flirt song called “Le Mino- 
taur,” why shouldn’t Perry and Gerrard 
pay a visit to Minoan Crete? 

Still, it’s not comforting to watch the 
self-described “medium” and his séance 
partner protect their ancient magic from 
claim jumpers. You may sense this defen- 
siveness in Into the Labyrinth, which does 
indeed feature more percussion and chant- 
ing — more usable, disco-friendly dance 
rhythms — than the albums that made 
Dead Can Dance a fanatically followed 
cult band. They’re still more wedded to 
weird midnights and gnomic metamor- 
phoses than any band I know, but for a 
change they sound enough like the Celtic 
fringe of European pop to worry a long-

INNOVATIVE wnoies 


s a fountain of new ideas on how to make and sell 

records, independent labels are without peer. 

Following is a list of some indie labels that 
have developed niche markets which later proved to be 
lucrative for other players, independent and major. 
SST 
Band-owned label becomes a D.I.Y. model 

The number of “alternative rock” bands which once 
recorded for SST, then went on to major-label careers, is 
impressive: Hiisker Dii, Dinosaur Jr. fIREHOSE, Sonic Youth, 
Soundgarden, Meat Puppets, to name a few. SST was started 
in 1980 by primo L.A. hardcore band Black Flag as an outlet 
for its own vinyl fixation; it went on to become an ‘80s 
powerhouse, amassing a catalog of over 600 titles. A spin-off 
label, Cruz, specializes in post punk a la All, Big Drill Car. 
SST also owns the New Alliance label; will launch a 
biographical/instructional label, Issues, in November; is 
heavily involved in merchandise (clothing, etc); and operates 
a retail outlet on Sunset Blvd. in West Hollywood, Calif. 
Mobile Fidelity Sound Labs 
Audiophile pioneer 
Since 1977, Mobile Fidelity has been dedicated to 

faithfully reproducing high-fidelity recordings, regardless of 
time or cost. The label introduced the first original master 
recording LPs, half-speed mastered from the original master 
tape and pressed on virgin vinyl. It also kicked off the 
development of an audiophile-quality gold-plated compact 
disc, the Ultradisc. Releases include discs ranging from 
biggies like the Beatles and Pink Floyd to cult figures like 
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Webb Pierce and the Firesign Theatre. 

K-Tel 

Telemarketing pioneer 

As the purveyor of all those 20 Dynamic Smash-Hits-type 
compilations of the ‘70s, along with other products that went 
téte-a-téte over the airwaves with Ronco’s Veg-A-Matic, K-Tel 
became synonymous with late-night-TV-peddled schlock. It’s 
now a serious label with subsidiaries: Headfirst (jazz), 
Nouveau (new age) and Era, which reissues some interesting, 
mostly ‘70s titles (Mink DeVille, Crow, Gypsy, Lamont 
Cranston). K-Tel is also reaching for Nashville’s brass ring 
with country acts like the Wood Brothers. 

Vanguard (Welk Music Group) 

Influential folkie imprint 

Started as a folk and blues label in the ‘60s with Joan Baez 
and Pete Seeger, the label expanded into blues by artists like 
Buddy Guy. Vanguard was purchased in 1986 by Welk 
founders Maynard and Seymour Solomon. Biggest records in 
the catalog include the Weavers, Doc Watson and Buffy St. 
Marie; the label is about to release a Joan Baez boxed set, 
which includes material from her A&M and Portrait (Epic) 
catalogs. Welk also owns Hindsight (a big-band label) and 
Ranwood, which has in its catalog a Lawrence Welk box, 
culled from his many Ranwood recordings. 

Fantasy 

Pioneering catalog repackager, jazz label 

Home of Credence Clearwater Revival, Fantasy has also set 
standards as the reissue king of classic jazz and r&b releases 
(it invented the two-fer and also scored with its detail-correct- 
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down-to-the-center-label Original Jazz Classics reissue series). 
Established in 1949 by Max and Sol Weiss, the label first 
signed Dave Brubeck; acerbic comic/social critic Lenny Bruce 
also recorded for the label. Catalogs controlled by Fantasy 
include Memphis r&b machine Stax (post-Atlantic sides, 
including Big Star), Prestige (Miles Davis, John Coltrane), 
Milestone (McCoy Tyner, Sonny Rollins), Riverside 
(Thelonious Monk), Contemporary/Good Time Jazz (Art 
Pepper), Pablo (Ella Fitzgerald) and Specialty (Little Richard, 


Sam Cooke).

cough—a little hack in the middle 
of a guitar solo in “I Gotta Move 
Out of This Neighborhood”—and 
somehow it sounds perfect. That’s because 





it’s honest; and in the blues, there’s nothing 
more beautiful than the unvarnished 
wrinkles of real life. Which makes Blues 
Summit (MCA) the grittiest album B.B. 
King’s made since the ‘70s. 

Blues Summit pairs King with a courtful of 





blues royalty: Etta James, Buddy Guy, Robert Cray, Koko Taylor, Albert Collins, John 
Lee Hooker, Irma Thomas and more. It’s a who’s who of the blues, and the kind of 
company that fires King to a terrific performance. His duet with Etta James, “There’s 
Something on Your Mind,” is sweetly soulful, King’s guitar wrapping gently around 
James’ supple notes like a lover’s arms. And teamed with Thomas and Taylor, King 
hollers with powerful conviction ringing from the bottom of his belly. After hearing 
him hung up to dry with mostly generic session hams, as on 1991's Live at the Apollo, 
or sweating out a great performance of spotty songs as on There Is Always One More 
Time (also ‘91), King’s made a whoppingly meaty return to form. 

Big Time Sarah’s as ambitious as her name suggests, tackling “Summertime” and 
“Ain’t No Sunshine” on Lay It on ‘Em Girls (Delmark). But with her limited vocal 
range she suffers in comparison to Bill Withers and Janis Joplin, let alone Ella 
Fitzgerald. But she’s really very good applying her high-energy style to a couple of 
songs Willie Dixon wrote for her before his death, including the campy update 
“Hoochie Coochie Woman” and “Every Man I See.” Sarah sounds like a lost link to 
Bessie Smith crowing “Why My Man Won’t Treat Me Right” and her own “Blues All 
Alone.” That’s an impression heightened by the barroom piano of Tony Llorens, a 
member of her band BTS Express.

of his Stooges heyday with ‘90s studio discipline to come up with 





his most focused, satisfying album in ages. The new and 
marginally less formal—American Caesar (Virgin) continues Pop's 
revitalization, with an ambivalent state-of-the-union address 
balancing an unsettling sense of societal breakdown with images 
of smaller personal triumphs. At this late date, his songwriting 
has taken on an unselfconsciously refelective tone that adds to the tightly coiled tension of his 
pre-apocalyptic sociopolitical screeds (“Wild America,” “Hate”) and lends authority to his love 
songs. (“Beside You,” “It's Our Love”). Even his topical “Louie Louie” rewrite is a cohesive 
statement rather than a conceit. But the album-ending spoken word schtick is Iggy-Pop-the- 
blowhard at his most stilted. 

Split Enz founder (and short-term Crowded House member) Tim Finn’s fourth solo outing, 
Before and After (Capitol), is his most focused yet, with Finn's flawlessly crafted, emotionally rich 
tunes, well-served by the snappy sonic confections of producers Clive Langer and Alan 
Winstanley. 

Amidst a slew of worthy New Zealand pop-noise combos, the Cakekitchen-now based in 
London-stands out for its intoxicating, multi-textural stew of scorched-earth guitar and 
insinuating shards of melody.The mix is as entrancing as ever on Far From the Sun (Homestead), 
on which singer/guitarist Graeme Jeffries leads an able new rhythm section through the band's 
most expressive set to date. Meanwhile, veteran N.Z.-scenester Robert Scott leads his perpetually 
underappreciated quartet the Bats through another bittersweetly wonderful set on Silverbeet 
(Mammoth), on which American producer Lou Giordano fine-tunes Scott’s quietly 
uncompromising songs and the band’s stately rolling jangle, with no loss in character. 

On its long-awaited second album, So Tonight That I Might See (Capitol), Mazzy Star- i.e. ex-Rain 
Parade man David Roback and coolly detached chanteuse Hope Sandoval-again weaves overt 
’60s references into organically melancholic gorgeousness, from the Velvetsy lope of “Bells Ring“ 
to the Doors-like raga of “Mary of Silence.”

group’s usual lo-fi approach and penchant for cuts rather than songs per se, for an unlikely if 
unintentional bookend wth the latest Beastie Boys disc. The immediate attraction is the 
rhythm section styling reminiscent of late-’60s white-boys blues (Butterfield to early Zep), but 
repeated listens will reveal a knack for sound sculpture existing beyond the psycho freak-out 
vocal shenanigans. The purity of form on Extra Width should serve as a lesson to those grunge 
bands who place angst before feel.

Vartinna— Seleniko(Green Linnet/Xenophile) 

Vartinna sounds like Le Mystére des Voix Bulgares went on a summer camping trip in the 
Irish countryside and met up with the Travellers. The four Finnish women and their backing 
band make music reminiscent of both nationalities. The sound is lighter and more merry than 
the Bulgarian women. Pipes, fiddle, bouzouki and accordion give a decidedly non-Finnish 
Irish sound to the songs. A capella chants also bring to mind Euro-African groups like Zap 
Mama. The lyrics are in Finnish, but summaries of each song in the liner notes weave tales of 
traditional love songs from all regions of Finland. Because Finnish is such a fluid language, at 
least to my non-Scandinavian-familiar ears, the songs slip along effortlessly.

Paul Kelly—Gonna Stick and Stay (Bullseye Blues/Rounder) 

Florida native Paul Kelly's first hit was “Stealin in the Name of the Lord” (a still-relevant 
tune about unscrupulous religious leaders) in the early ‘70s; he followed with two albums of 
down-home r&b on Warner Bros. After that , Kelly worked as a songwriter whose material 
was recorded by Karla Bonoff, Z.Z. Hill and others. In 1992, encouraged by producer Scott 
Billington—a longtime fan—Kelly returned to the studio and recorded this collection, done in 
an unpretentious manner harkening back to late-’60s gospel-and blues-rooted soul. As songs 
like the forceful “Friendly Enemies,” about people who'll “butter you up just to have you for 
breakfast” and the catchy, danceable, “Just One Love” prove, Kelly’s muse remains strong.

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Zorn of plenty 


Downtown’s hardcore hitman 
continues his big shakedown 


by Jonathan Dixon 


he most attention paid to 

New York composer John 

Zorn’s mainly marginal ca- 

reer came with the homony- 

mous debut by his band 
Naked City. Its vinyl-only follow-up, Tor- 
ture Garden, was domestically reissued on 
CD for the first time two weeks ago, by 
Shimmy Disc. 

The CD shows up just as Zorn is shift- 
ing his visibility into high gear: introducing 
his new band Masada, increasing activity 
on his Japan-only Avant label (which re- 
leases a live CD by no-wave legends DNA 
next week), and kicking off a 30-night 
showcase of his back catalogue of material 
(including a seven-show reunion of the 
defunct Naked City) at Manhattan’s Knit- 
ting Factory. 

Torture Garden isn’t the stellar high 
point from either Zorn or Naked City 
(Zorn plus Bill Frisell, Joey Baron, Wayne 
Horvitz, Fred Frith, and the amazing 
Boredoms singer/Japanese noise king Ya- 
matsuka Eye). But it comes the closest to 
being Zorn’s aesthetic blueprint, and it’s 
postmodern to the letter. Zorn gets it all 
in: rapid-fire changes in a cross-genre pol- 
lination, a collage sense of arrangement, 
and a TV-damaged, all-inclusive set of 
musical tastes. 

The album is a whacked hybrid of jazz 
and film noir scores (among other musical 
“quotes”) forced to coexist against a con- 
stant backdrop of hardcore and speed 
metal. The spastic results usually carry out 
their tour of duty in less a minute; Torture 
Garden lists 42 songs (sample titles: 





“Thrash Jazz Assassin,” “New Jersey 
Scum,” “Perfume of a Critic’s Burning 
Flesh”), clocks in at just over 26 minutes, 
and, when it’s over, still feels like a full al- 
bum’s worth of material. 

Zorn’s modus operandi goes like this: a 
10-second hardcore chord progression, 
two-second drum fill, and then the entire 
band, including vocalist Zorn’s saxophone, 
race to some pre-arranged finish line, blar- 
ing all the way. From there they swing into 
a four-count measure of rockabilly or 
cocktail plinkings, explode again, and stop 
the song. As noted, this takes less than a 
minute; the longest track, “Shangkuan 
Ling-Feng,” is 1:14; the shortest is “Ham- 
merhead” at :08. 

The basic Zorn aesthetic is predicated 
on the idea of ripping musical moments 
out of context and pasting them, sound by 
sound, block by block, into new patterns. 
He’s got a media-infected sense of presen- 
tation: just enough of the cocktail-piano 
plinkings to fix whatever connotations 
cocktail piano conjures up, then slam into 
another quote — an old jazz riff, or a bar 
or two of dub reggae. Zorn’s work in gen- 
eral minimizes content in favor of warping 
form and severing contexts. Severing con- 
text also severs meaning, and the songs 
and the signifiers therein speed by too 
quickly to take on any new definitions. 
Form is all you get, though “The Ways of 
Pain,” “Osaka Bondage,” and “Dead 
Dread” are as tightly wrapped and inspir- 
ing as you could ask for. 

Zorn has always espoused the virtues of 
hardcore (“Fucking hardcore rules. Smash 
racism.” — Spy Vs. Spy liner notes, 1989), 
which isn’t too radical an endorsement 
since composer-in-arms Glenn Branca and 
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POSTMODERN TO THE LETTER: rapid-fire changes and TV- 


damaged musical tastes color his quick-cut compositions. 


Sonic Youth have advanced the same senti- 
ments. But Zorn is the only one to pursue 
it as if it meant anything; it’s Naked City’s 
nexus, vortex, and raison d’étre, even if it 
isn’t the genre where Zorn makes his 
greatest contributions. Hardcore suffers 
more from lack of context than any other 
music on the album, and in the end it 
sounds colder and more clinical (though 
still wild) than Zorn probably wanted. His 
attempts at ur-hardcore, as he works in 
compressed time frames, could be an effort 
to give hardcore the respectability it’s never 
accorded, or maybe he’s just trying to low- 
er his highbrow tag. His TV-eye emphoy- 
ment of mass-consumption symbols like 
lounge music and spy-flick themes points 
up some populist leanings, even if his col- 
lective-conscious signifiers are a bit dated. 
What the band gain in form annihilation 
they lose in expressiveness — they’re short 
on the sinew and power of other Zorn out- 
fits like Krystallnacht, Painkiller, or the 
just-inaugurated Masada. Painkiller, with 
Bill Laswell and Napalm Death drummer 


Mick Harris, show Zorn at his most hallu- 


cinatory and elastic; Krystallnacht, with 
musical representations of Jewish life and 
memory, are Zorn at his most harrowing; 


and Masada, Jewish folk melodies filtered | 
through free-jazz sensibilities, promise to | 


top all of them. Naked City are a wild 
enough ride, it’s just that the destination’s 
a little more questionable. 

Because Zorn’s lesser moments hit 
peaks a lot of people will never approach, 
and because this is one of his few afford- 
able (read: non-import) releases, you 
could make worse mistakes in your pur- 
chases; his goals, after all, are admirable. 
His 1987 summation was right on: “I love 

. speed bands, thrash bands. It’s a 
whole new way of thinking, of living. And 


we've got to keep up with it. I'll probably | 


die trying.”

Loud, flashy, and 
unabashedly romantic, the mega- 
hit musical by the creators of Les 
Misérables, Claude-Michel Schén- 
berg (music) and Alain Boubiil

experience. A retelling of Madama 
Butterfly with the politics and guilt 
of Vietnam as a sort of handmaid- 
en, it’s also an extraordinary mar- 
riage of melodrama and machin- 
ery, what with the musical’s thwart- 
ed lovers, departing American Gi 
Chris and his Vietnamese in- 
amorata Kim, struggling to find 
each other through the fog, glare, 
and fwip-fwip of whirring blades as 
the fall of Saigon is re-enacted, 
complete with landing and takeoff 
of a lifesize, computer-operated 
helicopter. There is something 
troubling, if eerily cathartic, about 
this razzle-dazzle re-enactment of 
such a painful moment in our col- 
lective consciousness as backdrop 
to a love story. But that’s not to 
say that the musical — superbly 
staged, from the shimmery shards 
of Saigon to the blinking fleshpots 
of Bangkok — does not accom- 
plish what it sets out to do.

GET SERIOUS 
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**1/2 Andy LaVerne, DOUBLE 
STANDARD (Triloka). Give credit 
to pianist LaVerne for his concept: 
he codifies the bebop practice of 
reharmonizing standards and 
inventing new melodies. So “Night 
and Day” becomes “In Love with 
Night,” and “Like Someone in 
Love” becomes “Why Ask Why.” 
The tunes also get straight treat- 
ments (thus the title). LaVerne is a 
technically facile pianist, and his 
trio (bassist Steve LaSpina and 
drummer Gregory Hutchinson) 
engage in fluid interplay in the Bill 
Evans manner. 

But on each relistening it’s sax- 
ophonist Billy Drewes wito steals 
the attention. His light, fiuttering 
tenor eats up LaVerne’s charts, 
taking one unpredictable turn after 
another through these familiar 
changes. And despite his light 
attack, he’s capable of a wide 
array of timbres and textures — 
aggressive rhythmic leaps, vocal- 
like falsettos, a rich bottom regis- 
ter. His soprano avoids nasal 
mewling; it’s as firm and secure as 
a good alto. What’s more, every 
tumbling figure or sideways har- 
monic turn sounds as though he 
were playing it for the first time.

**1/2 Ray Alexander Sextet, 
RAIN IN JUNE (Nerus). Vibra- 
phonist (formerly drummer) Ray 
Alexander is a fiftysomething yeo- 
man (read: unheralded) veteran of 
Claude Thornhill’s and Charlie 
Barnet’s big bands and the com- 
bos of George Shearing and Anita 
O'Day. He’s hired Kenny Barron 
(piano), Harvie Swartz (bass), and 
Oliver Jackson (drums) for his first 
lead date on his own label. Also 
adding witty, agile solos is cornet- 
tist Warren Vaché. The material is 
strong standard fare through the 
first half, afterward harmless, with 
Alexander’s polite ditties (he 
croons the title tune) and madden- 
ingly cute two-finger piano on 
“Lady Be Good.” (Write to Nerus

** 1/2 Cracker, KEROSENE HAT 
(Virgin). David Lowery is in seri- 
ous danger of becoming a pain in 
the ass. It was fine for him to be 
glib and clever all the time in 
Camper Van Beethoven, since he 
had a band that could play virtually 
any style of music for at least two 
minutes. But Cracker is a more 
direct guitar band, which means 
he needs to come up with some- 
thing more substantial than last 
year’s novelty hit “Teen Angst.” 
Fortunately, he’s done some of 
that; the new single “Low” brings 
back the surprising dark edges of 
Camper’s last album Key Lime 
Pie, and “Take Me Down to the 








Infirmary” (“. . . so | won’t have to 
sleep or drink alone”) is at least 
convincing in its self-pity. And the 
big classic-rock tribute “Sweet 
Potato” is so good-naturedly dumb 
that it’s hard to resist. 

Other tracks bring back 
Lowery’s less likable tendencies: 
the potshots at easy targets (rock 
stars) on “Get Off This” and end- 
less non-sequiturs on the title 
track. And the Dead cover “Loser” 
is, well, a Dead cover (Camper 
used to do it live). Still, Cracker 
have developed a great guitar 
sound, and this album is better as 
a whole than their debut — if you 
don’t count the 20 minutes of joke 
songs and CD trickery at the end 
of the disc.

**x Ghost of an American Air- 
man, SKIN (Hollywood). Aside 
from being a bit unwieldy, the 
name Ghost of an American Air- 
man evokes images of that spy 
plane that went down in 1960 — a 
U2 if I’m not mistaken. These guys 
are from Belfast and they should 
know better than to make overt 
references to U2, musically or oth- 
erwise. But that’s exactly what 
they continue to do on their sopho- 
more effort. 

Skin isn’t without its redeeming 
qualities. The band show good 
basic pop instincts on “1955’er,” a 
driving, melodic, nostalgic ode to a 
girl and her car (a 1955 Porsche 
Spider). Unfortunately, singer 
Dodge McKay can’t resist overe- 
moting on some already melodra- 
matic lyrics (“If we live or if we 
die/if I'm at home or in exile”), 
which gives the song that all-too- 
earnest soaring vocal effect that 
even Bono abandoned at Zoo 
Station. “Warboys” and “King of 
Nothing” aim for that rigidly funky, 
slightly metallic groove favored by 
bands trying to capture U2’s 
anthemic authority, but Cliffs of 
Dooneen are better at this game. 
And though McKay proves he’s 
got some powerful lungs on the 
folky “Country,” lyrics like “Some- 
one’s making money out of all this 
fighting going on” are disingenu- 
ous and way too self-righteous.

* x: Colin Linden, SOUTH AT 
EIGHT NORTH AT NINE (De- 
luge). This listener-friendly pop- 
blues outing from Canadian Linden 
doesn’t ask for much, and it 
doesn’t offer much either. The 
songs lope along comfortably, with 
Linden’s guitar adding dabs of 
color and punctuation at all the 
necessary spots. He’s a so-so 
singer, but his vocals are service- 
able enough for his simple stories, 
and his acoustic duet with Bruce 
Cockburn on Sonny Terry's “Gonna 
Get on My Feet After a While” is an 
arresting soulful moment amid the 
otherwise facile production.

*x*x* Robin S, SHOW ME LOVE 
(Atlantic). Not since Karen Young 
sang her ferocious coloratura in 
1978's “Hot Shot” has a singer so 
electrified dance-clubland as 
Robin S in “Show Me Love.” It’s 
the biggest pop-radio hit that 
deep-house music has ever 
known, a silky shot of darling, deli- 
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cate disco — a respect-me theme 
song for love queens to reign by. 
Robin S, too. 

So it’s surprising to find that, 
except for a nearly-as-queenly 
deep-house piece called “Love for 
Love,” the inevitable follow-up 
album runs far, far away from 
disco coquetry. In fact, it goes all 
the way to the sorrowlully infatuat- 
ed, mellow falsetto, Delfonics-to- 
Linda-Jones soul that ruled in 
Philadelphia in the early ’70s. 
Performed without sequencers, 
digital tape, or any of the other 
software that makes club DJs run, 
matter-of-fact songs like “Once in 
a Lifetime Love,” “My Kind of 
Man,” “When You Find Love,” and 
“Who's Gonna Raise the Child” 
collapse fondly around Robin S's 
soprano, a tender and supple 
instrument with just enough rich- 
ness of tone and sense of direc- 
tion to enhance a melody without 
suffocating its refinement. It’s a 
big-sister voice, not a night 
queen’s — and why not?

*x*x1/2 Gumbo, DROPPING 
SOULFUL H,0 ON THE FIBER 
(Chrysalis). The title means, no 
joke, “shedding soulful tears on the 
page.” Taking the lead from their 
hands-on mentor Speech (of Ar- 
rested Development), these three 
Milwaukee rappers weep for free- 
dom, for naturainess, for history — 
for the whole neo-hippie agenda of 
African-American cultural aware- 
ness. But they deal with the soggy 
weight of their paeans-to-positivity 
much better than Speech does 
when he heads AD, the drippiest 
rap group ever to go mega-plat- 
inum. That's due partly to the less 
preachy lyrics and nimbler vocals 
of Gumbo’s frontman, the 18-year- 
old high-school dropout Faluke 
Kele Fulani, and partly to Speech 
himself, whose music and produc- 
tion are more low-key, more 
Straight hip-hop than they are with 
his main crew. 

Still, this relative understate- 
ment doesn't help the outright con- 
ceptual duds, and it actually hin- 
ders the best cuts from becoming 
the kind of crossover smashes 
that could elevate Gumbo into cul- 
tural icons, such as AD became 
with “Tennessee,” their strongest 
number and '92’s most striking rap 
hit. Instead, these pretty melodies, 
bright grooves, and enticing 
Africana samples will probably just 
be enough to provide Fulani with a 
healthy back-to-school fund for the 
day his pen and his tear ducts run 
dry.

**1/2 Luther Allison, LIVE '89: 
LET'S TRY IT AGAIN (Mondo 
Blues). Paris-based guitarist 
Allison, who 20 years back was a 
young star in the Chicago biues 
firmament, is a perennial favorite 
in the Down Beat International 
Critics Poll. The reason is sug- 
gested during part of this 1989 
performance in Berlin, when the 
creeping title track shows his slow 
bends crackling with uncontrived 
excitement as the textures of his 
inflamed voice reveal tortured des- 
peration. Allison’s frenetically 
picked ax makes “Life Is a Bitch” 
scream bloody murder, and in

“Fight,” his roughhouse vocals 
punch right through clichés 
churned out by his not-ready-for- 
prime-time accompanists. An 
eclectic sort, Allison likes to move 
beyond the blues and dip into the 
rock, funk, and soul bags; his sur- 
prising rendition of “(Sittin’ On) 
The Dock of the Bay” captures 
some of Otis Redding’s contem- 
plative grace. Guitar manhandler 
Bernard Allison takes charge on 
“Bad News Is Coming” and “Just 
My Guitar (and Me),” straining for 
the conviction that comes naturally 
to his father.

AUF, Lothar Zagrosek, Leipzig 
Gewandhaus Orchestra (Lon- 
don, 2 CDs). 

*x*x* KRENEK: JONNY SPIELT 
AUF (excerpts), Heinrich Holl- 
reiser, Vienna State Orchestra 
(Vanguard). When the Nazis 
came to power, they banned some 
of the most progressive music as 
“entartete” (degenerate). Careers 
were cut short; many Jewish com- 
posers were exterminated in the 
Holocaust. London has just started 
a new series called Entartete 
Musik. The first issue is Ernst 
Krenek’s jazz opera, Jonny spielt 
auf (“Johnny Strikes Up”), the 
most popular opera of Weimar 
Germany. On stage it had a car, a 
train, a radio, and a telephone; the 
plot included an interracial affair; 
and there was a saxophone in the 
orchestra. By 1930, it had more 
than 70 productions and the Nazis 
had a fit. 

Jonny is a very peculiar work. 
It’s like a symbolist late Ibsen play 
crossed with one of those low- 
budget rock-and-roll movies, 
except here the music that has to 
be defended from the squares is 
jazz. Jonny is an amoral black jazz 
violinist. He steals an Amati violin 
from a famous virtuoso and gets 
involved in a romance between a 
conservative composer (obviously 
Krenek’s satirical projection of his 
old self) and an opera star. The 
final tableau — one of the most 
famous images of its time — 
shows Jonny fiddling on top of a 
gigantic globe of the world. The 
Music of the Future wins! 

Jonny spielt auf survived the 
Nazis. It was even performed at 
the Met. But it doesn’t survive its 
own dated material. Krenek’s 
nose-thumbing use of jazz, min- 
strel-show, and popular dance 
music is still delightful, but its more 
serious side is tedious, especially 
the 12-minute solo by the compos- 
er alone on his symbolic glacier. 
Krenek’s greater importance may 
be his influence on Kurt Weill’s 
Threepenny Opera, produced a 
year later. 

Still, it’s worth having a com- 
plete recording. Cast, conductor, 
and orchestra are good, especially 
Krister St. Hill’s brash Jonny. The 
single disc of reissued excerpts, 
with Evelyn Lear, Lucia Popp, and 
Thomas Stewart, is livelier and 
more theatrical, but some of 
Krenek’s jazziest instrumental 
music is missing.

Todd McCarthy, who wrote the 
script and directed the film along 
with Arnoid Glassman and Stuart 
Samuels, interviews some two 
dozen of the major contemporary 
American and émigré photogra- 
phers (the movie's focus is almost 
exclusively on Hollywood), whose 
impressions of their predecessors 
shape the film’s historical perspec- 
tive and whose reminiscences 
bring it into the modern era. The 
only mistake (and it’s a stupid one) 
is projecting silent films at sound 
speed.

Wai-Tung (Winston 
Chao) is a gay New York City yup- 
pie landlord who tries to stop his 
tradition-bound parents from 
hounding him by arranging a mar- 
riage of convenience with a tenant 
who needs a green card.

Screenwriter 
Kante Lanier condenses Turner's 
life to fit the formula, and with 
Brian Gibson's pedestrian direc- 
tion, the film often plays like a TV- 
movie.

OutWrite ’93 to feature 
playwright Kushner, workshops 


by Robert David Sullivan 


ore than 2000 gay and 

lesbian writers, editors, 

and booksellers are ex- 

pected to take over the 

Park Plaza Hotel and 
Towers, and probably the Green Line, on 
Columbus Day weekend. The occasion is 
the fourth national OutWrite conference, 
and Boston is playing host for the second 
year in a row. 

Ironically, the conference has had more 
staying power than its sponsors. For its 
first two years it was in San Francisco, 
courtesy of Out/Look magazine. When 
Out/Look went under, the event was 
brought to Boston by the Gay Community 


| News, which suspended publication last 


year (but is plotting a return). OutWrite 
was kept in the Hub this year by the 
Bromfield Street Educational Foundation, 
which is pledging to help present future 
conferences. 

OutWrite ’93 has a balanced ticket of 
four keynote speakers. The opening ad- 
dresses will be given on October 8 at 8 
p.m. by playwright Tony Kushner, author 
of the Tony-winning Angels in America: 
Millennium Approaches and the sequel 
Perestroika; and Jewelle Gomez, author of 
The Gilda Stories, a novel about an 


| African-American lesbian vampire. 


Closing the conference on October 10 
at 3:30 p.m. will be Samuel R. Delaney, a 
science-fiction writer and author of The 


| Motion of Light in Water, about growing 


up black and gay in New York; and Chrys- 
tos, a Menominee Indian who won a grant 
from the National Endowment for the Arts 
for her poetry. 

In addition to the Park Plaza events, 
there are literary tie-ins. “Out Loud and 
Proud,” a program of readings to benefit 
the Bromfield Street Educational Founda- 
tion, is on October 7 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Arlington Street Church. Participants in- 
clude Jewelle Gomez, Leslie 
Feinberg, Minnie Bruce 
Pratt, Luis Alfaro, Norman 
Wong, and Christopher 
Bram. Admission is $7. 

Another highlight is the 
first annual Audre Lorde 
Memorial Lecture, named 
after the Harlem poet and 
funded by the Legacy Fund 
for Lesbian Enrichment. 
This year’s speaker is poet 
Kate Rushin. The lecture 
is on October 10 at 2 p.m. 
at the Park Plaza Castle 
and is free to the public. 

And participants put 
down their notebooks on 
Saturday night for the 
“Out Is In” dance party, 
at the Park Plaza Castle. The party runs 
from 9 p.m. to 2 a.m. Admission for con- 
ference attendees is $10. For those just 
on the prowl for a literary lover, tickets 
are available for $15.

val of lesbian and gay theater in Boston. In 
addition to nationally known Holly Hughes 
and alumni from 1991’s local hit 

PolyESTHER, the festival is finally bringing 

“Latino queer theater” to Boston and pro- 

viding a debut for an African-American 

Boston native who’s already made it in 

ew York. 

The company is also using star power at 
its September 18 fundraiser at the Fritz bar, 
below the Chandler Inn. Author Quentin 
Crisp, fresh from his arresting role in the 
film Orlando and a dip into the mainstream | 
as a guest on The Tonight Show, serves as 
host of the reception. Festival participants, 
including Holly Hughes, also appear. Tick- 
ets are $25 and must be reserved. 

The festival itself opens with Imagine 
Being More Afraid of Freedom than 

Jay THOMPSON ‘Slavery (September 16- 
18), written and per- 
formed by Pamela Sneed. 
Harriet Tubman’s struggle 
for freedom inspires tough 
New York dyke Sneed in 
this play, first staged at the 
Nuyorican Poets Café in 
New York. Sneed is a Bos- 
ton native, but this is her 
first New England show. 
While in town, she also 
conducts a theater work- 
shop for teens on Septem- 
ber 19 at 11 a.m. 

Tutu (September 17-19) 
is not about the South 
African cleric; rather, it’s 
an homage to the dancers 
who get cut in the first 
scene of A Chorus Line. The show is writ- 
ten and performed by Damien Thibo- 
deaux, who debuted in Boston two years 
ago in the title role of Abe Rybeck’s Pure 
PolyESTHER, playing the Jewish Biblical 
heroine as a 14-year-old Valley Girl. Since 
then, he has been a principal dancer with 
the Ballet Theatre of Boston. 

Holly Hughes’s Clit Notes (September 
17-18) is billed as part of the performance 
artist’s “10 Point Plan To Advance Les- 
bianism Globally through Song, Dance and 
Monologue.” As the commissioners of 
Cobb County, Georgia, might say, there it 
is, a homo-sexual agenda right out in the 
open. But Hughes has fought bigger bat- 
tles, having won a lawsuit against the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts after it with- 
drew an arts grant from her. In addition to 
Clit Notes, Hughes leads a workshop on 
“Writing and Performing Personal Expe- 
rience” on September 18 at 11 a.m.

The most lavish production in the festi- 
val may be Her Aching Heart (September 
23-26), a “bodice-ripping, lesbian Gothic 
romance” performed by the Consenting 
Adults Theatre Company in its first ap- 
pearance in the Northeast. This spoof of 
pulp paperbacks (minus the male hunks) 
was written by Byrony Lavery and has a 
two-woman cast consisting of Elizabeth 
Pringle and Holly Twyford. 

John Thomas and Joe Byers, who also 
had a hand in the creation of Pure 
PolyESTHER, have taken what they claim 
is Shakespeare’s worst play, Titus An- 
dronicus, and turned it into a musical- 
comedy bloodbath set in modern Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. TightAss Androgynous 
(September 24-October 2) is scheduled 
for midnight performances, when it can 
compete against schlocky movies with 
lesser intentions. 

The festival closes with Deep in the 
Crotch of My Latino Psyche, a comic re- 
vue with Beto Araiza, Monica Palacios, 
and Luis Alfaro. Araiza has toured Europe 
and the West Coast with his show Meet My 
Beat; Alfaro won the Hispanic Playwrights 





Award last year for Bitter Homes and Gar- 
dens; and Palacios has been touring solo 
with Latin Lezbo Comic. In Deep in the 
Crotch, the three appear together and also 
take turns presenting excerpts from their 
solo works. They unite again for a work- 
shop called “Creating Latino/Latina 
Queer Culture” on October 3 at 11 a.m.; 
and Araiza presents a solo “AIDS Activist 
Performance” on October 2 at 11 a.m. 

In addition to the workshops noted 
above, Theater Offensive co-founder Abe 
Rybeck gives tactical tips on “Creating 
Queer Street Performance” on Septem- 
ber 26 at 11 a.m. 

All events except for the September 18 
fundraiser are at the Boston Center for the 
Arts.

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Battle against breast cancer 


he Massachusetts Breast Cancer Coalition (MBCC) is too impatient to 

wait. That is, although National Breast Cancer Awareness Month isn’t un- 

til October, the MBCC has already started its annual events to bring at- 
tention — and dollars — to the fight against the disease. Given the importance of 
early detection, it seems appropriate to jump the gun. 

In 1993, an estimated 180,000 women in the United States will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer, and 46,000 will die from the disease, according to Ann 
Maguire, president of the state coalition and vice-president of the National Breast 
Cancer Coalition. (Maguire formerly served as Boston Mayor Ray Flynn’s liaison 
to the gay-and-lesbian community.) 

There are two major events planned for this weekend. On September 11, an es- 
timated 3000 entrants will join in the Race for the Cure, a five-kilometer run/walk 
sponsored by the Susan G. Komen Breast Cancer Foundation. 

The next day is the MBCC’s biggest annual event, the Breast Cancer March and 
Rally in Boston. More than 5000 men and women are expected to join the two- 
mile march, which begins at 11 a.m. at Copley Square Park and ends an hour lat- 
er at City Hall Plaza. Speakers at the City Hall rally will include surgeon Susan 
Love, environmentalist Devra Lee Davis, and State Senator Dianne Wilkerson. 

As part of Sunday’s event, organizers will unveil a new photography exhibit, 
“Face to Face: Facing Breast Cancer Together.” The exhibit will be on view at Bos- 
ton City Hall for a month and then be shown around the state for the next year. 

Sponsor sheets for marchers are available at the MBCC headquarters, 2 Boyl- 
ston Street, Boston. The coalition is also arranging overnight accommodations for 
those from out of town. Call (617) 423-6222. 

News reports and documentaries on breast cancer are planned throughout next 
month, but ABC is ahead of the pack. Next Tuesday the network airs The Other 
Epidemic: What Every Woman Needs To Know About Breast Cancer. Linda Eller- 
bee hosts this special, on which several women discuss their experiences with the 
disease, The program airs locally on Channel 5 at 10 p.m. 

And next month, Faber and Faber will release Examining Myself: One Woman's 
Story of Breast Cancer Treatment and Recovery. Author Musa Mayer calls breast 
cancer “more than a disease of the body, far more than the sum of errant cells run 
wild. Like any life-threatening illness, cancer invades the entire context of a life, 
disturbing its balance, heightening its struggles.” Mayer will read from her book 
on October 21 at 7:30 p.m. at Borders Book Shop, 85 Worcester Road, Framing- 
ham.

Dear Commissioner Bhatti, 

I would like to make you aware of an extremely 
unpleasant experience my girlfriend and I had on 
Sunday, August 15. 

We had hoped to enjoy a short hike in [an MDC 
park]. After walking only a short distance from the 
parking lot we encountered eight solitary men loiter- 
ing on the trail. When we noticed these men pairing 
up, we decided we were in the wrong place. 

Our original displeasure turned to fear and revul- 
sion when our way back was blocked by a naked man 
and his partner. 
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ner, “but if they have to go looking for you with 
flashlights, you have a reasonable expectation of pri- 
vacy.” 

That legal threshold doesn’t often stop police from 
harassing and entrapping men in cruising areas, Plat- 
ner says: “Sometimes it’s just ignorance of the law. 
And then there are certain cops who are into it. I did 
about 100 cruising-area cases in the mid-’80s, and a 
lot of the same cops kept popping up over and over.” 

Platner says that if police want to deter cruising- 
area sex, all they have to do is “post signs that say 
THIS AREA IS UNDER SURVEILLANCE and send police 
cars in. That definitely works.” 

She attributes the incidence of arrests and harass- 
ment to homophobia. “When heterosexuals are out 
having sex in cars,” Platner says, “they’re told to 
move on, go elsewhere. Gay men get charged with 
felonies. Lovers’ lanes are a great American tradition 
unless you’re gay.” 

But the traditional lovers’ lane also differs from a 
cruising area in one important respect: in the public 
imagination, at any rate, lovers’ lanes are populated 
by couples (no doubt heterosexual couples) who 
know each other, who have a relationship. Cruising is 
the focus of so much police and public scrutiny not 
just because the sex involved takes places in public 





I cannot understand why we 
should not be able to enjoy a walk 
in the woods on a Sunday after- 
noon without encountering this 
sort of lewd behavior. We are not 
homophobic by any means, but we 
feel that our right to utilize this 
publicly supported area is being 
denied. 

We would greatly appreciate any 
action you could take to eliminate 
this situation.

This is a story about cruising 
areas. About parks, about bushes, 
about rest stops, about “public sex 
environments,” as AIDS educators 
call them. This is a story about the 
wind in your hair, the glint of a 
wedding ring, the wrath of the 
“good gays,” the smile of a cop. 
Your wallet missing, your head 
split open, your hand on the dick 
of a stranger. 

Cruising areas — outdoor loca- 
tions where men go to have sex 
with other men — have been fea- 
tured prominently in the gay press 
this summer. A 58-year-old New 
Hampshire man, Paul Eastman, 
killed himself after three local 
newspapers printed the details of 
his arrest at a rest stop. In one of 
Boston’s most popular parks, two 
men were struck in the back of the 
head by an unknown hammer- 
wielding assailant or assailants. 

Still, for all their notoriety, cruis-

dirty little secret. Rarely are they 

talked about in “polite company,” a 

phrase usually taken to mean heterosexuals, even 
though as many as 50 percent of the men who go to 
cruising areas identify as straight. 

Cruising areas have a history that pre-dates the 
modern gay political movement. Before there was a 
gay community, gay identity, men found each other 
for sex, for camaraderie, for quarry. That pattern 
continues to this day, particularly outside the urban 
gay ghettos, where opportunities are more limited. 

But cruising areas have also been the subject of 
controversy, both within and outside the gay com- 
munity. 

They raise a number of thorny questions about 
public land: who’s entitled to use it, and for what 
purposes? 

Then there are safety issues. Assaults and rob- 
beries are commonplace in some cruising areas. Po- 
lice interference is common in others. The threat of 
AIDS lurks, often unacknowledged. 

And cruising areas raise complex, highly charged 
questions about prevailing sexual mores: with whom 
is it appropriate to have sex, under what circum- 
stances, and in what locations? 


The law and homophobia 

Having sex outdoors is not illegal in Massachu- 
setts. (Sodomy, however, is still considered a crime.) 
In order to be considered legal in the common- 
wealth, outdoor sex need only meet what lawyers re- 
fer to as a “reasonable expectation of privacy.” 

“Just because a place is outdoors doesn’t necessar- 
ily mean it’s a ‘public place’ within the meaning of 
the indecency and public-lewdness statutes,” says Jan 
Platner, of the Gay and Lesbian Advocates and De- 
fenders, a Boston-based legal-advocacy group. 

“The police don’t always feel this way,” says Plat- 


, 


areas (usually in the most secluded public areas — 
like the woods that surround rest stops). The real 
controversy — and the real challenge to conventional 
sexual mores — comes from the fact that cruising 
involves public sex with strangers. And not necessari- 
ly a single stranger; sometimes cruising involves 
group sex; sometimes others watch. 

For their part, MDC spokespeople downplay any 
role homophobia may play in public discomfort with 
cruising. Brian Broderick, director of the Reservations 
and Historic Sites division of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, says the issue isn’t that most of the sexu- 
al activity taking place in MDC parks is gay; it’s that 
it’s happening at all. “Whatever kind of sexual activity 
it may be — heterosexual or homosexual — it’s just 
not appropriate for the public parks. 

“I think [public cruising] is denying other people 
the same rights to use the MDC property in a com- 
fortable and relaxed manner,” he says. 


Meeting with danger 

“I don’t think of it as ‘public sex’ versus ‘private 
sex,’ ” says Sandi DuBowski, the author of an article 
on Boston-area cruising that will be published this 
fall in Steam, a quarterly journal for men. “I think of 
them more as vertical sex and horizontal sex. I think 
vertical sex is so much more sexy. A bed is so banal. 
It doesn’t have any erotic power for me. There’s 
something better about a wall or a tree or a parking 
lot.” 

DuBowski started going to cruising areas when he 
was in college: “They were right there and I just kind 
of stumbled on them.” 

He’s glad he did. “If you’re under 21 and in the 
midst of your own little sexual revolution, and don’t 
have ID, then it becomes an option,” he says. “And I 
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think ‘option’ is a key word, because there are two 
kinds of people who do public sex. One is people 
who are completely closeted — sometimes even to 
themselves. The other group has public sex as a 
choice, not because this is the only place they can ex- 
press their sexuality.” 

Sex in the parks is becoming more brazen, accord- 
ing to Craig Hickman, who says he was “born and 
raised in the bushes.” He now does outreach in the 
bushes for the Fenway Community Health Center’s 
“Color Me Healthy” program — HIV and sub- 
stance-abuse prevention for gay men of color. 
Dressed as “Latexia: Condom Fairy,” he offers con- 
doms, lube, and referrals to men in one of the Hub’s 
most popular parks, and in the process encounters in 
open areas activities that used to be relegated to the 
most secluded sites. Men seem generally less 
ashamed, he says. 

“There’s still some shame about getting fucked in 
the bushes. But the number of men with no shame is 
increasing, and it doesn’t matter how many people 
are around,” he says. “It used to be that people 
would just walk around, make eye contact, have a 
quickie, and leave. Now it’s become this kind of af- 
ter-hours social club.” 

Another change: men in cruising areas have devel- 
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oped a new sense of strength. “In light of some of the 
bashings and robberies, I’ve seen a whole horde of 
faggots boot people out of the park,” says Hickman. 
“People used to cry for help when they thought dan- 
ger was afoot, and then they would scatter. Now it’s 
like, ‘Let’s bond together and kick some ass back!’ ” 

That may be a positive trend: cruising areas can be 
dangerous places. From 1989 to 1990, for instance, 
more than 20 men were hit in the back of the head 
with a hammer in one popular Boston park. One of 
those men was killed and several who survived had to 
go to permanent-care facilities because of brain in- 
juries sustained in the attacks. 

“Gay-bashers target men in cruising areas because 
they know the men who go there are vulnerable,” 
says Martin Hiraga, of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s Anti-Violence Project. “They’re very se- 
cretive places, with very little protection, because 
people often go there alone and don’t necessarily 
know the other people. The men who go to cruising 
areas frequently don’t have connections to the gay 
community except in the sexual milieu.” 

According to Bea Hanson, director of client ser- 
vices for the New York City Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Project, cruising areas also attract a lot of 
“opportunistic criminals.” These aren’t necessarily 
gay-bashers. “They’re con men,” she says. “They use 
sex as the hook in order to do whatever crime they 
want to commit, whether that’s a mugging or a mur- 
der.” 

Cruising-area robberies and assaults are notori- 
ously underreported. “People are going to these 
cruising areas for sex, and they feel guilty about it,” 
Hanson says. “Often they don’t even tell their best 
friends about it, though they would if they were

| bashed on the street. Even if they’re really 

proud to be gay, they feel they were there 
| for something they shouldn’t be doing and 
| they say, ‘I deserved it because I put my- 
self in a dangerous situation.’ But people 
never deserve to be physically assaulted for 
being where they are, and people never de- 
| serve to be assaulted because they want to 
have sex.”

oppose cruising-area sex. “I think there’s 
a tendency in the gay community to keep 
quiet or look the other way about sexual 
issues. I don’t think that’s appropriate,” 
he says. “We’ve all experienced what it’s 
like to have our sexuality criticized. But 
we keep quiet on issues that we should 
be vocal about, and cruising is one such 
issue.” 

Peck believes cruising is the result of in- 
ternalized homophobia: “When you grow 
up in America, you learn that love between 
men is invalid. So this chasm is created in 
your psyche and you think that love and 
sex are two different things. When they go 
out night after night looking for anony- 
mous sex, [men who go to cruising areas] 
are trying to use sex to fill that void inside 
that only love can fill.” 








(It’s worth noting that of four men in- 
terviewed in a local cruising area, none 
went out “night after night looking for 
anonymous sex.” The greatest frequency: 
once a week.) 

Peck also believes that cruising-area sex 
diminishes straight America’s opinion of 
gay men. “The fact that it takes place in 
public places reinforces the stereotypes 
that gay men have these raging libidos.” 


A walk in the park 

It’s late on a Monday afternoon, and lo- 
cal AIDS educator Chris Wittke and I are 
sitting on a log in the middle of what he 
would call the “meeting area” of a popular 
Cambridge park. A cool breeze comes off 
a nearby body of water. The sun shines 
through birch and maple leaves. Men, 
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some in shorts and T-shirts, some straight 
from work in suits and ties, wander back 
and forth in the sunlight. 

“Since the beginning of the AIDS epi- 
demic,” he says, “since the beginning of 
the gay-liberation movement, in fact, there 
have been gay people who want to sepa- 
rate themselves from ‘those people who 
have sex in the bushes.’ Like those people 
are the ones who are going to get it 
[AIDS] and we nice, clean, middle-class 
people are not.” 

Wittke, a fan of park life, believes that 
criticism of cruising areas reflects a more 
general discomfort with the subject of sex 
and now, its connection with death. But he 
finds the huff duplicitous: “There was one 
person I had sex with in a public-sex area 
and later found out that he had spoken out 
against public sex. Sometimes I wonder if 
people take these adamant stances against 
it to distance themselves from a behavior 
they actually take part in.” 

As part of his job, Wittke and fellow 
outreach worker David Kegler — like 
Hickman, of the Fenway program — offer 
safer-sex supplies, information, and refer- 
rals to the men who frequent the bushes. 
“One of our interventions is called the 
‘stealth condom drop,’ ” he explains. “We 
make up these little packets of condoms 
and lube and safer-sex info and hang them 
in the foliage with clothespins. 

“We've found that this totally crazy stuff 
happens. Like at one location, the queens 
take the packets and put the clothespins 
right back where they were. I can go back 
and find 60 clothespins and just put new 
packets up.” 

Wittke and Kegler also try to establish a 
presence in the parks so that the men will 
talk to them about their AIDS concerns. 
Material evidence suggests the outreach is 
working: used condoms and lube packets 
litter the ground in the cruising areas they 
service. 

Married men who use the parks and 
men who identify as straight are often less 
receptive to safer-sex messages than their 
queer counterparts, Wittke says. Twelve 
years into the epidemic, a lot of these men 
still think AIDS is a gay disease, and that 
they’re somehow immune because they 
don’t call themselves homosexuals. To get

the message across, Wittke says, “you have 
to address them from their experience. You 
have to say things like, ‘Look, you’ve fig- 
ured out this way to segment your life. If 
you were to get AIDS, all of the stuff 
you’ve worked to build up is going to col- 
lapse around you.’ And that actually does 
motivate a lot of these people to be safe.” 

Married men are the reason Wittke and I 
are sitting on this log; I want to talk to 
some, and can’t find any through the usual 
channels. I send him off to find one who'll 
talk, and realize that what I’m asking him 
to do violates basic bush etiquette. Cruising 
is about eye contact and gesture, low on 
the gab. 

Along comes a tall man in rollerblades, 
meanwhile, to find out what a woman with 





a notebook and tape recorder is doing in 
the middle of a cruising area. “I talk to ev- 
erybody,” he says. “But then, I don’t just 
come here to get my rocks off. I find it re- 
ally relaxing just to be here in the woods. It 
focuses me. I’m funny that way, as com- 
pared to my friends, who are very, shall we 
say, task-oriented.” 

He’s seen some trouble on his travels. 

“See this scar under my eye right here?” 
he says, pointing. “I was leaving [a cruising 
area] and I was sitting in my car with my 
glasses on. This very handsome man was 
walking down the sidewalk. I was very 
drunk at the time, which was a mistake. He 
came over to the side of the car and made a 
motion that I should roll down the window. 
I didn’t feel good about it, but I rolled 
down the window and he socked me right 
through my glasses. I had a patch on my 
eye for two weeks. And I still have a little 
blind spot. This was 13 years ago. I don’t 
worry about it too much now, but I was 
traumatized for a good year or two about 
looking at people.” 

Is he put off by reports of violence that 
have been featured in the gay press this 
summer? “The truth is, I’m a little hypo- 
critical,” he says. “When I was going a lot, 
reports like that didn’t affect me. Now that 
I don’t go that much, I’m like, ‘You see, 
another reason not to go.’ ” Which is how a 
lot of people — gay or straight — deal 
with risk. 

Chris comes back after an unsuccessful 
search. On our way out of the park, a man 
approaches us. “I hear you’re doing inter- 
views,” he says. 

Asked why he comes to the park, he says, 
“It’s better than beating off,” then adds, “if 
I didn’t have to come here, I don’t think I 
would . . . if I had a significant other.” 

The parks are less pretentious than oth- 
er venues, and the men seem less focused 
on looks, he says. But cruising is “not 
pretty”: “You don’t say to your friend, 
‘Oh, I’m going out for a blow job. See ya!’ 
In the back of your mind, you always 
come up with reasons why it’s okay to be 
here, but that’s because you have to put 
your mind at peace. If I had a choice, I 
wouldn’t be here. Because it’s not clean, 
it’s not healthy.” 

The next day, a friend of a friend calls 
me — a married friend of a friend, whom 
we'll call Joe. 

Joe identifies as gay. He sees cruising ar- 
eas as one of his few options. “I feel 
trapped by the strictures and philosophy of 
society at large,” he says. “So I’ve got to be 
in hiding.” 
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ATTORNEY Jan Platner sees need for greater police sensitivity. 
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Joe has a wife of 25 years, kids, and a 
home in the suburbs. He doesn’t feel he 
can leave that life, but doesn’t feel particu- 
larly good about what he’s doing, either 
— lying to his family. Ideally, he’d like to 
have a relationship with another man. But 
in the context of his current life, he says, 
“I can’t go to the bars, because they don’t 
really get started until late. I can’t bring 
anybody home. So cruising areas are 
where I go.” 

Ironically, Joe first found out about 
cruising areas by reading newspaper re- 
ports of police raids. “There are probably a 
lot of guys on the cusp of experimenting 
who find out about them that way,” he 
says. Often, his visits are nerve-wracking 
experiences: he was almost arrested recent- 
ly while sitting in his car in a rest-stop 
parking lot. 

The presence of so many other married 
men gives him some solace. “It’s a signifi- 
cant percentage of the guys there. Some- 
times I can tell, because they have their 
wedding rings on. In [gay] bars, I take my 
ring off, because I think it attracts the 
wrong kind of people. But in the cruising 
area, it’s almost validating to have a ring.” 


Cruising and history 

Attitudes toward sex in public places are 
rooted in history. John D’Emilio, professor 
of history at the University of North Car- 





















olina at Greensboro, and co-author (with | 
Estelle Freedman) of Intimate Matters: A | 


History of Sexuality in America (Harper & 


Row, 1988), notes that our discomfort | 


with cruising stems in part from a concept 
of privacy that’s persisted since the Victo- 
rian era. 

“In medieval Europe, but also in Colo- 
nial America,” he says, “a concept of pri- 
vacy hadn’t really congealed. While in 
Colonial America people didn’t say, ‘Oh 
good, let’s fuck in the village square!’, sex 
didn’t occur in private, either. It often oc- 
curred in a room where there were other 
people sleeping. It occurred in a bed 
where there was someone else. Houses 
were constructed in such a way that peo- 
ple could peek though the slats,” he says. 
“And they did. Or people might go off in 
the fields for ‘privacy.’ I don’t know if 
they conceived of it in that way, but 
they’d be in an open space.” 

The concept of sex as a private act de- 
veloped among the 19th-century bour- 
geoisie, D’Emilio says. People may have 
focused on the creation of privacy to dif- 
ferentiate themselves from the working 
class. 

Of course, cruising-area sex threatens 
more than modern concepts of privacy; it 
is also deeply antithetical to popular defini- 
tions of sexual morality, which are equated 
so unyieldingly with heterosexual 
monogamy. Whatever the reasons, people 
are taught that anonymous sex is wrong. 
It’s wrong in the confines of one’s own 
home; it’s certainly wrong in a public 
space, no matter how secluded that space 
may be. 

As D’Emilio notes, “I think if we lived 
in a less erotophobic and homophobic 
world, we would work out something like 
what is done with nudist beaches, espe- 
cially in Europe. There are areas that are 
designated as nudist areas. If you stumble 
upon those areas, it’s your problem. But 
nudists also respect other people’s point 
of view, and don’t go naked in areas 
where people want clothes to be on.” 

Perhaps the MDC should consider his 
suggestion: if nothing else, imagine what 
the trail markers might look like. Q

hen Ray Flynn left Boston for 
the Vatican ambassadorship, 
a crowded field of candidates 
began struggling for the 
chance to take the city’s reins. 
For most of the summer, 
their campaigns dragged on 
with no sure bets, and no 
consensus on who would garner the votes 
of the city’s lesbians and gay men. 

As a group, these candidates are better 
than anything the gay community has 
seen before. But just as there is no clear 
front-runner in the race, there is no 
undisputed hero, or heroine, when it 
comes to gay and lesbian issues. 

Even the endorsement meeting of the 
Boston Lesbian/Gay Political Alliance 
threatened to end in a stalemate until ac- 
tivists agreed to give the nod to the two 
gay-friendly city councilors in the race, 
Rosaria Salerno and Bruce Bolling. 

But for the first time in a long time, a 
few heavyweight contenders — especially 
Salerno and Suffolk County Sheriff 
Robert Rufo, who was recently endorsed 
by the Massachusetts chapter of the Log 
Cabin Club, the gay Republican organiza- 
tion — have sparked some enthusiasm 
among gay and lesbian activists. 

The Phoenix recently interviewed six of 
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are public streets.” 

Although he accuses Flynn of “ducking 
the issue” of whether GLIB should march, 
Rufo stops short of saying he would have 
used city attorneys to advocate for the 
group in court. 

Lydon does not agree that Flynn should 
have spoken up in favor of GLIB’s desire 
to take part in the event. 

“Everybody wants the guy to argue for 
their side,” he says. “My father used to 
say when I was a kid, ‘Just remember, the 
umpire’s job is not to be right, but to keep 
the game going.’ And I think that’s the 
mayor’s job, too.” 

State Representative Jim Brett (D- 
Dorchester) says he would have tried to 
work out a solution acceptable to both 
march organizers and to GLIB, but did 
not say whether he would have sided with 
the gay marchers if he had been in Flynn’s 
shoes. 

“I would have hoped that negotiations 
could have begun much earlier than 
February or early March about that event,” 
he says. “I am a consensus-builder — I 
like to be able to think that people can 
come together early to discuss their con- 
cerns, work them out, and resolve them.” 

Only Bolling and Moriarty say they 
would have had the city’s attorneys advo- 





the eight men and women who made the 
mayoral ballot. Their responses on issues 
ranging from AIDS funding and preven- 
tion to hate crimes to benefits for domestic 
partners showed the differences — some 
subtle and some more glaring — among 
them. (Former Boston Police commission- 
er Mickey Roache and Acting Mayor Tom 
Menino did not respond to repeated re- 
quests for interviews. Their staffs provided 
answers to our survey, on page 19.)

A key question in the minds of many 
gay voters is how the next mayor would 
respond to anti-gay and -lesbian attacks, 
whether it be an incident like the shooting 
of three people outside a Huntington Av- 
enue gym in January 1992, or the yelling 
and gesticulating of spectators as the first 
openly gay contingent marched by in the 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade in South Boston 
that same year. 
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Last year, Boston saw a 14 percent rise 
in reported hate crimes that targeted gay 
men and lesbians, and this summer vi- 
cious attacks have been reported in the 
Fenway area, according to the Fenway 
Community Health Center’s Victim Re- 
covery Program. 

All the candidates who spoke with the 
Phoenix said they would, as mayor, speak 
out against gay- and lesbian-bashing. All 
except Dorchester attorney Diane Moriar- 
ty also committed themselves to staffing 
the Community Disorders Unit of the 
Boston Police at full strength. (The unit, 
which investigates bias-motivated crimes 
against gays, Asians, blacks, and other mi- 
norities, suffered cutbacks under Flynn.) 

But when asked how they would han- 
dle the South Boston Parade controversy, 
the candidates’ answers varied. 

Rufo, who testified on behalf of the state’s hate-crimes 
bill, which became law in 1991, says as mayor he would 
see that police uphold their mandate. The law requires 
police to report bias crimes, including gay-bashing, and 
sets tougher sentencing standards for such crimes. 

“To have a meaningful hate-crimes statute in Massa- 
chusetts, we have to back it up with the level of enforce- 
ment that will make a difference,” he says. “I think it’s 
abominable that the Community Disorders Unit in Bos- 
ton has gone through a reduction in the number of offi- 
cers assigned to it.” 

TV journalist Chris Lydon says that as mayor he would 
support community policing as a way to combat hate 
crimes. 

“Clearly, community policing applies very directly to 
hate crimes against gays,” he says. “Community policing 
[is] treating criminal incidents not as total surprises every 
time, or just emergency calls or just a search for suspects. 

“The premise of community policing is that so often, 
we know where the trouble comes from. We know who 
the targets are . .. and we can plan ahead. We can antici- 
pate the offenders and protect the victims.” 

a 

A test of Flynn’s allegiance to various factions and of 
his ability to keep them from waging ideological warfare 
against one another came when the Irish-American Gay, 
Lesbian, and Bisexual Pride Committee (GLIB) applied to 
march in the St. Patrick’s Day Parade in South Boston in 
1992. 

At first the Allied War Veterans Council agreed, but 
later told GLIB that its members would not be allowed to 
march because of “safety concerns,” and voted to bar the 
group when it re-applied. 

Flynn urged the two sides to reach agreement, saying, 
“It will be unfortunate if a court has to dictate the terms 
of marching in this traditional celebration.” A week later, 
on March 11, Suffolk Superior Court Judge Hiller Zobel

ruled that GLIB had a right to march. Perhaps not coin- 
cidentally, Flynn was in Ireland with Cardinal Bernard 
Law on the day of the parade. 

Barbra Kay, a GLIB organizer, acknowledges that 
Flynn eventually spoke out in favor of the group’s partici- 
pation in the parade but says the mayor was slow to re- 
spond to the controversy. 

“He sat on the fence the first few days — he didn’t 
publicly come out one way or the other,” she says. “Even- 
tually, he was a strong supporter, but he was really slow 
out of the gate.” 

The result, Kay says, was that the two sides did not 
have an opportunity to work out an agreement in private, 
thereby allowing the veterans’ group to save face. 

Many gays and lesbians believed Flynn should have in- 
voked the power of his office to advocate for GLIB, as 
New York Mayor David Dinkins had done on behalf of 
ILGO, the Irish gay group that sought unsuccessfully to 
march in the St. Patrick’s Day Parade in Manhattan. 

“The parallel has been made that Dinkins, who won his 
election by a few percentage points, came out strongly in 
favor of ILGO, while Flynn won with a landslide in the 
last election,” Kay says. 

“That was a concrete example of how much could we 
really depend on him when push came to shove,” she says. 
“Obviously, the parade issue was in many ways symbolic, 
but if he can’t go to the mat on something like that, how 
much can we count on him for the substantive things?” 

Some wondered whether Flynn had done anything to 
bridge the gap between parade organizers and gay 
marchers in the two years during which the controversy 
lingered. Some spectators at the parade booed and 
made lewd gestures at GLIB marchers in 1992, and this 
year, when the group walked by, many viewers turned 
their backs. 

Rufo notes that for the last two years, he marched in 
front of GLIB, at the request of parade organizers. 

“I was right there, and I saw some real despicable 
acts. People were acting out of a basic lack of under- 
standing,” he says. “This is a public parade, and these 





cate on behalf of GLIB. 

Referring to Dinkins’s support of his 
city’s gay and lesbian marchers, Moriarty 
says, “They did it in New York. I don’t 
understand why they didn’t do it here.” 

“It’s not controversial to me as it relates 
to what the law mandates,” says Bolling. 
“I would have made it clear that if [parade 
organizers] don’t want them in the pa- 
rade, that they had no right to do that.”

As the AIDS epidemic rages on and pre- 
vention measures remain the primary 
weapons for fighting it, the issues of dis- 
tributing clean needles to IV-drug users 
and making condoms available in the pub- 
lic schools and elsewhere are getting easi- 
er for politicians to address. 

Bolling, Rufo, Salerno, Lydon, and Mo- 
riarty say they support needle-exchange to 
prevent the spread of AIDS, and Menino 
voted in favor of the pilot program when 
it came before the council. 

Bolling says he would like to see needle- 
exchange go hand in hand with drug-ad- 
diction treatment programs. 

“With intravenous-drug users, some 
may use clean needles today and not to- 
morrow,” he says. “I think we need to 
deal with the real underlying issue, of 
treatment on demand.” 

Says Salerno: “I’m saddened when peo- 
ple suggest that supporting needle-ex- 
change means you are somehow promot- 
ing addiction.” 

Moriarty says she has represented peo- 
ple in court who were arrested for dis- 
tributing clean needles to IV-drug users 
— and won acquittals. She agrees with 
Salerno that the needle-exchange question 
is misunderstood. 

On the issue of whether condoms 
should be made available to students in the public 
schools, Brett and Lydon say they are opposed; in favor 
are Bolling, Salerno, Rufo, and Moriarty. 

“It may create more problems than it solves to be 
handing them out in public schools,” says Lydon, “but 
they ought to be very explicit about what the hazards of 
incautious sex are, and where condoms are available.” 

Salerno defends her position on condom availability: “I 
don’t mean that I want to see a bowl of them next to 
where they buy their pencils. I think it’s appropriate that 
there’s counseling that goes on and that youngsters are 
dissuaded from being sexually active. But they are being 
sexually active, and one mistake shouldn’t be the kind 
that condemns them for the rest of their lives or shortens 
their lives.” 

Rufo has said publicly that he sees school-based con- 
dom distribution as an alternative that would come “as a 
last resort” in fighting the spread of AIDS. He has de- 
fended his policy of not allowing condoms to be made 
available to prisoners in the Suffolk County Jail, arguing 
that prisoners are under such close supervision that there 
is little opportunity for sex. 

Rufo also says that if elected, he would require all city 
workers to receive AIDS education, support such educa- 
tion in the public schools, and create more affordable 
housing for people with AIDS. 

Bolling believes condoms are a necessary part of pre- 
venting AIDS and unwanted pregnancies, and argues that 
dodging the issue “flies in the face of the reality . . . that 
young people are becoming sexually active at earlier ages. 
We can control the spread of AIDS. It can be done. But 
people have to be informed and educated, and people 
have to engage in safe sexual practices. The danger is not 
just to gays but to the heterosexual population as well.” 

Brett says he believes schools and community health 
centers should work together to provide AIDS education 
in schools and to direct students to health centers where 
condoms are available. He points to the collaboration be- 
tween Dorchester High School and the Codman Square

Health Center as an example of how to ad- 
dress sex education and AIDS-prevention 
education. 

“The Codman Square Health Center 
goes into Dorchester High and educates 
kids about the sexually transmitted dis- 
eases out there, and they say, ‘If you are 
looking for condoms, go to the Codman 
Square Health Center,’” he says. “That 
should be the source of distribution — the 
health center. It’s working very well 
there.” 

All candidates interviewed say they 
would appoint an AIDS adviser who 
would influence their decisions on con- 
ducting AIDS programs. And all voiced 
their commitment to lobby for resources 
from the state and federal governments for 
AIDS programs. 

Bolling says he would ask the Massa- 
chusetts congressional delegation to link 
grants to teaching hospitals with commit- 
ment to community service, including 
AIDS treatment and education. 

Salerno says she would fight for AIDS 
funding and appoint an AIDS adviser who 
would “help me go to the federal govern- 
ment to make certain the resources we get 
are well-placed, and that the return on 
those investments is appropriate to the 
danger we face, so that we’re getting 
ahead of this epidemic.” 

Rufo says that as sheriff, he has sought 
the advice of AIDS experts and has lob- 
bied for federal funds for hospice care and 
drug treatment for inmates with AIDS. 

“Unlike some of the other candidates in 
this race, I’m not squeamish on this issue, 
because I have had to deal with the AIDS 
virus up front and up close,” Rufo says. 
“I’ve seen people in custody who were suf- 
fering and dying with AIDS, and as a re- 
sult I have taken a very aggressive ap- 
proach to AIDS and HIV education.” 

Brett says that as a member of House 
leadership he pushed to secure an extra $6 
million for AIDS in the fiscal 1993 budget, 
earmarked for AIDS-drug-treatment reim- 
bursement, affordable housing for people 
with AIDS, and HIV counseling and test- 
ing. That money is also included in the fis- 
cal 94 budget. 

“I feel very good in being able to say 
that I’ve been a very strong supporter of 
funding for AIDS in particular,” Brett 
says. “I know how expensive AZT is and 
how important drug reimbursement is. 

“I think I’m very broadminded and 
comprehensive in my approach to the is- 
sue, of supporting testing and counseling 
and outreach and education.” 

® 

The candidates are divided on whether 
the city should extend health benefits to 
domestic partners of city employees and 
allow gay couples, unmarried couples, and 
others whose primary relationships are not 
sanctioned by marriage to register their 
partnerships at City Hall. 

In a compromise with city councilors, 
who passed a domestic-partnership bill 
in January, Flynn signed an executive or- 
der that offered city employees unpaid- 
leave time in cases of illness or death of a 
domestic partner or other household 
member. 

Bolling, Rufo, and Brett all say they 
would improve on Flynn’s executive order 
if elected. 

“I think everyone should have adequate 
health coverage,” Bolling says. “This is not 
some radical concept. There are a number 
of corporations that offer the same kinds 
of benefits. People should be treated even- 
handedly in that regard.” 

Brett says he would favor extending 
hospital- and prison-visitation rights to 
domestic partners, adding that he would 
support extending health-insurance ben- 
efits, as long as city employees who 
wanted them were willing to pay a higher 
premium. 

Moriarty alone says she would not 
support granting health benefits to do- 
mestic partners of city employees, argu- 
ing that such a plan would be vulnerable 
to bogus claims. She suggests that peo- 
ple can give their partners power of at- 
torney to act on their behalf if they are 
absent or otherwise unable to do such 
things as review school records of chil- 
dren in the household. 

Lydon takes the unusual position of 
supporting health benefits and family leave 
for domestic partners of city employees, 
but opposing a proposal that couples be 
allowed to register at City Hall. 

“I’m not for solemnizing gay mar- 
riages with a city seal,” he says. “But I 
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think, in practical terms, all domestic 
partners’ benefits make sense.” 
* 

As long-time city councilors, candidates 
Salerno, Bolling, and Menino have voted 
on many issues of gay interest. Brett, a 
veteran legislator, supported the AIDS line 
item in last year’s budget, and voted for 
the state’s hate-crimes bill and for the gay- 
civil-rights bill. 

Salerno was the first co-sponsor, in 
1989, of a bill filed by City Councilor 
David Scondras, who’s openly gay, that 
would extend health and other benefits to 
the domestic partners of gay and unmar- 
ried heterosexual city employees. 

Two years later, when Scondras intro- 
duced the Family Protection Act, a com- 
prehensive domestic-partnership bill that 
would have granted health benefits to gay 
and lesbian couples and other non-tradi- 
tional families and allowed them to regis- 
ter their relationships at City Hall, Bolling 
and Salerno backed the measure. But it 
fell, with councilors Menino, James Kelly, 
and Albert “Dapper” O’Neil, among oth- 
ers, blocking a final vote. 

This year, in January, Salerno and fellow 
at-large City Councilor John Nucci helped 
Scondras push other councilors to support 
a new domestic-partners bill that would 
have granted family-leave benefits to city 
employees, and allowed registration at City 
Hall for gay and lesbian relationships, ac- 
cording to Jack Mills, a Scondras aide. 

But after a seven-to-five vote in favor of 
the measure, the tables began to turn with 
the threat of a Flynn veto. Councilors 
pushing for the bill realized they would not 
have enough votes to override a veto, ac- 
cording to Mills. 

Flynn averted a fight by offering an ex- 
ecutive order granting unpaid leave for 
family crises, illness, and bereavement for 
“partners and household members.” He 
also directed his insurance officer, Irene 
Carrington, to see if health benefits could 
be made available to gay partners of city 
employees. Since then some employees 
have taken advantage of these benefits. 

Menino, who rarely finds himself on the 
same side as liberal city councilors on gay 
issues, opposed earlier versions of the 
Family Protection Act, and also voted 
against the domestic-partnership bill of- 
fered in January. 

Late last year, when the city council took 
up consideration of a bill that would require 
bars and restaurants to install condom-vend- 
ing machines, Menino reportedly asked city 
councilors in private to put off the vote, and 
then voted for it when it came to the table. 
Bolling and Salerno also voted in favor. 

Salerno has been endorsed by the Boston 
chapter of the National Organization for 
Women, and polls have consistently shown 
her to be one of the top four candidates — 
she has been the outright winner in some of 
them. Add those factors to her long-stand- 
ing support for gay and lesbian issues, and 
it’s understandable that she’s a favorite with 
many gay and lesbian activists. 

Some observers argue that by dividing 
an endorsement between Salerno and 
Bolling, the Boston Lesbian/Gay Political 
Alliance gave up its chance to rally gays 
around one candidate early and have a 
greater impact on the outcome of the pre- 
liminary election. Activists who attended 
the June meeting say the double endorse- 
ment was a compromise put together by 
gay and lesbian politicos who like both 
candidates and see no ideological differ- 
ences between them. (Don Gorton, chair 
of the alliance, recently announced his per- 
sonal endorsement of Salerno, although he 
emphasized that his decision does not 
change the official dual endorsement.) 

The endorsement was a small victory for 
Bolling, who had enough support to deny 
Salerno the two-thirds necessary for sole 
endorsement. Bolling asserts that his 
record on gay and lesbian issues brought 
him the alliance’s backing. 

“My record of commitment goes all the 
way back to my first legislative initiative in 
1982, when I put forward the legislation 
that created the Fair Housing Commis- 
sion,” he says. “In 1982, I had sexual pref- 
erence as one of the protected classes in 
that ordinance. It was one of the first ordi- 
nances in the country that had that kind of 
recognition in it.” 

Bolling and Salerno are without ques- 
tion two candidates who appeal to gay and 
lesbian voters with more than just promis- 
es. Rufo also has made it clear that he is 
reaching out for gay support. 

But in the first election to be held in 
Boston since voters sent Bill Clinton to the 
White House, it’s fair to suspect that de- 
spite a wealth of attractive candidates, 
many gays and lesbians are wary of politi- 
cians and of political rhetoric.

After all those months of waiting,

Though she did, in fact, seem to be work- 
ing that day: meeting with researchers at 
Harvard and later with AIDS service- 
providers who convened at the Fenway 
Community Health Center. 

I saw the AIDS czar. 


I saw the AIDS czar and I’d thought it 
would be like seeing the pope. I would be 
all transformed and breathless on the six 
o’clock news, talking about my faith reaf- 
firmed, my face turned finally toward the 
sunlight. Twelve years in the darkness and 
your soul can turn to dust, as indeed the 
bodies of two of my friends and several ac- 
quaintances did during the long Republi- 
can years of ignorance and government/ 
corporate neglect. 

I saw the AIDS czar and it was, well... 
not exactly what I had hoped for. Though 
Gebbie talked the right talk and smiled at 
the appropriate moments. Though she 
paused after Belynda Dunn, an HIV-posi- 
tive woman, pleaded for increased AIDS 
funding, as if to let us know she under- 
stood the human tragedy of it all. There 
was something Stepford wives-ish about 
her. A certain glazed look that said she be- 
lieved the government was doing some- 
thing substantial to fight AIDS, though 
about all the feds have done so far is hire 
her. 

I saw the AIDS czar. 

I saw the AIDS czar and she was, at 
moments, impressive. She spoke about 
breaking down denial, spending more for 
prevention, research, and care. She even 
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offered a striking response to a question 
about what the president could do to ad- 
dress the homophobia that limits the na- 
tion’s ability to deal with this epidemic: “I 
think this administration has been pretty 
clear that it thinks homophobia doesn’t 
make sense,” she said. “Taking a stand on 
it is perhaps an easier thing than helping 
the country figure out how to live out a 
non-homophobic approach to community. 
And that’s what we all need to be about.” 

All of which is great, but. . . 

Why have most of the recommendations 
of the National Commission on AIDS 
been ignored? Why is it that Gebbie’s re- 
sponse to risk-reduction methods that 
have become contentious social issues, like 
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she is lucky, has a mother with that look of 


anger and pain in her eyes. We cannot fo- 
cus our national efforts only on saving | 
“the next generation.”
